increased From this summary it will be seen that there was a total in- 

numbers. crease of 656 during the year, the corresponding increase for 
the previous year having been 508. An increase took place in 
all the Institutions save Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum, 
There was also an increase in the number of Chancery patients 
in unlicensed houses. 

The numbers in District Asylums increased by 514 ; those in 
Private Asylums by 28 ; those in Workhouses by 121 ; the single 
Chancery patients in unlicensed houses by 9; while in the 
Dundrum Asylum there was a decrease of 16. 

The total increase for the year shows an advance of 148 on the 
previous year’s increase, and is 104 above the average for the 
past ten years, which was 552. 

Further, with one exception (in 1898), it is the greatest increase 
recorded since 1895, when the increase amounted to 702. The 
increase in 1896 was 609; in 1897, 624 ; in 1898, 714; in 1899, 
559 ; in 1900, 306 ; in 1901, 461 ; and in 1902, 508. 

Proposed our last Report we stated that we proposed investigating 

Inquiry statistics available since the completion of the Census Returns 

increase. 0 for 1901, so far as they relate to the increase in the number of the 
registered insane. It was subsequently decided to await the 
completion of the year 1903, and to call for special returns from 
the different Asylums. These returns have not been all received, 
and we have not, therefore, yet been able to furnish a special 
report to Your Excellency on the subject. 

Table I. (page xlix.), giving the number and distribution of 
all lunatics under care on the 31st December of each year from 
1880 to 1903, shows that in this interval of time an increase of 
9,812 has taken place in the total number.; the inmates of _ Dis- 
trict Asylums have increased by 9,427 ; the criminal lunatics in 
Dundrum Asylum have decreased by 24 ; the patients in Private 
Asylums and Institutions have increased by 151; and the 
pauper lunatics in Workhouses by 147. These numbers show 
that the main increase has been in the population of the District 
Asylums, the patients in Private Asylums and Institutions 
having only increased by 151 in a period of twenty-three years, 
or an average of less than 7 per annum. 

Insane in In our last Report we referred to the decrease in the number 
Workhouses. - n Workhouses which had been taking place since 1899, a decrease 
averaging 125 per annum. 

This decrease has not, however, continued, as the number of 
insane inmates of these Institutions increased by 121 during the 
year under review.

We would suggest that the explanation of this increase is to be 
found in the large number of aged and doting persons who have 
been transferred from other parts of the Workhouses to the lunatic 
wards, with the view of affording them better care and supervision. 

As the following Table shows, however, the ratio of the insano 
in District Asylums to the total number under care has steadily 
increased since 1880, while the corresponding ratio in the case of 
Workhouses has continuously fallen.

Table II. (page 1) shows the admissions to District and Admissions. 
Private Asylums each year since 1881. From this table it will 
be seen that the total admissions for 1903 showed an increase 
of only 3 over the numbers for the previous year. 

This increase occurred in the case of the District Asylums, the 
number of admissions to Private Asylums being exactly the same 
in both years. 

In our last Report we noted that the total number of admis- 
sions to District and Private Asylums in 1902 was 403 in excess 
ot the number for the previous year, and in the case of the District 
Asylums the increase (375) was the largest recorded in the 
series of years shown in the Table. 

In the case of the Private Asylums also the increase last year 
(28) was large. 

The admissions to District Asylums in 1881 numbered 2,502 ; 
in 1903 they had increased to 3,950. Similarly, in Private 
Asylums, the numbers for 1881 were 145, and for 1903 they 
had increased to 237. It will thus be seen that in the District 
Asylums the figures for 1903 show an increase of over 57 per 
cent, as compared with 1881, while in the Private Asylums the 
corresponding increase was over 63 per cent. During the same 
period the numbers actually resident in the District Asylums 
have increased by almost 109 per cent., while in the Private 
Asylums and Institutions they have increased by less than 
25 per cent.

The Census Commissioners proceed to state : — 

“ From the foregoing it will be observed that the number of lunatics 
returned in 1901 was nearly quadruple the number in 1851, and that 
the increase between 1891 and 1901 was from 14,945 to 19,834— there 
having been an increase of 5,322 in the number of lunatics in 
asylums, but a decrease of 297 in the number of those at large, and 
of 136 in the number of workhouses. There was a decrease of 1,027 
in the number of idiots returned in 1901 compared with the number 
in 1891 ; a decrease of 805 appears to have occurred in the number at 
large ; a decrease of 233 in the number in asylums, but an increase 
of 11 in the number in workhouses. 

“ The total number of lunatics and idiots returned on the Census 
Forms in 1851 amounted to 9,980 ; in 1861, to 14,098 ; in 1871, to 
16,505 ; in 1881, to 18,413 ; in 1891, to 21,188 ; and in 1901, to 
25,050. 

“ According to the Census Returns for 1851 the ratio of lunatics of 
the population was 1 in every 1,291 ; in 1861 it was 1 in 821 ; in 
1871 it was 1 in every 554 ; in 181, 1 in 529 ; in 1891, 1 in 315 ; and 
in 1901, 1 in 225, the ratio in the Province of Leinster in 1901 being 
1 in 242 ; Munster, 1 in 191 ; Ulster, 1 in 286 ; and Connaught, 1 
in 238. 

“The following counties had the highest ratios, viz. : — Waterford, 
1 in 127 ; Meath, 1 in 173 ; Kilkenny, 1 in 176 ; Limerick, 1 in 
180 ; Wexford, 1 in 192 ; Tipperary, 1 in 193 ; and Cavan, 1 in 196. 
The following had the lowest ratios: — Antrim County and Belfast 
City, 1 in 404 ; Dublin County and City, 1 in 344 ; Londonderry 
County and City, 1 in 291 ; Wicklow, 1 in 287 ; Mayo, 1 in 285 ; 
and Fermanagh, 1 in 284. 

“ In 1851 the number of idiots returned on the Census Forms was 
equal to a ratio of 1 in every 1,336 of the population ; in 1861 the 
ratio was 1 in 825 ; in 1871 it was 1 in 802 ; and in 1881 it equalled 
1 in 598 ; in 1891 it was 1 in 754 ; and in 1901, 1 in 860 ; the ratio 
in the Province of Leinster being 1 in 834 ; in Munster, 1 in 740 ; 
in Ulster, 1 in 1,092 ; and in Connaught, 1 in 820. The counties 
having the highest ratios in 1901 were — Meath, 1 in 478 ; Louth, 1 
in 484 ; Clare, 1 in 515' ; King’s, 1 in 519 ; Carlow, 1 in 533 ; Long- 
ford, 1 in 549 ; Westmeath, 1 in 550. The lowest rtaios were — 
Antrim County and Belfast City, 1 in 2,049 ; Dublin County and 
City, 1 in 1,795 ; Londonderry County and City, 1 in 1,165 ; Kildare, 
1 in 1,156 ; Donegal, 1 in 1,004 ; and Sligo, 1 in 978. 

“ The total number of lunatics and idiots returned in 1851 was 
equal to a ratio of 1 in 657 of the population in 1861, to 1 in 411 ; 
in 1871, to 1 in 328 ; in 1881, to 1 in 281 ; in 1891, to 1 in 222 ; and 
on the present occasion to 1 in 178 — the ratio in the Province of 
Leinster being 1 in 187 ; in Munster, 1 in 152 ; in Ulster, 1 in 226 ; 
and in Connaught, 1 in 184. 

“The counties having the highest ratios were — Waterford. County 
and City, 1 in 104 ; Meath, 1 in 127 ; Clare, 1 in 137 ; Kilkenny, 1 
in 141 ; King’s, 1 in 144 ; Carlow, 1 in 146 ; and Tipperary and 
Wexford each, 1 in 147. The following counties had the lowest 
ratios — Antrim County and Belfast City, 1 in 336 ; Dublin County 
and City, 1 in 289 ; Londonderry County and City, 1 in 233 ; Down, 
1 in 216 ; Wicklow, 1 in 209 ; Mayo, 1 in 208 ; Fermanagh, 1 in 
205 ; and Donegal, 1 in 200.” 

It may be pointed out that the difference in the numbers 
given in our Reports, as compared with those shown in the 
Census Returns for corresponding years, is owing to the fact 
that the former are made up to the 1st January, whereas the 
latter are shown for the date on which each Census was taken, 
about the end of March, or the beginning of April.

The great decrease in the proportion of idiots as compared 
with the proportion of lunatics shown in the Census Returns is 
doubtless due to the two forms of mental disease being now 
more accurately distinguished than in the earlier years.

From this Table it will be seen that the number of the insane 
under care has increased from 250 per 100,000 of the population 
in 1880, to 516 per 100,000 in 1903. 

If, to the number of the insane under care on the 31st Decem- 
ber last, be added the number of lunatics and idiots at large, 
according to the last census, the total (26,662) represents 604 
per 100,000 of the population. 

The lunatic inmates resident in the various institutions 
throughout Ireland on 31st December, 1903, were supported 
from the following sources : — Of the 18,094 patients resident 
in District Asylums, 616 contributed wholly or partly to their 
support ; 153 criminal lunatics were maintained out of Imperial 
funds ; and the remainder were maintained partly out of the 
Government G-rant and partly out of the Local Rates. The 
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773 patients in Private Licensed Houses and Institutions for 
the insane were supported entirely out of private funds ; 153 
inmates of Dundrum Asylum were maintained at Government 
expense ; whilst the 3,660 insane residents in Workhouses were 
supported entirely by the Poor Kate. 


DISTRICT ASYLUMS. District 

Legislative Changes. Asylums. 

No measures affecting the lunacy administration of Ireland Legislative 
were introduced during the year 1903. Regulations for the chan s ea - 
government and management of the Asylum were submitted and 
approved by Your Excellency, under the provisions of the 9th 
Section (Sub-Section 6) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 

1898, in only one case, viz., Belfast. 

Statistics, &c. 

There are 24 District Asylums in addition to the Auxiliary g ta tics, &c 
Asylum at Youghai hereafter referred to, but Portrane is a second 
Asylum for the same District as the Richmond, and it is, there- 
fore included under the statistics for the latter. A list of the 
District Asylums, giving the name of the Resident Medical 
Superintendent in each case, will be found in Appendix G. 

A full report on the condition and management of 
each institution, and the treatment of the patients 
therein, will he found in Appendix E. 

On the 31st December, 1903, there were in these institutions 
18,094 patients (9,791 males and 8,303 females). The numbers 
remaining on the 31st December, 1902, were : — Males, 9,508 ; 
females, 8,072 ; total, 17,580 ; showing a total increase of 514 
during the year 1903. 

Table No. I. (Appendix A.) shows the population of each 
District Asylum on the 31st December, 1903, and the number 
remaining on 31st December of each 3 T ear since 1880. 

Table II. (Appendix A.) Rhows the population of each Asylum 
on the 31st December last, as compared with the 31st December, 

1902, and also the average number resident during the year 

1903. 

The average number resident in all these institutions during 
1903 amounted to 17,839 (9,633 men, and 8,206 women). 

Table III. (Appendix A.) shows for each of the Asylums the 
admissions, discharges, deaths, and escapes, and the number 
remaining at the end of the year. 

Admissions. 

The admissions amounted to 3,950 (2,140 men and 1,810 Admissions, 
women). Of these 3,125 (1,682 men and 1,443 women) were 
admitted for the first time ; while 825 (458 men and 367 women) 
had previously been under care.

Jn last year’s Report we pointed out that the admissions in 
1902 were far in excess of any previous year, but it is satisfactory 
to note that the number for 1903 shows no further appreciable 
increase. 

The first admissions in 1903 were 48 less than in 1902, while 
the re-admissions in 1903 showed an increase of 51 on the number 
for the previous year. 

In twelve of the District Asylums there was a decrease in the 
number of admissions as compared with those for 1902 ; in two 
cases the numbers were the same in both years, and in ten 
Asylums the numbers increased. 

Table X. (Appendix A.) shows the authority for admission to 
District Asylums during the year. Of the total (3,950), 1,181 
were admitted under the forms prescribed by the Statutory 
Rules; 21 were transferred from Dundrum to the Asylums of 
their districts, and 63 were transferred from Prisons by Your 
Excellency’s Order ; while 2,660 were admitted under the pro- 
visions of the Act 30 and 31 Vic., c. 118, s. 10 ; the Army Act, 
1881, sec. 91 ; and the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, sec. 3, as 
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dangerous lunatics. Twenty-five were admitted from Scotland District 
under warrants, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the Poor Law As ^ IM8 - 
(Scotland) Act, 1898. 

Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged during the year was Discharge*. 
2,045, viz., 1,153 males and 892 females. Of these 1,448 (807 
males and 641 females) were discharged recovered ; which shows 
an increase of 86 on the number for the previous year. The 
percentage of recoveries on the admissions was 367, being 22 
per cent, higher than that for the previous year. 

The numbers removed by friends or sent to workhouses 
amounted to 697 (346 males and 251 females), an increase of 41 
on the numbers for the previous year. 


Deaths. 

The number of deaths during the year was 1,389, of whom Deaths. 
702 were males and 687 females. This shows an increase of 14 
on the numbers for the previous year in the case of the males, 
and of 49 in the case of the females, the total increase being 63. 

The death-rate per cent, of the daily average number resident was 
7'8, viz., 7*3 amongst the males, and 8'4 amongst the females — 
that for the preceding year being 7'7. Five of the deaths were 
by suicide ; three resulted from misadventure ; and, in one case, 
a female patient was killed by a fellow-patient. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
in each District Asylum during the years from 1893 to 1903 
will be found in Table IX. (Appendix A). From this Table it 
will be seen that the highest death-rate during 1903 was 13\3per 
cent, in Londonderry, and the lowest, 5 ’5 per cent., in Kilkenny 
Asylum. The highest rate was T7 per cent, more than the cor- 
responding rate in the previous year, which was 11 '6 in the 
Omagh Asylum, while the lowest rate was 2*2 greater than that 
for the previous year, viz., 33 in Waterford. 

In 288 cases the cause of dea/th was verified by post-mortem Autopsies, 
examination, as against 311 for the previous year. We regret 
that the number of these examinations continues to decrease. 

In two Asylums, viz.: — Clonmel and Monaghan, no post-mortem 
examinations were made during the year ; in each of the cases of 
Castlebar and Sligo only one was made ; in Kilkenny, two ; and 
in Armagh, three. 

Table XVI. (Appendix A) shows the causes of death in the Causes of 
District Asylums, with the average ages at death, and the deaths * 
number of cases in which the cause of death was verified by 
post-mortem examination. 
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The following Table shows the number of deaths from con- 
sumption, general paralysis of the insane, dysentery or colitis, 
and diarrhoea, and also the total number of deaths in each 
District Asylum during the year 1903.

Table VII. (Appendix A) shows the percentage of the re- 
coveries on the admissions, and of the deaths on the daily aver- 
age number resident in each of the District Asylums during 
1903, while Table VIII. gives similar percentages, and also 
the percentage of recoveries on the daily average number in all 
the Asylums from 1893 to 1903. 

From these Tables .it will be seen that the percentage of 
recoveries on admissions during 1903 was 867, viz , 377 amongst 
the males, and 35 A amongst the females ; while the percentage of 
the recoveries on the daily average number resident during the 
year was 81, viz. : — 8*4 amongst the males, and 7'8 amongst the 
females. 

Table Y. (Appendix A) shows the duration of disease on 
reception in the admissions, discharges, and deaths during 1903 ; 
Table YI. the length of residence in Asylums of the patients who 
recovered, and of those who died during the year ; Table XI. 
gives the ages of patients in quinquennial periods; Table XII. 
their educational condition ; and Table XIII. their social con- 
dition as to marriage. 

Table XI Y. gives the probable causes of insanity amongst those 
admitted in 1903, and Table XY. the forms of mental disease in 
the admissions, recoveries, and deaths during the year. 
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Suicides and Deaths from Misadventure in District 
Asylums. 

The number of deaths under this heading during the year 
was 9, viz. : — five from suicide, three from misadventure, and 
one from homicide. 

The injuries which caused death in two of the cases of suicide, 
however, were inflicted prior to admission to the Asylums, so 
that the total number of fatal casualties which occurred in these 
Institutions during the year was seven, as compared with nine in 
the previous year, when there were four from suicide, four from 
misadventure, and one from homicide. 

The particulars of each of the seven cases are as follow : — 

Suicides. 

At Ballinasloe Asylum, on the morning of the 5th March, a 
male patient (J. M.), aged 42 years, was discovered in his room 
with three wounds, two on his neck and one on his arm, which 
he had inflicted with a piece of glass, supposed to have been 
obtained by him amongst, the fragments of one of the skylights 
broken during the great storm a short time previously. Medical 
assistance was at once obtained, but the patient died the same 
evening from shock and collapse due to the wounds. 

We held an inquiry into the matter, and found that, as the 
patient was not considered suicidal or as requiring constant 
supervision, no blame could be attached to any of the staff. We, 
however, made some suggestions for the better classification and 
supervision of the patients generally. 

At the same Asylum, on the 14th December, a male patient 
(P. H.), aged 52 years, was found hanging by a rope made from 
the shreds of an old quilt which he had attached to a pillar sup- 
porting a cistern in a water closet. Medical assistance was at 
once summoned, and after a prolonged period of artificial respi- 
ration and treatment by hypodermic injections, natural breathing 
was re-established. The patient, however, who never thoroughly 
recovered consciousness, died five days afterwards. 

We held an inquiry into the matter, and found that the 
attendants in whose charge he was, were guilty of gross care- 
lessness, as they had been specially warned that the patient was 
extremely suicidal, and required to be kept under constant super- 
vision. 

We also urged the necessity for taking special precautions for 
the protection of suicidal patients, by the removal of all dangerous 
articles ; the protection of projecting beams, pipes, &c., and the 
selection of an intelligent, well trained, and adequate staff, for 
whose guidance in dealing with suicidal patients, full directions 
should be laid down. 

At Sligo Asylum, on the morning of the 27th August, a male 
patient (E. D.), aged 48 years, committed suicide by strangling 
himself in his room with a piece of blanket. 
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We held an inquiry into the case, and in our report thereon, we District 
pointed out that such cases should not be allowed to sleep in AsTLP>1B ' 
single rooms, but should be placed in an observation dormitory 
under continuous supervision. We also called attention to the 
serious overcrowding of the institution, whichrenders itimpossible 
for the staff to make proper arrangements for the treatment of 
such cases. 

Deaths from M isadyentube. 

At Cork Asylum, on the 1st July, a female patient (H. R), dkaths from 
aged 60 years, who was in the habit of working in the Misadtkx- 

laundry, went into one of the drying closets in which clothing Tun “' 

was being dried at the time in a high temperature. She was Cork, 
missed soon after, and, on search being made, her dead body was 
found in the closet — which was locked — death having been 
caused by suffocation, accelerated by a weak heart. We held an 
inquiry into the matter, as the result of which we came to the 
conclusion that one of the laundresses, in whose charge the 
patient was, had been guilty of carelessness, in not searching the 
closet thoroughly before locking it. 

At Mullingar Asylum, on the 3rd March, a female patient 
(A. C.), aged 68 years, was accidentally choked by a piece 
of meat when at dinner. A coroner’s inquest was held, and the 
jury returned a verdict in accordance with the facts : adding a 
rider, that in their opinion, on account of the overcrowding in 
the asylum, patients of this class could not be isolated as they 
should be. This rider had reference to the fact that the patient, 
who was on a milk and vegetable diet, had a habit of snatching 
the food of other patients, and it was while dining in a crowded 
room that she thus obtained the piece of meat on which she 
choked. 

At the Richmond Asylum, on the 9th April, a male patient Richmond. 

\W. R.), aged 24 years, died from asphyxia, caused by the 
regurgitation of vomited food into his trachea during an epileptic 
seizure. 

Death from Homicide. 

At the Castlebar Asylum, on the 28th December, a powerful Drath prom 
female patient (B. T.), who was known to be homicidal, went HoMI ™ B - 
into the room where (M. W.), a female patient, aged 18 years, Castlebar, 
and suffering from congenital imbecility and epilepsy, was lying 
in bed in an extremely feeble condition. B. T. lifted a heavy 
brush, used for polishing the floors, which was near the door of 
the room, and struck M. W. on the head with it. The latter died 
in the course of the day, as the result of the injuries she received. 

A coroner s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
that M. W’s. death was caused by a blow', inflicted by another 
patient : adding a rider, that there were not enough attendants 
in the division w lere the patient was located. We also held an 
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inquiry into the matter, and in our report thereon we expressed 
our entire concurrence in the finding of the jury, and pointed out 
that in our last report on the inspection of the asylum we had 
predicted that, unless a sufficient staff was appointed, some serious 
accident, such as this, would take place. We, therefore, again 
impressed on the Committee the necessity for taking steps to 
strengthen the staff. W r e also pointed out that one of the first 
matters which should engage the attention of the Medical Super- 
intendent, when the additions to the asylum, now in course of 
erection, have been completed, is the re-arrangement of the wards, 
with the view to the better classification of the patients. 

B. T., the patient who inflicted the fatal injuries, was duly 
brought up for trial, and, being found insane on arraignment, 
was ordered to be detained during Your Excellency’s pleasure. 
She was, therefore, removed to the D undrum Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum. 

Insanitary Conditions and Outbreaks of Zymotic 
Disease. 

The following are the particulars of the insanitary conditions 
and outbreaks of zymotic disease which were reported in the 
different Asylums during the year :■ — 

In Antrim Asylum two cases of dysentery occurred in March, 
a female patient and a nurse having been attacked. The former 
succumbed to the disease. 

In Armagh Asylum one male and two females were attacked 
by erysipelas, with a fatal result in the case of the male. 

The sanitary condition of Ballinasloe Asylum continues to 
be far from satisfactory. During the year there were eighteen 
cases of dysentery on the male, and two on the female side. 
Three males and three females suffered from erysipelas, with a 
fatal result in the case of one of the females. Eight male 
patients — one of whom died — and three members of the staff 
were attacked by enteric fever. Five males and seven females 
and three nurses were attacked by febricula. A male and a 
female suffered from diarrhoea, which proved fatal in the case of 
the female ; and there were two cases of influenza recorded 
amongst the staff. 

In Belfast Asylum a case of erysipelas and six cases of in- 
fluenza, all on the male side, were recorded. None of the cases, 
however, ended fatally. 

In our last Report it was recorded that there were no cases of 
zymotic disease in Castlebar Asylum during 1902 . In 1903, 
however, there was an outbreak of enteric fever, which attacked 
fourteen female patients (with a fatal result in one case) and a 
member of the female staff in August. Another member of the 
female staff was attacked in October, and the case ended fatally. 
In our report on the inspection of the Asylum, we pointed out 
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to the Committee that the probable causes of this outbreak were — Distbiot 
(1) the overcrowded condition of the wards ; (2) the defective Abyl * M6 ~ 
sanitary appliances ; and (3) the insanitary system of drainage 
into the adjoining marsh. 

In addition to the outbreak of enteric, there were three cases 
of erysipelas on the male side, none of which, however, ended 
fatally. 

In Clonmel Asylum the outbreak of enteric fever, which was Clonmel, 
referred to in our last report, continued into the year 1903. 

Twenty cases in all were recorded during the year, viz., 17 on 
the male, and 2 on female side, and 1 amongst the female staff. 

One of the males and the member of the staff succumbed. 

Three males and 2 females were attacked with dysentery, 
but all recovered. Twenty-one males, 30 females, and 7 members 
of the staff suffered from influenza, which proved fatal in the cases 
of 2 of the female patients. 

Cases of zymotic disease occurred throughout the year in the Cork. 

Cork Asylum. Nineteen males and 1 female were attacked by 
dysentery, which proved fatal in the case of the female, and in 
2 of the male cases. Seven cases of erysipelas occurred — 3 on the 
male, and 4 on the female side, but none of them ended 
fatally, 

Seven males and 3 females suffered from enteric fever, which 
proved fatal in 1 of the male cases, and there was also a fatal 
case of this disease amongst the staff. Three males, 6 females, 
and 7 of the female staff were attacked by scarlet fever, 
which proved fatal in the cases of 1 male and 2 female patients. 

There was also a case of German measles on the female side during 
the year. 

Dysentery still continues to be prevalent in the Downpatrick Downpatrick. 
Asylum, notwithstanding the efforts which have been made to 
check it by the provision of an isolation hospital, and other 
measures. During the year 26 males and 13 females, and a 
member of the male staff were attacked, with a fatal result in the 
cases of 7 of the males and 4 of the females. Three males and 
five females suffered from erysipelas, a female from enteric 
fever, and two females from influenza, but all of these cases 
recovered. 

During the year an outbreak of enteric fever occurred at Ennis Enni*. 
Asylum, attacking 10 males and 12 females, with a fatal result in 
the cases of 3 of the males and 1 of the females. Two members 
of the staff were also attacked, as well as the wife of the Assistant 
Medical Officer, who succumbed to the disease. In connec- 
tion with this outbreak we paid a special visit to the Asylum, 
accompanied by our Engineering Adviser, and we subsequently 
prepared a Memorandum (which will be found in Appendix E.), 
with regard to the drainage and water supply, both of which 
were open to grave suspicion, as being responsible for the out- 
break. 

In addition to the cases of enteric there were 4 of erysipelas, 
all on the female side ; 1 of these cases ended fatally. There 
were also .11 cases of influenza amongst the patients, and 8 
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amongst the staff ; and a nurse was attacked by scarlatina. 
None of the latter cases, however, ended fatally. 

In Enniscorthy Asylum erysipelas broke out in May and 
J une, attacking 7 males and 1 female, and proving fatal in 1 of 
the male cases. There were also 4 cases of influenza amongst the 
patients, and 11 amongst the staff, but all recovered. 

In Kilkenny Asylum fifteen male and 10 female patients, and 
11 members of the staff were attacked by influenza, but all 
recovered. 

In Killarney Asylum there was a fatal attack of dysentery 
in the case of a soldier, who had suffered from a previous attack 
of the disease while in South Africa during the late war. There 
were also 4 fatal cases of influenza, 2 of which, however, were 
accompanied by pneumonia, and bronchitis, respectively. 

The death-rate in this Asylum during the year was very high, 
amounting to 11 2 per cent, of the average number resident. 

In Letterkenny Asylum 4 male patients were attacked with 
enteric fever, which proved fatal in one of the cases. 

Four males, 7 females, and a member of the staff suffered from 
erysipelas, but all recovered. 

A very serious outbreak of influenza occurred at the end of 
1902 and beginning of 1903, attacking both patients and staff, 
and thus causing very serious inconvenience in the administration 
of the Institution. 

During 1 903, 68 patients and 37 members of the staff were 
attacked, with a fatal result in the cases of 6 male, and 3 female 
patients. 

The only form of zymotic disease which occurred in Limerick 
Asylum was enteric fever, which attacked a male and a female 
patient, both of whom recovered. 

As already stated, the death-rate in the Londonderry Asylum 
was the highest recorded in the District Asylums — amounting 
to 1 33 per cent, of the average number resident during the year. 
The rate on the male side was 9 - 7 per cent., and on the female 
side, 17 '3 per cent. 

Referring to this matter in our report on the inspection of the 
Asylum which will be found in Appendix E., we pointed out that, 
notwithstanding the great zeal and careful supervision exercised 
over every detail by the Medical Officers, as a proof that natural 
laws cannot be defied for any long period, the serious over- 
crowding of the old asylum has undoubtedly acted unfavourably 
on the health of the inmates and, as might be expected, this is 
more marked on the female side, where the overcrowding is 
greater. 

The only form of zymotic disease which occurred was facial 
erysipelas, which attacked 1 male and 2 females early in the year, 
but none of the cases proved serious. 

In Maryborough Asylum a male and a female patient suffered 
from erysipelas, and 5 males and 7 females from influenza, but 
all recovered. 
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In Monaghan Asylum 8 males and 20 females were attacked District 
by influenza, and 3 males and 5 females by erysipelas. One cf the AsYLUM8, 
males succumbed to the latter disease. Monaghan. 

The sanitary condition of the Mullingar Asylum, cannot be Mullingar, 
considered satisfactory, as, early in the year, an outbreak of septic 
pneumonia occurred, attacking 16 patients, and a member of the 
staff, with a fatal result in the cases of 3 of the patients. 

Enteric fever also appeared, attacking 18 patients and 3 
members of the staff, and proving fatal in the cases of 4 of 
the patients. No less than 176 patients (102 males and 74 
females) and 8 attendants suffered from diarrhoea, but all 
recovered. There was also a fatal case of septicajmia ; a fatal 
case of colitis , and a case of erysipelas recorded during the 
year. 

In Omagh Asylum, 2 female patients were attacked by erysi- Omagh, 
pelas, and a member of the male staff by enteric fever, but all 
recovered. 

The death rate in the Richmond and Portrane Asylums, Richmond and 
which increased to 10 per cent, of the average number resident in Portrane. 
1902, has again fallen to 7*9 per cent, the same as recorded in 
1901. 

During 1903, dysentery attacked 9 male and 14 female patients, 
and proved fatal in 5 of the former, and 4 of the latter cases. 

Thirty- two males, and 11 females suffered from diarrhoea, and 
one of the latter succumbed. One male and 8 female patients 
and a member of the staff were attacked by enteric fever, with a 
fatal result in the case of the male patient. Erysipelas attacked 
two male patients, a female patient, and a member of the staff, 
but all recovered. 

The number of freshly occurring cases of phthisis was returned 
as 73, which shows a considerable reduction on the number for 
the previous year (100); and the number of deaths from this 
disease, in 1903, which is returned as 57, also shows a very 
substantial reduction on the corresponding number for the 
previous year, viz. : — 81. 

Nine cases of pneumonia occurred amongst the male patients, 
and 10 amongst the females, with a fatal result in the case of one 
of the males and two of the females. 

In our last Report we referred to the serious defects which had Sligo, 
been discovered in the drainage system of the Sligo Asylum. 

Steps have since been taken to remedy these defects, and it is 
hoped that the outbreaks of enteric fever, referred to in previous 
reports, will cease. The number of cases of this disease recorded 
in 1 903, was 17, viz. : — 5 amongst the male patients, 10 amongst 
the females, and 2 amongst the female staff. A male and a female 
patient succumbed. 

This was the only form of zymotic disease which occurred 
during the year. The death-rate per cent, of the average number 
resident in the asylum during 1903 was 11 '7. 

c 2 
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In the Waterford Asylum, two female patients were attacked 
by enteric fever ; and 7 male patients, 25 females, and 10 mem- 
bers of the staff, by influenza. None of the cases, however, ended 
fatally. 

No cases of zymotic disease occurred in Carlow Asylum. 

Cost of Maintenance. 

The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the patients 
in District Asylums during the financial year ending 31st March, 
1901, is shown in Table XVIII. (Appendix A). 

From this Table it- will be seen that for the maintenance of 
an average number of 17,930 lunatics, including the repayments 
in respect of loans for building works, purchase of land, and other 
capital charges, a sum of £547,088 Os. Id was expended during 
the year. 

Excluding the loan repayments above referred to, which 
amounted to £99,920 15s. 7 d., the gross amount expended on the 
actual maintenance of the patients was £417,167 4s. 6 d. 

The receipts during the year were as follow: — £342,660 4«. 
was paid out of Local Hates ; the Imperial Government paid 
£176,034 3s. Id. out of the Local Taxation Account, by way of 
Capitation Grant, in pursuance of the 58th section (sub-section 
(2), (c.) ) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898 ; and a 
further Imperial contribution amounting to £3,448 14s. lid was 
made in respect of the full cost of maintenance of Criminal 
Lunatics, in pursuance of section 3 of the Act 1 Ed. VII., cap. 17. 
This is the first year in which these receipts occur, as the section 
came into operation on the 1st April, 1902, and, therefore, the 
receipts during the year 1 903-4 were in respect of the maintenance 
of criminal lunatics during 1902-3. In only one case, that of 
the Richmond and Portrane Asylums, were any sums (amounting 
to £67 14s. 7 d in all) received from private sources in relief of the 
vote for the maintenance of such lunatics. Miscellaneous 
receipts, such as sales of farm and garden produce, sales of offal 
and old stores, fines on attendants, interest allowed by Bank, &c., 
produced £9,057 18s. lid, while sums amounting to £10,727 Is. 
8d were contributed by the relatives of patients, or out of their 
private property. 

All the foregoing figures refer to the District Asylums, and do 
not take into account the Auxiliary Asylum at Youghal, which 
was only opened on 23rd February, 1904. The receipts and 
expenditure on behalf of it up to the 31st March, are shown at 
foot of Table XVIII. (Appendix A), and, when these are taken 
into consideration, the total expenditure, including the repay- 
ments of loans for building works, etc., amounts to £550,274 
19s. 4d, and the net expenditure on maintenance, excluding the 
loan repayments referred to, amounts to £450.354 3s. 9d 

Similarly the addition of the sum levied off the District for 
the Auxiliary Asylum (£7,999 1 9s. lOd) raises the total amount 
paid out of Local rates to £350,660 3s. lOd ; and the addition of 
the Miscellaneous Receipts in the case of the Auxiliary (£85 2s. 
lid) raises the total of these receipts to £9,143 Is. lOd 
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We are glad to be again able to record an increase in the 
amount contributed by the relatives of patients or out of their 
own private property, the total sum received during 1903-4 
being £1,497 19s. 9 d. in excess of the amount received in the 
previous year. 

The Imperial contributions for each of the years from 1875 to 
1903-4, during which the Government Grant hasbeen in operation, 
are shown in the following Table, together with the amounts paid 
out of local rates : —

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As stated in previous reports the Asylum accounts before the 
Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, came into operation, did 
not include loan repayments and, therefore, prior to the year 
1900-1, the amount shown in the fourth column of above Table 
only represents the amount paid out of local rates towards the 
actual maintenance of the patients, excluding the cost of land 
buildings, etc. The amounts paid out of local rates do not, however 
afford an exact indication of the actual expenditure from year to 
year, as the sum required to be levied in any one year is affected 
by the balance in hand or deficit, as the case may be, at the 
beginning thereof. 

Table XIX. (Appendix A) shows the average cost per patient 
under the different heads of expenditure, in each of the Asylums. 
From this Table it will be seen that the averages per patient for

The increase in the gross cost (1 (a.)) amounted to £1 9a. 3d., 
and in the net cost (2 (c.)) to 10s. 2 d. per patient. 

The highest gross average cost per patient, including loan repay- 
ments, was in the case of the Richmond and Portrane Asylums, 
where it amounted to £42 6s. 2d. and the highest net average, 
excluding loan repayments and deducting receipts from paying 
patients, and other miscellaneous receipts, was in the case of 
Omagh Asylum, where the amount was £27 3s. 4d. 
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The lowest average gross cost, including loan repayments, was 
in the case of Castlebar Asylum, in which the amount was 
£23 Is. 10<A ; and the lowest net average, excluding loan repay- 
ments, and deducting receipts from paying patients, and other 
miscellaneous receipts was also in the case of Castlebar Asylum, 
the amount being £19 6s. '3d.

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Table XXI. (Appendix A) shows the total cost of District 
Asylums on the local rates ; and also the estimated poundage of 
the total sum paid during the year, on the rateable property of 
each district. As will be seen by this table, the estimated pound- 
age on the rateable property of all Ireland during the year 
1903-4 was 5 jd., being -\d. less than the rate for the previous 
year. 


Asylum Farms. 

Table XVII. (Appendix A) shows the quantity of land in 
connection with each Asylum, and how it was utilised in the 
year 1903. 

An addition was made to the farm at Carlow Asylum, by 
renting 18 acres 29 perches for a term of years, but the area of 
the Furdysburn Estate (Belfast), was reduced by about 65 acres, 
in consequence of the Belfast Corporation having taken a plot as 
a site for an infectious diseases hospital. The net result of those 
changes is to reduce the total area of land attached to all the 
Asylums by 46 acres 3 roods 11 perches 

The actual receipts and expenditure in connection with the 
farms during the year 1903-4, which are given in Table XX. 
(Appendix A), continue to show a substantial profit. 

Accommodation. 

The increasing numbers in Irish Asylums impose not only a 
heavy burden on the ratepayers, but also place a grave responsi- 
bility on the Committees of the County Councils, on whom rests 
the duty of providing the necessary accommodation for the 
lunatic poor. 

In the greater number of the asylum districts, the Committees 
have shown a due sense of the responsibility imposed on them by 
the Legislature, and have taken steps to provide buildings neces- 
sary for the insane under their care. 

In our last Keport, however, we were obliged to bring under 
Your Excellency’s notice two asylums where the Committees had 
ignored our repeated reports on the inadequacy of their asylum ac- 
commodation to meet the wants of the districts. 

We have now to report that in one case — that of Monaghan — 
which comprises the two counties of Monaghan and Cavan, the 
movement set on foot to divide the two counties has been aban- 
doned, and the Committee have decided to cany out the necessary 
additions to the District Asylum. 

With regard to Sligo, nothing has been done, as the Councils of 
the two counties involved refuse to sanction the necessary outlay 
for the enlargement of the asylum, and we await the action of these 
bodies at their next meetings before bringing the matter again 
under Your Excellency’s consideration. 

The following are the details of the various works carried out, 
in progress, or urgently required at the District Asylums, as 
shown by our Annual Reports on the respective establishments, 
on the occasion of our statutory visits, 
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Antrim Asylum. — At this asylum the Scheme for a new water District 
supply, carried out under the advice of Mr. James Barton, C.E., is AsYLUM9 ' 
approaching completion. Some minor details, however, still re- Antrim, 
quire attention. 

Armagh Asylum. — The Committee have had under considera- Armagh, 
tion the. provision of additional accommodation by the removal 
of the dividing walls of single rooms, and by throwing space thus 
obtained into dormitories. Useful rooms have already been thus 
obtained in the wards of the old asylum. 

A weaving-shed is about to be erected on the male side, and 
two machines have been obtained, by which it is hoped that ad- 
ditional employment will be found for some of the more sensible 
male patients, and that remunerative work will be done for the 
establishment. 

Ballinasloe Asylum. — This asylum is now overcrowded by Baiiinaaioe. 
194 patients, and no steps have yet been taken to make provision 
for the superfluous population. The accommodation for the staff 
is also inferior to that now found in modern institutions. In so 
poor a district, w here such large expenditure has already been 
incurred in the erection of the hospital building, it is only reason- 
able that the Committee should hesitate before undertaking any 
fresh outlay. But, in this instance, the additional accommodation 
can partly be obtained in the existing buildings by reconstruction, 
and by the. removal of useless partition walls. The plans for 
these alterations are already prepared, and to carry them out 
need not be a very costly work. 

Belfast Asylum. — During the past year the erection at Belfast. 
Purdysburn of two additional villas has been decided upon. 

When these are completed, four villas will have been provided in 
addition to the buildings originally on the estate, affording accom- 
modation at Purdysburn for about 400 patients in all. 

A sketch plan has also been prepared for the proposed complete 
asylum on this estate. 

Carlow Asylum. — At this asylum structural alterations, Con- Carlow, 
sisting of the removal of the walls of single rooms and the 
conversion of the space thus obtained into dormitories, are in 
progress. When these works are completed, it is presumed that 
the accommodation provided will be sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of the Counties of Carlow and Kildare for some time 
to come, as, so far as can be judged from the statistics of the past, 
there is no reason to expect any rapid increase of the numbers 
under care in the asylum. 

Steps have also been taken to improve the water supply, with 
the view of obtaining sufficient pressure in the event of an out- 
break ol fire. The work of fitting up and heating the Chapel is 
in progress. 

Castlebar Asylum. — The extensive building works sanctioned Caatiebar. 
by the Committee and Your Excellency, with the object of in- 
creasing the accommodation at this asylum, are making rapid 
progress.

The detached house for the Resident Medical Superintendent 
is now almost completed. The blocks for male patients are partly 
slated ; on the female side the foundations are laid ; and the 
workshops are now completed and ready for use. The most 
difficult part of the work, however, viz., the building of the 
diningrooms, and the reconstruction of the kitchen and stores, 
still remains to be carried out, and will take some time to com- 
plete, owing to the delays which must occur in providing for the 
necessary working of these departments whilst building is going 
on. 

Clonmel Asylum. — This asylum has been for some time past 
greatly overcrowded, and the Committee have had under con- 
sideration the best means of meeting the urgent wants of the 
institution. After much consideration, it was decided to acquire 
additional land and to erect detached blocks on it for the male 
patients, as the existing male house is an obsolete building, 
ill-suited for the care of the acute insane. An additional block 
will also be built for women in close proximity to the existing 
buildings. The additional land has already been purchased, and the 
plans of the buildings are practically complete. Plans for a new 
coal store have been approved, and the work is in progress. 
During the year, arrangements have been made with the Urban 
Authorities for a water supply sufficient to meet the wants of the 
asylum, and with a sufficient pressure to command all parts of the 
asylum buildings in case of fire. 

Cork Asylum. — A t this asylum the want of a suitable hospital 
in which to treat cases of acute mental disease and bodily illness 
has been long felt. In this institution, which is in proximity to 
a large town, there must alwa3 T s be a number of cases of acute 
insanity under treatment. A hospital would tend to shorten 
the length of time such cases have to be kept under care, and so 
would prove indirectly economical to the ratepayers, as well as 
beneficial to the insane poor of the district. 

The Auxiliary Asylum at Youghal, set apart for the accommo- 
dation of the chronic and harmless insane has now been opened, 
and is already almost filled with patients. This additional 
provision for the wants of the insane poor of the county has given 
but slight relief to the overcrowding which exists in the parent 
institution, as the insane inmates of the various workhouses in 
the county (numbering 535 according to the returns furnished on 
the 31st December last) are more than sufficient to fill the accom- 
modation provided at Youghal, viz., 410 beds. 

This accommodation consists of well- ventilated and well-lighted 
day rooms, and dormitories which are heated by a hot air system. 
The various executive departments — such as kitchen, laundry, 
and stores, are well designed. The reconstruction of this building 
— which was originally erected as an Industrial School — into ac- 
commodation for the insane, reflects credit on the Architects, 
Messrs. Cutler and Kirkby, and on the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent of the parent asylum, who spent much time and took 
much trouble in designing the various details. 
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Downpatrick Asylum. — The contract for the additional build- 
ings at this asylum is now almost completed, and comprises the 
erection of two blocks for about 180 patients; the enlargement of 
the diningroom; and the building of a farmstead. The new blocks 
for patients provide excellent accommodation, and have been 
built at a cost of about £14,200, which amounts to £78 per bed. 

The re-fitting of the kitchen and the provision of modern 
cooking appliances have been already carried out. 

Ennis Asylum.— .The plans for the extension of this asylum 
have not yet been completed. So great has been the overcrowd- 
ing that it has been found necessary to erect temporary buildings 
for the patients in the airing yard. 

The plans for the new water supply from the lake have been 
approved, and the work is in progress. 

Flans have also been prepared and approved for . the erection of 
a hospital for the isolation of infectious diseases. 

Enniscorthy Asylum. — A scheme for the lighting of this 
asylum by electricity is at present in progress. The plans em- 
brace the production of electricity by water power, and its con- 
veyance for some distance from the river to the asylum. An old 
mill with some land and buildings adjoining have been purchased, 
whence the cables are to be carried on poles to the asylum. 

The current thus obtained will not only light the asylum, but 
will provide power for pumping and working the laundry 
machinery. 

Kilkenny Asylum. — During the past year no structural 
alterations or improvements have been carried out at this asjdum 
The water supply is reported to be insufficient for the protection 
of the asylum in case of fire, as the pressure is not sufficient to 
command the roof of the building, and there are no internal 
hydrants. 

An extension of the land attached to the asylum is needed, in 
order to afford additional occupation for the inmates. 

Killarney Asylum. — The structural additions to this asylum 
are now completed and occupied. 

Some improvements have been carried out in the laundry, but 
a better supply and more suitable furniture is said to be much 
required, and additional means of escape in case of fire should be 
provided. 

Fire hose and hydrants have already been obtained, but 
constant complaints have for years past been made as to the 
inadequacy of the water supply — the pressure, as a rule, being 
insufficient for dealing with an outbreak of fire. 

Letterkenny Asylum. — The detached block to accommodate 
200 males, and the addition of a story to one of the wings on the 
female side, so as to accommodate twenty-four additional patients, 
are now in progress, and, when completed, should afford sufficient 
accommodation for the insane of the district. 
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Plans have been prepared for the erection of a gallery in the 
Roman Catholic Chapel. 

Means of exit in case of fire have engaged the attention of the 
Committee. Outside iron escape staircases are being erected at 
the existing buildings, and special provision for exit in case of 
fire is being made in the new buildings. 

Limerick Asylum. — The contract for the re-modelling of the 
kitchen, laundry, and stores, and the relaying of the drainage, is 
still in progress. Owing to various causes, considerable delays 
have taken place in carrying out these works. It is to be hoped, 
however, that fair progress will be made during the present 
season, and that, before winter, some of the departments will be 
in working order. Great difficulties have been experienced in 
meeting the daily wants of the establishment, as the washing has 
had to be entirely carried out in a temporarily improvised 
structure. 

The front wards of this asylum still require to be artificially 
heated ; their sanitary fittings renewed ; and new flooring put 
in where necessary. 

Londonderry Asylum. — The building of the new block at 
Gransha is progressing rapidly. This block, when completed, 
will provide excellent accommodation for recent and acute cases, 
fitted, as it is, with all modern requirements and improvements. 

It is hoped that, as the Committee are now conversant with 
the lunacy requirements of the district, they will proceed — when 
this block is finished — with the additional buildings necessary for 
the completion of the new asylum. 

Maryborough Asylum. — No building works of any import- 
ance have been carried out during the past year. 

It is proposed to erect a storage tank for water, so as to have a 
constant pressure in case of fire. 

The road running through the asylum farm has been diverted, 
and a new road made outside the asylum grounds. 

Some difficulty has been experienced as regards the dis- 
posal of the sewage, and the matter is at present under 
consideration. 

Monaghan Asylum. — At the request of the Cavan County 
Council, an important Inquiry was held by us in May, 1903, into 
the proposed separation of County Cavan from County 
Monaghan for lunacy purposes. On the scheme afterwards 
coming before the Privy Council, the Cavan County Council with- 
drew their application, and, therefore, the proposal fell through. 

The Committee have since consented to erect the required 
accommodation on the grounds of the existing asylum, and we 
trust that no further difficulty will arise to delay a work so long 
postponed, and so necessary for the welfare of the insane poor of 
the district. 

A contract has been in progress throughout the year for the 
construction of bacteria beds, in order to purify the sewage before 
its discharge into the river. 
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The Committee have had under consideration the precautions Strict 
to be taken against an outbreak of fire, especially in the wooden As YLPM 8 ‘ 
blocks. In these blocks additional exits have been provided. 

Internal and external hydrants have been ordered, and an iron 
escape stairs is about to be erected at the Infirmary building. 

Mullingar Asylum. — There is now ample room for the Mullingar, 
accommodation of the male patients in this asylum, but the 
female wards are overcrowded. In order to provide additional 
room the wooden building, formerly occupied by men, has been 
given over to the women. 

The new farm block affords excellent accommodation for quiet, 
working patients, but the kitchen, provided with all the most 
modern cooking arrangements, does not appear to be used, and 
the occupants of the block, both patients and attendants, have 
to walk a considerable distance to the main buildings for their 
food. 

Omagh Asylum. — Plans are being prepared for the con- 0ma e h - 
version of the old Chapel into accommodation for patients and 
attendants. 

It has been suggested that the means of escape in case of fire 
should occupy the attention of the Committee, so as to have 
duplicate exits from all dormitories, 

Richmond Asylum. — The only alterations carried out at this Richmond. 
Asylum by extraneous labour have been the reconstruction of 
the old house formerly occupied by the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, with the object of converting the rooms into 
small wards suitable for the care of patients requiring special 
supervision. 

Much attention has been given to the provision of adequate 
safeguards in case of fire, and iron exit staircases have been pro- 
vided from some of the main buildings. 

Portrane Asylum. — T he work of completing and fitting up Por trau«, 
the wards, and levelling the grounds still continues to occupy the 
energies of the staff and patients. 

During the past year, a great deal has been done in laying out 
the pleasure grounds surrounding the buildings. The grounds 
have been drained and some of the roads have been relaid ; the 
electric lighting system has been extended, and the laundry dry- 
ing ground walled in and drained. It will, however, take a 
considerable time before the works required for the full equipment 
of this extensive asylum are quite completed. 

Sligo Asylum. — As already stated, no steps have yet been Sligo 
taken to lessen the overcrowding in this asylum, or to carry out 
the suggested extension of its accommodation. The male wards 
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continue to be overcrowded to excess. The female side would 
provide sufficient room for the number of patients were it not 
that — owing to the delay in the completion of the chapels — some 
of the wards have to be utilised for public worship. No serious 
steps have yet been taken to remedy the various defects in the 
existing buildings. The floors of the sanitary annexes and other 
parts of the buildings are still defective ; the windows of the 
single rooms are without shutters ; and the walls are in want of 
paint and whitewash ; and in many places they are unplastered. 

The only work which has beeu carried out has been the relay- 
ing of the drainage system from the central block — the defective 
condition of which caused such a serious outbreak of disease, as 
recorded in our report on the inspection of the asylum, which 
will be found in Appendix E. 

Waterford Asylum. — The building of the two detached blocks 
at this asylum is making rapid progress. When these blocks 
have been completed, it is hoped that there will be ample accom- 
modation in the asylum for the insane poor of the district. 

In addition, a contract has been taken for the erection of a 
detached house for the Medical Superintendent, whose existing 
quarters are to be given up for the accommodation of the Assistant 
Medical Officer, and some of the female staff. 

A house is also being provided for the Land Steward, and the 
heating system in the asylum is being altered. 


Staff. 

We regret to record the death, in December, of Dr. R. V. 
Fletcher, who was for many years Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent of the Ballinasloe District Asylum, and who previously 
held a similar position in the Waterford Asylum. His death 
excited universal sorrow throughout the district, as he was 
deservedly popular amongst all classes. The vacancy has been 
filled by the promotion of Dr. J. St. L. Kirwan, one of the 
Assistant Medical Officers. 

The vacancy in the Resident Medical Superintendentship of the 
Carlow District Asylum, which was referred to in our last Report, 
was filled by the promotion of Dr. J. J. FitzGerald, the Assistant 
Medical Officer. 


Auxiliary Asylum. 

The conA'ersion of an industrial school building at Youghal into 
an auxiliary asylum, under the provisions of the 76th Section of 
the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, has been completed, 
and the institution was opened for the reception of patients on 
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the 23rd February, 1904, since when patients have been trans- District 
ierred in batches from the workhouses of the county and from Abyl " ms - 
the parent asylum at Cork, so that the accommodation is now 
almost all occupied. 

The administration of the institution has been placed in the 
hands of a Community of Nuns, who are assisted by a staff of 
attendants and nurses acting under their directions. 

A Resident Chaplain has been appointed and also a Visiting 
Physician, but no Resident Medical Officer. 

Draft Rules defining the duties of the Visiting Physician 
have been submitted to Your Excellency, but these, together with 
questions as to framing General Regulations for the manage- 
ment of the institution, and as to the applicability to the auxiliary 
of the Statutory Regulations which are in force in the parent 
asylum, are still under consideration. 


THE STATE CRIMINAL LUNATIC ASYLUM, 
DUNDRUM. 

Owing to the transfer of a large number of patients to the 
asylums of their respective districts during the year 1903, the 
number of inmates of this asylum was 10 less at the end than at 
the beginning of the year. This decrease took place entirely 
amongst the males — the number of females remaining the same. 
The transfers to the District Asylums numbered 21 in all.

One patient effected his escape by unfastening the bars over Egca ^ 
a window in the tailor’s shop, where he was working, and, getting Cape * 
on the roof of the building, which is close to the boundary wall, 
he succeeded in scaling the latter, and was not recaptured for 
some months. 


No suicide or serious casualty occurred during the year, and No casualties, 
the general health of the inmates was good. Health. 

It is satisfactory to be again able to report that although there No re8 traint. 
are so many dangerous and troublesome patients under treatment, 
mechanical restraint was not resorted to during the year. 

The power of conditional discharge under the Act 1 Edw- Conditional 
VII., cap. 17, was availed of in several cases during the year, and diachar g e3 - 
up to the present, in only one case has it been found necessary 
to revoke the discharge. 
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In this case, the relative to whose care the patient was dis- 
charged, was found unable to give him the attention he required, 
and the patient was, therefore, taken back to D undrum Asylum, 
from which he was afterwards transferred to the asylum of his 
district.

The net average cost of maintenance during the financial 
year 1903-4 was £41 14s. 8 d, per patient sliowiug an increase 
of £3 3s. Qd. on the amount for the previous year. 

The Resident Physician and Governor reports that this increase 
is due almost entirely to a general rise in the salaries and emolu- 
ments of the Staff. 

Table II. (Appendix B) shows the various offences with 
which the patients under detention were charged ; Table III. 
shows the previous mental history of the patients; Table IV., 
the forms of their mental disease ; Table V., the manner in 
which the patients discharged during the year were disposed 
of ; Table VI., the ages of patients ; Table VII., their educational 
condition; Table VIII., their social condition as to marriage;

On the 1st January, 1904, the pauper lunatics in Irish work- 
houses (exclusive of those maintained under the 9th See. of the 
Act 38 and 39 Viet., cap. 67, who are included in the population 
of the District Asylums), numbered 3,660, viz. 1,479 males and 
2,181 females. 

On the 1st January, 1903, the numbers were Males, 1,458 ; 
females, 2,081 ; total, 3,539 — showing an increase of 121 (21 males 
and 100 females) in the twelve months. 

It is to be regretted that the number of the insane inmates of rner <* s «i 
these institutions, which gradually decreased from 1898 to 1902, nllmbera - 
now shows an increase. 

The number in each of the unions throughout Ireland is 
shown in Appendix D, which also includes 122 lunatics maintained 
by contract with Committees of District Asylums under the 
section above referred to.

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With the exception of the Youghal Auxiliary Asylum 
already referred to, no special provision under the 7 6th section of 
the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, has yet been made in 
any of the Asylum Districts for the accommodation of the insane 
at present located in workhouses. It may, however, be found 
possible, as the result of the labours of the Poor Law Commission 
at present inquiring into the matter, to set free some workhouses, 
which can be utilized for conversion into Auxiliary Asylums 
under the section mentioned.

The 35th section of the Act 5 and 6 Viet., cap. 123, requires private 
the Inspectors-General of Prisons, as Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums, 
Asylums, t j report annually to the Lord Lieutenant, and to 
the Lord Chancellor, on the state and condition of the Private 
Asylums. This duty was transferred to the Inspectors of 
Lunatics by the 23rd section of the Act 8 and 9 Viet., cap. 107. 

Your Lordship, as Lord Chancellor, has signified Your approval 
that our Report under that section dealing with the state and 
condition of the several houses licensed under the Private Asylums 
Act, and the care of the patients therein, shall be accepted as a 
fulfilment of the requirements just referred to. We have, there- 
fore, the honour of addressing this portion of our Report, together 
with Appendix C> and the part of Appendix E which relates to 
the Private Asylums and Institutions for the insane, to both 
Your Excellency and Your Lordship. 

In Ireland accommodation for the insane who are able to Classification 
contribute towards their maintenance is provided : — 

(1.) In licensed houses, of which there are now eleven. 
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(2.) In establishments, which may be denominated lunatic 
hospitals. These establishments are not kept for 
profit, and were originally endowed by private 
individuals. Of these there are four, viz. : — Bloom- 
field ; St. Patrick’s Hospital, including St. Edmunds- 
bury ; St. Vincent’s ; and the Stewart Institution. 

(3.) A certain number of private patients who are able to 
contribute only small sums towards their mainten- 
ance are received into District Asylums. 

The number of licensed houses and lunatic hospitals remains 
the same as at the date of our last Report. 

On 1st January, 1904, the number of patients resident in 
licensed houses and lunatic hospitals was 773, of whom 341 were 
males, and 432 females. These figures show an increase of 28, 
viz., 6 males and 22 females, on the number resident on 1st 
January, 1903.

Table No. 1 (Appendix C), shows the number resident on 31st 
December of each year from 1880 to 1903. From this table it 
will be seen that in 1880 the number was 622, while in 1903 it 
had increased to 773 — an increase of 151 in twenty-three years, 
or an average increase of over 6 per annum. 

The number of admissions during 1903 was exactly the same 
as the number for the previous year — the male admissions having 
decreased by 3, and the females having increased by the same 
number. The total for 1902 and 1903 was the highest of any of 
the series of years from 1880 to 1903.

We have again to record that an increase took place during the 
year in the first admissions, which numbered 6 more than those 
for the previous year, while the re-admissions decreased by the 
same number. 

Table No. II. (Appendix C) shows the number under treat- 
ment during the year 1903, and the number remaining at the 
end of the year, and also, in the case of the licensed houses, 
the number for which each was licensed ; Table No. III. shows 
the admissions, discharges, deaths and escapes during the year ; 

Table No. IY. the probable causes of insanity in the patients re- 
maining at the end of the year ; Table No. Y. the forms of mental 
disorder in the cases admitted, recovered, and died, and also in 
those remaining : Table No. VI. the ages of the patients ; Table 
No. VII. their social condition as to marriage; and Table 
No. VIII. their previous professions or occupations. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the year Recovery and 
was 39'2, as compared with 40 - 6 in the previous year, while the death rates - 
percentage of deaths on the approximate average number resident 
was 5 5, as compared with 5 '6 in 1902. 
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We regret to report that a suicide occurred in one of these 
institutions during the year, viz., in the House of St. John of God. 

The patient in this case suffered from recurrent melancholia, 
and in one of his attacks he was, through an error of judgment, 
allowed to leave the observation dormitory before the mental ex- 
citement had completely passed away, and was permitted to re- 
turn to his own bedroom, situated in a part of the house not under 
constant supervision. Early in the morning of the 6th July he 
got through the window of his room on to a balcony, and from 
there made his way to a building in the course of erection, from 
the scaffolding of which he hanged himself with some of his 
underclothing, fastened to a handkerchief. He was discovered by 
a workman who came to the building at 6.30 o’clock a.m., but life 
was then extinct. A coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury 
returned a verdict that the patient “ committed suicide by hang- 
ing himself while in a state of unsound mind.” 

We also held an inquiry on oath with regard to the matter, as 
the result of which we arrived at the conclusion that no blame 
could be attached to any person in connection therewith. 

No other fatal casualty occurred in these institutions during 
the year. 

In some instances, with our sanction, persons suffering from 
mental disturbance, but whose condition is not such as to enable 
a medical certificate of insanity to be legally given, voluntarily 
enter lunatic hospitals or licensed houses for treatment. 

The requirements for our sanction to admission in such cases 
are as follow : — 

(1.) that such boarders are perfectly able to understand that 
they enter of their own free will, and are at liberty 
to leave at any time they may wish ; 

(2.) that the person whom it is proposed to admit as a 
voluntary boarder makes a written application to us, 
in his or her own handwriting, for permission to 
enter the institution ; 

(3.) that a separate register of voluntary boarders is kept, 
showing the dates of admission and leaving. 

(4.) that the total number of certified patients and voluntary 
boarders does not at any time exceed the total number 
for which the house is licensed ; and 

(o.) that when a voluntary boarder enters or leaves the 
institution a notification thereof shall, within three 
days, be sent to us. 

On our visits to the asylums all voluntary boarders are seen, 
and we satisfy ourselves, as far as possible, that they understand 
the condition of their residence, viz. : — that it is entirely voluntary. 
The number of such cases varies greatly. In the majority of the 
licensed houses and institutions for the insane, there are no 
cases of the kind, whilst in one or two such boarders are fre- 
quently entering and leaving. On the 31st December, 1903, 
there were in all these institutions twelve males and seven 
females residing as voluntary boarders. 
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The following are some matters of interest or importance with asylums. 
reference to each hospital and licensed house : —

as a residence for Dr. Allen and his family. This will allow his 
present quarters to be occupied as sittingrooms and bedrooms for 
the patients. . , , 

An “ extincteur ” and fire buckets are kept m readiness to deal 
with fire on its outbreak, but additional means of escape from 
some of the rooms are suggested. 

Belmont Park. — Two attempts at suicide were made m this p®'™ ont 
asylum during the year, happily without fatal results. 

Some of the books were not produced at the time of our visit, 
and it was therefore pointed out to the Licencee that all statutory 
books and records must be, at all times, ready for inspection. 

Elm Lawn. — A well-ventilated dormitory has been obtained m ' m awn * 
this house by the removal of the dividing wall between two rooms. 

Farnham House and Maryville.— Various improvements Farnham 
have been carried out in these licensed houses. The passage 
between the two houses has been re-floored, and many parts of 
the buildings have been re-painted and decorated. 

Attention has been given to the means of dealing with an 
outbreak of fire by providing hand-pumps and “ extincteurs.” 

Hampstead and Highfield.— A great deal of painting and d 

decoration has been done at these houses, and they are reported 
to be in excellent order. 

■ An additional means of escape in case of fire has been provided 
at Hampstead by having a window at the end of the corridor 
made to open by a key. 

A similar arrangement is suggested at Highfiela. 

Hartfield and Verville. — As regards provision for dealing n ar tfleia and 
with an outbreak of fire in these establishments, the water Verville. 
pressure is said to be improved, but there are no internal 
hydrants ; the only appliances for dealing with a fire are hand 

buckets. . 

In order to facilitate escape by the fire-escape stairs at 
Verville, keys have been placed in boxes near the exit doors, so 

that they can be readily got at in an emergency. 

Lindville. — The numbers of patients in this establishment Lmdville. 
have increased, and, at our suggestion, the services of a resident 
Assistant Medical Officer have been obtained. 

The appliances for dealing with an outbreak of fire consist of 
hand engines and hydrants, and arrangements are being made 
to erect fire-escape stairs as an additional means of exit.

Lunatic Hospitals and Institutions for the Insane. 
Bloomfield. — The Committee of Management have given 
much attention to the means of protection against fire, and have 
taken steps, by an ample supply of hydrants and hose on each 
corridor, and by the provision of alternative exits, to avert as far 
as possible the dangers of such a calamity. 

An aviary has been erected, and a new pavilion has been put 
up in the. airing court. 1 

Attention is called to the great improvement which would 
result from the lowering of the windows in the basement. 

St. Patrice’s Hospital and St. Edmundsbury. — At Si 
Ht. Patrick’s Hospital, the efforts to modernise this old and historic 

Edmundsbury. building are continued, with great success. All the corridors are 
now handsomely painted, decorated, and furnished, and the win- 
dows lowered, so as to admit additional light and air. 

At St. Edmundsbury, the house is reported to be in excellent 
order. Many improvements have been carried out, and the 
grounds which surround it afford great variety and charm of 
scene.

St. Vincent’s. St. Vincent's.— The heating of this establishment by means of 
radiators and hot water pipes is now completed. . An extensive 
open pavilion, connecting the main building with the detached 
houses, has been erected. It affords protection to those passing 
from one building to the other, and suDplies a secluded shelter 
for exercise in wet weather. 

Stewart Stewart Institution.— Additional furniture has been supplied 

Institution. m this institution. The heating system lately introduced is 
reported to work well. 

The appliances for dealing with an outbreak of fire are said to 
have been carefully considered. An underground tank has been 
constructed, and hose and water tanks are provided on each 
corridor.

Memorandum op Inspection on the 1st December, 1903. 

The last report on this asylum wa* dated the 14th November, 1902. 
Since then seventeen men and three> women have been admitted ; 
twenty-nine men and two women have been discharged ; and three 
men have died — leaving at the present date 152 (132 men and 20 women) 
under detention.

The discharges were disposed of as follows : — Two men and one 
woman were conditionally discharged to the care of their friends ; 
two men were absolutely discharged ; three men and one woman 
were sent back to prison ; and twenty-two men were transferred to 
the asylums of their respective districts. Two of the latter were 
removed on expiration of sentence, under the provisions of section 
12 of the Act 38 and 39 Vic., cap. 67, and twenty were patients de- 
tained during the pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Three deaths are recorded. Two of them resulted from Typhoid 
Fever, but these were the only cases of that disease which occurred. 
The other death was due to Jaundice. 

There has been no other outbreak of zymotic disease, nor was any 
serious casualty reported — a result which does much credit to the staff, 
having regard to the dangerous characteristics of the patients in the 
institution. 

The general health is at present good ; only one patient is confined 
to bed in consequence of a minor ailment. 

Five patients were found in seclusion ; two of these are constantly 
kept apart from the others, and exercise in separate yards, owing to 
their dangerous propensities. 

During the period since last inspection sixty men and eleven women 
have been secluded ; the men on 1,983 occasions for a total duration 
of 17,095 hours ; the women on 175 occasions for 1,501 hours in all. 

Mechanical restraint has not been resorted to. 

One patient — a convict from Maryborough Prison — who was at 
work in the tailor’s shop, effected his escape by unfastening the guards 
over the window, thus getting on the roof of the building, and flow 
there over the boundary wall. He was not re- taken for a considerable 
time.

The clothing and general appearance of the inmates were satis- 
factory. Their behaviour was wonderfully quiet and orderly. 

Industrial employment, which is encouraged by a money payment 
in proportion to the value of the work done, occupies the time of a large 
percentage of both men and women. Exclusive of those only employed 
in the wards, 52 per cent, of the men and 65 per cent, of the women 
find something to do. Forty men work on the farm ; two in the tailor’s 
shop, and four in the shoemaker’s shop, whilst eight women wash in 

the laundry. “ . , . , , , . 

A great deal of papering and painting has been carried out during 
the past year, and the house looks much cleaner and brighter in con- 

Eleetric clocks are now provided in lieu of the old recording clocks 
and are found most reliable in testing the efficiency of the night staff. 

The following matters still require attention : 

(1.) The floors of the singlerooms in the rere of the asylum are 
worn out, and cannot be kept properly clean ; they require 
to be re-laid. 

(2.) The nurses’ diningroom requires to be enlarged. 

(3.) The water closet cistern and pipes require to be boxed in, 
as a precaution against suicide. 

(4). A Radiator is required in the Sorting-room. 

, (5). Tablecloths have not yet been supplied. 

The subordinate staff is numerically unchanged, and consists of Staff, 
twenty-six males and twelve females. These numbers however in- 
clude the stoker, tailor, shoemaker, cook, gardener, gate-keeper, hall 
maid, night attendants, and laundresses. 

Nearly all the staff, both males and females, can count several years 
service An improvement in their position has been made by a grant 
of a weekly lodging allowance to married male attendants. 

All the male patients who can be trusted, and are physically able, Amusemen s. 
are allowed to take part in outdoor games such as cricket and foot- 
ball. Indoors, a billiard and bagatelle table are provided and there 
appears to be an ample supply of books and newspapers for the wards. 

Sixty-three men and six women were present at Mass on last Sun- 
day; ten men and two women attended the Protestant Episcopalian 
Service ; and ten men and one woman the Presbyterian Service. The 
Chaplains are constant in their attendance. , ,, 

The books and registers, including the Case-book, are carefully Becords. 
kept, and reflect credit on the responsible officers.

Gentlemen. — I have the honour to submit my thirteenth Annual 
Report, together with the usual statistical tables for the year 1903, 
the financial tables for the year ended 31st March, 1904, and the notes 
on the cases admitted. 

The admissions were sixteen in number — fourteen males and two 
females — a decrease of two as compared with the preceding year. 

The average number resident was 160’ 1 as against 167*6 and 164*44 
the figures for the two preceding years. 

The total number under treatment was 185. The number last year 
was 188. 

The discharges were very numerous. Three men and two women 
were discharged recovered, three men were discharged not insane, 
and twenty-two men were discharged relieved, making a total of thirty 
discharges, which is far beyond the average. 

It is no doubt desirable from some points of view to reduce the num- 
bers here, but it must be remembered that the discharged patients 
are always quiet and industrious, so that the proportion of dangerous 
cases becomes, increased. 

There were two deaths, both males, and both from natural causes. 
An inquest was held in each case. 

I am glad to be able to report for the eleventh year in succession 
that no suicide or serious casualty occurred during the year. 

A convict made his escape from the tailor’s shop during the absence 
of the attendant-in-charge. The shoemaker-attendant who was 
sitting within a few feet heard nothing. The window through which 
the escape was effected had been previously condemned by me as 
insecure. 

Structural alterations have been made which render the recurrence 


of a similar accident practically impossible. 

Health. The general health of the patients and staff was good, but there 

were many cases of severe influenza. 

Average cost The average cost per caput was £41 14s. 8 d., against £47 4s. 5 d., 
per caput. the average cost for the five years 1885-89. 

Increase due This is an increase on the amount for 1902-3 of over £3 per caput, 
of salaries and due almost entirely to a general rise of salaries and wages. 

Mr. Thomas Considine, f.r.c.s.i., received a substantial increase. 
His salary of £200 was raised to £300, rising by £20 annually to £350, 
his emoluments valued at £50 remaining the same. It is a most 
pleasant duty to report that such a deserving Officer has received the 
reward to which his services fully entitled him. 

I am glad to state that the married attendants with not less thau 
seven years’ service have been granted a lodging allowance of 3 s. Gd. 
per week.

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The amusements have been carried out on the usual scale, and 
the benefit to the patients of these breaks in their necessarily monotonous 
lives is simply incalculable. 

A female attendant resigned on her marriage, and received a gratuity 
of £35. The Treasury regulations on this subject have a great in- 
fluence in attracting suitable candidates. One female attendant re- 
signed for personal reasons. Two tradesmen-attendants and one 
assistant attendant were dismissed. 

The general conduct of the rest of the stafi was excellent, and they 
performed their increasingly difficult duties to my satisfaction. 

The farm and garden accounts show a good profit, which is, however, 
below the average for the past twelve years. The loss is due partly 
to unavoidable increase in expenditure, and partly to a diminution 
in receipts owing to bad crops and low prices. 

During the year the workshops were made secure and most of the 
wards painted. Three day-rooms were cemented. 

The Assistant and Consulting Physicians have rendered me valuable 
assistance in the discharge of my duties, and the Clerical and Store 
Departments have been ably managed by Mr. J. G. Squires and Mr. 
Eugene Stewart. . 

In conclusion, I must again thank you for your continued support 
and valued appreciation'

' It will be seen from this Table that the number of inmates continues 
to increase, and that there are now 484 patients (267 males and 217 
females) located in the asylum itself — being an increase of seventeen 
males and seven females on the number resident at the date of the

Necessity for Having regard to the length of time which necessarily elapses be-

I saw the patients in their dayrooms. and, apart from the usual 
protests against detention, there were few complaints. 

Their clothing was tidy and comfortable. 

All parts of the buildings were clean and in good order. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which — the day being Friday con- 
sisted of tea, bread, and a boiled egg, and also a bowl of boiled rice. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during 1902 was 6*8, viz. : — 4‘5 amongstHhe males, and 9’9 amongst 
the females. 

The causes of death call for no special remarks, save that one resulted 
from dysentery, being the only case of zymotic disease which occurred 
during the period under review. 

I am sure the Medical Superintendent, by careful supervision of 
any suspected cases, with the view to their early isolation, will make 
every effort to prevent this insidious disease from obtaining any foot- 
hold in the institution. 

The cause of death was verified by post mortem, examination in five 
No inquests or cases, but in no case was it deemed necessary to hold a Coroner’s In- 
fatal accidents quest. 

There were no deaths from suicide or misadventure, . and the only 
serious casualty was a Colles’ fracture of the left wrist, in the case of a 
female patient, as the result of a fall: Another female patient sustained 

contusions on the arm and thigh, also through a fall. 

No patient has been placed in mechanical restraint, nor has any been 
secluded since the opening of the asylum — a remarkable record which, 
even a few years ago, would have been considered incredible for an 
institution of this size. 

One patient complained that he had been compelled to take a cold 
bath as a disciplinary measure. On my bringing the matter under the 
notice of the Medical Superintendent, he concurred in my view that, 
as this method of treatment is open to abuse, it should not in future 
be resorted to. 

The new works, for the provision of a water supply by gravitation, 
are now almost completed. 

I would suggest that a Fire Brigade Instructor should be employed 
for a time to instruct the staff in fire drill, having regard to the great 
importance of such precautions in an institution of this kind; 

The books and records are carefully kept, and the medical histories 
of the cases continue to be fully and accurately written up.

This Table shows an increase of only 4 on the number resident 
at the date of last inspection, but, unfortunately, the numbers have 
been necessarily kept down, owing to the crowded state of the asylum, 
by refusing admission to any but the most urgent cases. 

The estimated accommodation of the asylum is for. 214 males and Accommoda- 
220 females, but this estimate has reference only to the sleeping ac- 
commodation provided, and takes no account of the dayroom accom- 
modation, which, in the treatment of the insane, is of almost equai im- 
portance. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the period under Recovery 
review was 50, viz. : — 54 ‘3 amongst the men and 46’ 2 amongst the ra 
women.

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The more satisfactory results of asylum treatment obtained in recent 
years may fairly be attributed to the excellent accommodation pro- 
vided in the new building, and to the patients’ more suitable environ- 
ment therein. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident during 
1902 was 7*5, viz. : — 10 • 7 amongst the males, and 4*4 amongst the 
females. $ 

The causes of death call for no special remarks. Almost half of those 
who died were people who were over 60 years of age, whose deaths 
may be fairly attributed to senile changes in the organs and tissues oi 
the body 

The net average capitation cost of maintenance during the year ended 
31st March last was £21 4s. 6 d. 

These figures show that, at all events, no complaint can be made on 
the score of expenditure, as the net capitation cost little more than 
qualifies the asylum for the Government Capitation Grant.

The day being fine, nearly all the patients were out of doors, with 
the exception of those in hospital, and a few employed in the working 
room. 

1 found the beds and bedding clean, and in fair condition, but some 
of the bed linen is much worn, and many of the old wooden bedsteads 
with wooden trestles, which are so Unsuitable for the insane, still remain. 

The patients’ clothing which I examined was in most instances 
tolerably good, having regard to the standard in this country, although 
it would scarcely “pass muster” either in England or Scotland y, 

I saw the patients at dinner, which consisted of good, white fish, 
served with sauce and potatoes, which they seemed to relish. I was 
sorry, however, to observe that oil-cloth had been placed on the tables 
in substitution for the linen tablecloths, which now-a-days are generally 
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used in asylums, because experience bas proved that small ameni- Armagh 

ties, such as is the use of tablecloths, tend to have a beneficial effect in sylum.

While the new building provides excellent accommodation for recent Want of 
and acute cases, and those requiring hospital treatment, the old building, day-room 
which was, erected over 75 years ago, has never been re-modelled so as to a ‘ 

bring it into harmony with modern requirements. This is specially 
noticeable in the want of dayroom accommodation already referred to. 

There are altogether six day rooms, and, during wet weather, the over- 
crowding is both extreme and dangerous. I am aware that the Com- 
mittee are very unwilling to spend money on the alteration of the old 
building, and this resolution is, so far as any large expenditure is con- 
cerned, probably a very judicious one. The accommodation can, Suggested 
however, be greatly improved without incurring any large expenditure improve- 
by a process of “ gutting,” and, as regards the day rooms, the want merits, 
might be met by the removal of the greater part of the side walls of 
the day rooms at the rere of Nos. 1 and 5 Divisions, and the extension 
of these rooms, rolled steel joists being inserted to support the floors 
and roofs. The size of these day rooms would thus be doubled, and 
all the old material, windows, &c., availed of in the re-construction. 

Moreover, an additional merit of this proposal, apart from economy, 
is the fact that the cross ventilation would not be interfered with. 

Similar remarks suggest themselves with reference to the end wings 
of Nos. 2 and 6 Divisions.

The seating in the Protestant Chapel is, I understand, insufficient. 
It would seem to me that this Chapel could be altered and extended 
Without incurring any great outlay. . 

The patients’ amusements consist of associated tiiteibiinments, of 
which 41 have been held since last inspection, weekly dances, monthly 
concerts, cinematograph display at Christmas, visits to local Show, 
cricket, football, skittles, draughts, bagatelle, ping-pong, cards, music, 
&c., and they are also provided with papers and periodicals. 

Hand looms, as a means of occupation for the patients, are about to 
be introduced. They have already been established and have given 
satisfaction at the Richmond, Enniscorthy, Limerick, Cork, \\ aterford, 
and Maryborough Asylums, and promise to be equally successful at 
Armagh.

Fortunately there has been no case of suicide and no Coroner’s In- 
quest. I must, however, point out to the Committee that it is recog- 
nised that special protection at night should be afforded to the epi- 
leptic and suicidal classes, which form such a melancholy part of an 
asylum population Armagh is one of the few asylums in this country 
where this want has not been supplied, and the Committee cannot be 
absolved from responsibility for any casualty that may occur through 
lack of an observation dormitory, where these classes of patients could 
be under constant supervision at night. At least one small observation 
dormitory can be provided on each side of the hospital in the follow- 
ing manner, viz. by the removal of the walls of the corridor and 
two single rooms in connection with the associated dormitory on both 
sides of the new hospital, and the insertion of rolled steel joists to support 
the walls overhead. An observation dormitory would thus be ob- 
tained on each side capable of holding 14 beds, with 5 single rooms 
off it, and accommodation for 1 nurse. That is to say that, alto- 
gether, space would be available for 19 patients and 1 nurse on each 
side. Such dormitories would not accommodate all suicidal and epi- 
leptic patients in the institution, but would, at least, provide for the more 
acute and urgent cases, and tend to relieve the Committee of a very 
grave obligation in the treatment of these afflicted classes. 

The records show that two male patients were secluded on four 
occasions, for a total duration of five hours, and that one female patient 
was similarly dealt with on one occasion for an hour. 

Restraint was not resorted to in the treatment of any patient during 
the period under review. 

The medical books and records appear to be carefully kept. 

The clerical records reflect credit on Mr. Couser, the asylum Clerk. 

In the absence of the Resident Medical Superintendent, I was ac- 
companied round the asylum by Dr. Allman, who continues to take 
a great interest in her work, and to prove herself a valuable officer of 
the institution.

as dormitories. During the day there is scarcely standing room — 
and a number of men have to occupy an outhouse — a miserable habi- 
tation for human beings. 

The quarters occupied by the staff are also very much inferior to Quarters for 
the accommodation now usually provided for officials in public in- Staff ‘ 
stitutions. The rooms are overcrowded, and three or four persons 
have to sleep in rooms barely large enough for one. There are no 
dining or sittingrooms for the attendants and nurses, so that they have 
to take their meals in their bedrooms as best they can. 

If additional accommodation for the insane of this district would 
necessitate the erection of new buildings — involving a large expenditure 
of public money, there might be some reason to hesitate before putting 
additional burdens on the ratepayers, but in this case the existing 
buildings can be made to meet the greater part of the present require- 
ments, at a comparatively small outlay. All that is required are Suggestions 
structural alterations, embracing the removal of useless walls, the laying * or providing 
of new floors, and the provision of some means of artificial heating, accommoda- 
The plans for the work are already prepared, and to carry them out tion. 
should not be costly or difficult. 

The accommodation provided in the hospital is excellent, and 
the effect on the mental condition of the patients is most markedly 
evinced by their quietude and propriety of conduct.

Of these, three men are at piesent absent on probation. 
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The average number resident during the past twelve months has 
been 749 men and 510 women— total, 1,259, and the death-rate on 
this number 6' 3 per cent. 

As yet only seven men and six women contribute towards their 
maintenance. This seems a small number in so large an asylum. 

The serious, but non-fatal casualties were twelye in number, and 
included five fractures of bones, in all cases caused by assaults by other 
patients or by falls ; a burnt hand, due to a fall into the fire in a fit ; 
a sprained ankle, in attempting to escape ; a wound of the scalp, re- 
sulting from a blow by another patient ; emasculation, self-inflicted ; 
scald of the throat caused by attempting to drink out of a bronchitis 
kettle ; wound caused by broken delf ; and cut tendons of wrist, self- 
inflicted, by breaking glass. Accidents must always be liable to occur 
where the insane are treated with any degree of liberty, but the above 
list would seem to embrace a larger number of serious casualties than 
is usual in such institutions. That there should be special liability 
to accidents amongst the patients here may be accounted for (1) by 
the overcrowding, as the want of elbow room produces irritation and 
friction amongst patients ; (2) by the low proportion of attendants to 
patients a matter to which attention has frequently been called ; 
(3) by the want of experience and training amongst the attendants and 
nurses. 

If the ward helpers are excluded, not quite 22 per cent, of the men, 
and about 30 per cent, of the women are usefully employed. Only 
eighty-four men are at work on the farm. At least three times that 
number ought to be employed, as all the patients are taken from agri- 
cultural districts. Having regard to the very cramped accommodation 
in the asylum, outdoor industrial employment would be the greatest 
boon to these insane men. The additional land was obtained mainly 
for the purpose of affording useful occupation for the patients. Instead 
it appears to be used principally for grazing. Either additional land 
ought to be acquired, or more of the existing farm should be broken 
up, and utilised for tillage. 

The precautions against fire in the hospital consist of internal and 
external hydrants, but in the old, and the wooden buildings, there are 
only external hydrants. Hose has been ordered, but has not arrived. 
The protection of the patients in the wooden buildings against fire 
should engage the attention of the Committee, as it cannot be doubted 
vhat if a fire broke out in a few minutes these buildings would be con- 
sumed, and unless the means of immediate escape were at hand, the 
fives of everyone sleeping in the buildings would be in imminent danger. 
In every dormitory, therefore, a door opening outwards by a handle 
or ordinary pass key should be provided. The chimney from the kitchen 
ought to be guarded, and electric fight should be substituted for gas 
throughout these buildings. 

Both men and women were fairly neat and tidy in their appearance. 
The female clothing was good and varied in colour. Tweed would be 
more suitable for the men’s clothing than frieze, which soon gets shabby,' 
and always looks untidy. Neck-ties and under vests should be more 1 
freely distributed. , a , 
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It is stated that the men’s socks have to he purchased outside. This 
is a sad admission to make in an asylum containing over 500 women, 
for whom employment wouid be the greatest boon. If the Committee 
would obtain a couple of knitting-machines, no excuse would exist for 
such an admission. 

The new hospital was in excellent order- The floors were polished, 
and the bedding was in good condition. 

In the old building, as already stated, some of the floors are entirely 
worn out, and are in a very insanitary state. 

The bedding is in fair order, and many of the beds are of modern 
make, with wire and hair mattresses, but many old bedsteads, with 
straw palliasses are still in use. These should, by degrees, be done 
away with. 

The fare at the associated dinners appeared to be excellent, and the 
meals were served with proper order and decorum. 

The provisions which I saw could not be found fault with. 

The Committee have introduced the killing of meat on the premises — 
a change which cannot but be for the benefit of the institution, by 
insuring that the animals sent in shall be of proper quality. 

One of the stables in the farmyard has been converted into a very 
serviceable temporary slaughter-house, and a drain, connecting it with 
the main sewerage, has been made by the aid of the staff. 

It is suggested that the bread might also be baked in the institution. 
The cost of the erection of a bakery, and the supply of the necessary 
machinery would be comparatively small, so that the carrying out of 
this suggestion would not only tend to economy, but would also insure 
that the supply would be unexceptionable. 

The only important work carried out during the period under review 
has been the provision of additional drying rooms in the laundry. It 
is understood that the contract for this work is not yet completed. 
So far there is very little heat in these closets, and very little drying 
can be done by them. 

Amongst the deaths was one from suicide, a patient who had been 
some years in the asylum, having cut his throat with a piece of glass 
which he had concealed in the bed clothes. An inquiry on oath was 
held by us, and a report on the case sent to the Committee. . There 
was no reason to impute blame to anyone in the matter. 

Another death was due to misadventure. The patient, a young 
man who had been two years in the asylum, was out walking in the 
grounds with a number of others, and, when the attendant in charge 
gave directions to the walking party to return, the patient suddenly 
rushed, -from the crowd, and ran, pursued by the attendant, towards the 
river, which is some distance, off. Ho at once jumped into the stream 
and, being an expert swimmer, would have reached the other side, 
had not the flood been too strong for him. He was carried down stream, 
and sank. Some years ago, the former Board of Governors had directed 
that a fence should be erected between the asylum grounds and the 
Tiver, but, unfortunately, a gap had been left to permit of accesB to 
the filter-beds, . and through this gap the patient made his escaped 
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The prevalence of zymotic disease again calls for unfavourable com- 
ment. During the past thirteen months dysentery attacked twenty- four 
male and three female patients, resulting in one death; three male patients 
and two of the male staff were attacked with enteric fever ; four men 
and two women with erysipelas ; seven men and eight women and two 
of the female staff with febricula ; and 86 men, 53 women, twenty- 
eight of the male, and twenty of the female staff, with influenza, of which 
disease one male patient died. The number attacked with dysentery 
appears to have increased. As pointed out in previous reports, one 
potent factor in causing the repeated outbreaks of this disease must 
be the decayed boards in the basement stories, through which the 
damp from the wet earth underneath rises into the rooms above. 

This is one amongst the many reasons for carrying out the proposed 
alterations. 

Twenty-nine men and ten women were found in bed suffering from 
ordinary disease, and debility, and five men and one woman are re- 
turned as being in bed on account of their excited condition. 

During the past thirteen months four men have been secluded for 
thirty-four hours, and one has been restrained by a camisole for two 
hundred and eighty hours to prevent the removal of surgical dressings. 
There is no return of the use of either restraint or seclusion on the female 
side. 

Forty- five men and thirty-seven women are returned as suffering 
from epilepsy. These are not under constant supervision, as they ought 
to be. The night attendants visit them frequently, but, in order to 
guard against accidents, they should be collected in a dormitory, under 
the charge of an attendant, who should never leave the room until his 
charge is given up. 

There is only one patient in the house at present suffering from 
general paralysis of the insane. 


Staff. The staff now consists of fifteen charge, and thirty-four ordinary 

attendants, and of nine charge and twenty-nine ordinary nurses — giving 
a ratio of one attendant to sixteen male patients, and of one nurse to 
fourteen female patients. 

The night staff is composed of five men and four women. 

Staff" 0 ** Twenty-one male attendants and fifteen females hold the certificate 

of the Medico-Psychological Association. At present no lectures are 
being delivered by the Medical Officers to the junior staff. It is to be 
hoped that, during the present winter, a course of instruction will be 
again inaugurated for the attendants and nurses who have lately 
entered the service, as it is only by such means that younger members 
of the staff can be properly instructed in their duties, and can be made 
to take an interest in their work, and besides, it is by the result of such 
training that the insane are protected from their own dangerous pro- 
pensities, and from cruelty and ill-treatment on the part of their custo- 
dians. 

Ill-treatment Three charges of ill-treatment were made against attendants. In the 
attendant#.*^ first case an Irish-speaking patient was found crying, and, when in* 
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terrogated by the Medical Officers, he complained that his arms had Balunasi/j* 
been twisted by two attendants. The Committee, who examined into sr™. 
the case, considered the charge proved, but were satisfied by repri- 
manding the attendants. 

In the second case an attendant was seen by the Assistant Medical 
Officer to kick a patient. 

In the third case an attendant reported to the Head Attendant that 
he had had a struggle with a male patient. The patient was found to 
have an abrasion on the nose, which the attendant explained by saying 
that he had accidentally struck him. 

In the two latter cases the Committee imposed fines on the attendants. 

In our opinion, however, when assaults like these are proved against 
those whose business it is to protect the insane, they ought no longer 
to be considered suitable for such a position. 

About 50 per cent, of the patients are able to attend their religious Religious 
duties. On last Sunday six hundred and thirty patients were present ministration, 
at Mass, and twelve went to the Protestant Service. The Chaplains 
are regular in their attendance. Two services are held in the Catholic 
Chapel on Sundays and holidays. 

The books and registers are carefully kept, with the exception of Records, 
the old Case-books for the male side, which would require to be written 
up. Dr. Mills has had so much responsibility thrown upon him, owing 
to the long illness of Dr. Fletcher, that he has had little time to give to 
keeping up these books. 

It is reported with regret that Dr. Fletcher is still incapacitated fitness of 
from duty by serious indisposition.

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Of the two hundred and fifty admissions, twenty-four males and 
forty-one females were transfers from the Belfast workhouse. 

All the patients on the register are chargeable to the city of 
Belfast, with the exception of thirteen, who are classified as 
“ criminal ” lunatics, the total cost of whose maintenance is paid 
out of Imperial funds, in accordance with the provisions of the 
Act 1 Edwd. VII., cap. 17. Of those primarily chargeable to the 
city, twenty-eight (eighteen males and ten females) are paying 
patients, in respect of whose maintenance payments are made out 
of their own property, or by relatives, at rates varying from £10 to 
£26 per annum. The total amount received from the latter source 
during the financial year ended the 31st March last was £541 
9s. 3 d. In that year the gross average cost of maintenance, in- 
cluding repayments in respect of loans for building works, purchase 
of land, and other capital charges, was £29 Os. Id. per patient, while 
the net average, excluding the loan repayments referred to, and 
deducting receipts on behalf of paying patients, and from sales of 
farm produce and other miscellaneous sources, was £24 2s. 2d. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions this year, up to the 
date of inspection, was 32*2, viz., 34 - 4 amongst the males, and 
30 ‘1 amongst the females. 

The health statistics, as is usually the case in this asylum, were 
of a satisfactory character, and testify to the careful treatment 
which the patients receive. 

As the following table shows, out of the entire number of 
patients in Belfast and Purdysbum, only nine were confined to 
bed at the time of my visit, and of these only three were seriously 
ill, the remainder being unable to get up on account of old age or

None of the cases call for any special remarks, save the last- 
named, in which the patient committed suicide on the 27th Decem- 
ber, 1902, by cutting his throat with a razor which he had ab- 
stracted from the pocket of an attendant, while the latter was 
engaged in shaving another patient. Although a medical officer 
was immediately summoned, the patient was already dead when 
the officer arrived — the wound being necessarily fatal, owing to 
its situation and depth. 

A coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury found that the 
patient “ came to his death from shock and loss of blood following 
a self-inflicted wound in the throat ” — adding a rider that they 
attached no blame to the attendant in connection with the matter. 

As the result of an inquiry on oath held by us regarding the 
case, we concurred in the opinion of the coroner’s jury, that no 
blame could be attached to the attendant in charge of the patient. 

The cause of death was verified by po'st-mor'tcnii examination in 
twenty-nine cases, and in none of the eighty-three cases had the 
patient been suffering from bedsores at the time of death— a record 
which bears favourable testimony to the character of the nursing 
they had received. 

In addition to the case of suicide above referred to, coroner’s 
inquests were held in four instances, but in each of these cases the 
jury returned a verdict of death from natural causes.

In going through the asylum one cannot help being struck by 
the inclusion among the patients of idiotic children, who, in the 
absence of suitable training schools, have to be treated in associa- 
tion with the adult insane — an arrangement which is manifestly 
objectionable. 

We have frequently called attention to the want of training 
schools for such children, such as the Larbert and Baldovan Insti- 
tutions in Scotland, and the Royal Albert and Earlswood Idiot 
Asylums in England. 

It is to be hoped that, sooner or later, our repeated representa- 
tions on this subject may lead to the establishment, in this country, 
of institutions of the nature referred to. 

In my memorandum of inspection last year, I gave a resume of 
the steps taken since 1892 to provide accommodation for the yearly 
increasing number of the insane in the Belfast district. 

The two new villas at Purdysburn, then referred to as being in 
course of erection, have since been completed, and are now occupied. 
They accommodate fifty patients each, and have been erected and 
furnished at a total cost of £10,046 3s.

Theee villas, which occupy elevated and healthy positions on the 
estate, are two stories high, with some accommodation for atten- 
dants and a few patients in the roof space. On the ground floor 
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of each there are two dayrooms and a reading room, visiting room, Bku-ast 
attendants’ room, boot room, kitchen, stores, bathroom, and the Asylum. 
principal sanitary accommodation. The first floor, with the ex- — 
ception of a store room, attendants’ room, and a lavatory, is all 
occupied by dormitories. ’ 

The buildings seem to me to be in every way most- suitable for 
the accommodation of certain classes of the insane. 

It must be satisfactory to the ratepayers to know that they have 
been erected at the lowest cost per bed of any buildings of a 
similar character which have been erected in the United Kingdom 
within recent years. 

They are so designed that the large number of windows and 
wide doors give the impression that the buildings provide even 
greater accommodation than is actually the case, and each of the 
large sitting-rooms has four open fireplaces. The walls are 
covered with prints, and the furniture and ornamental accessories 
convey a sense of brightness and comfort. 

The patients occupying them seemed particularly contented and 
pleased with their surroundings.

As regards the accommodation generally, I have nothing to add Provision of 
to the remarks made in my report last year. The parent asylum further 
continues overcrowded, and no provision has yet been made for the accommo l la - 
treatment of acute and special cases. I trust, therefore, that the tlon required ‘ 
Committee will lose no time in obtaining a complete plan for the 
villa colony at Purdysburn, and that — as, indeed, is their statutory 
duty — they will proceed with the erection of such buildings as will 
provide sufficient and suitable accommodation for all the patients 
under their charge. 

The Committee have given the question of protection against fire Precautions 
their careful attention, and, acting on the recommendations con- against fire, 
tained in a special report on the subject which they obtained from 
the Superintendent of the City Eire Brigade, modern fire hydrants, 
hose, and appliances have been provided, and a new water main 
has been laid to Purdysburn House.

Committee will agree with me that, where practicable, it is better, 
and more economical, to keep all the insane poor of a district under 
the same control and management. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the period “ e ™ s Tery 
under review was 39'2, viz., 28'6 amongst the males, and 53'1 
amongst the females. The high recovery rate on the female, as 
compared with the male side, is worthy of note. 

There are at present in tlie asylum seventeen patients (eight Paying 
males and nine females) in respect of whose maintenance contn- P a Ien ■ 
butions are made either by relatives or out of their own property, 
at rates varying from £5 to £27 13s. Id. per annum. During the 
financial year ending 31st March last, a total sum of £276 9s. 5 d. 
was received from this source. 

In that year the gross average cost of maintenance, including cost 0 £ 
repayments in respect of loans for purchase of land, erection of maintenance, 
buildings, and other capital charges, was £27 13s. Id. per patient ; 
while the net average cost, excluding the loan repayments referred 
to and deducting receipts from paying patients, from sales of farm 
produce, and from other miscellaneous sources, was £21 IBs.— a 
sum which, considering the standard of comfort in the institution, 
must be regarded as extremely moderate.

It is satisfactory to note that only six patients, in all, were con- 
fined to bed, and of these, only two were seriously ill. 

The proportion of epileptics is above the average in this country, Epileptic 
but having regard to the fact that this disease is so much more cases,

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
this year has been 8'2, viz., 8‘5 amongst the males, and 7'9 amongst 
the females. 

The thirty-two deaths during the period under review call for no 
special remarks. In none of the cases was a Coroner’s inquest 
deemed necessary. 

In twelve instances the cause of death was verified by post- 
mortem examination, and probably this number, which is above 
the average, would have been greater if the patients’ relatives in 
all cases had permitted such examinations to be made. 

In this connection, I may point out to the Committee the neces- 
sity for a proper mortuary, the present building being altogether 
unsuitable for the jDurpose. 

In five of the thirty-two cases the patients had suffered from bed- 
sores at the time of their decease. I trust that, with more careful 
nursing, and the introduction of the most modern type of mattress, 
the occurrence of these pressure sores may, as far as possible, be 
obviated. 

During the past year no serious casualties have occurred amongst 
the patients, and the institution has been absolutely free from 
zymotic disease. 

Mechanical restraint has not been adopted in the treatment of 
any patient, but seclusion has been used in the treatment of three 
females, who were confined to their rooms on twenty-seven occasions, 
for a total period of 123 hours, since the date of the last report. 

Several important changes have taken place in the staff since last 
visit. Dr. J. J. FitzGerald, Assistant Medical Officer, has been 
promoted to the Resident Medical Superintendentship, which be- 
came vacant owing to the lamented death of Dr. O'Meara, and 
Dr. E. J. M'Kenna has succeeded Dr. FitzGerald in the post of 
Assistant Medical Officer. 

Miss A. Kavanagh, a trained hospital nurse, has been appointed 
Matron, in place of Miss L. K. Woods, who was superannuated; 
while the subordinate staff has been increased by the appointment 
of two additional female deputy attendants. 

I am glad to learn that the Committee have raised the wages of 
the female attendants, as this, together with granting a proportion 
of the married male attendants permission to live outside the 
asylum, and paying them a money allowance in lieu of rations, has 
checked the tendency to frequent changes, and will, I trust, secure 
the practical permanency of at least the male staff. 

Thirteen of the attendants have obtained the certificate of the 
Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency in mental nursing, 
and, at the present time, a class of seventeen is being prepared for 
the next examination. 

The religious ministration of the patients is carefully attended 
to, and the Chaplains pay frequent visits to the institution.

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During the interval since last visit there have been eighteen 
associated entertainments, attended on an average by 195 males and 
92 females. 

Illustrated papers, magazines, and books are supplied for the use 
of the patients, as well as cards, draughts, &c. 

Every opportunity of taking the patients to local shows, regattas, 
sports, &c., is availed of, and last July practically all of them wit- 
nessed the international motor race, in which they took a great 
interest, as the course passed alongside the asylum wall. 

Picnics, concerts, conjuring and other entertainments are occa- 
sionally given, and, during the season, frequent cricket matches 
take place. 

I was glad to find every part of the asylum clean and in good 
order. The clothing of the patients was good and sufficient, and 
the bed covering, which in some instances I had weighed, was suf- 
ficiently heavy. 

The rooms occupied by the patients v*ere bright and cheerful, 
and I was especially pleased to notice that many of the patients 
were employed at various industries, including mat-making, brush- 
making, and basket-work, all of which have recently been intro- 
duced.

All necessary painting and glazing throughout the asy- 
lum was done, including the painting of the four new day- 
rooms and the new male dining-hall. 

(2.) New 4-inch steam main, 78 feet long, laid from the 
reducing house to the kitchen ; concrete channel made for 
same, and all covered in with 18-inch water-tight chequer 
plates. 

(3.) Exhaust system of steam heating appliances in the 
kitchen re-arranged, and the temperature in the drying closets 
has been raised from 120 degrees to 160 degrees Fahr. by re- 
arranging the steam pipes. 

(4.) Four hundred feet of ornamental railing erected round 
female recreation ground. 


(5.) Five movable roof lights erected in kitchen. 

(6.) Range of piggeries erected. 

(7.) Thirty wooden bedsteads, four garden seats, farm cart, 
&c., made; 170 feet of flooring laid ; 1,300 feet of oak beading 
fixed on linoleum; and 175 feet of skirting fitted.

The dietary of the patients, which receives the careful attention 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent, is fairly liberal, and 
varied. 

I was pleased to see that practically all the patients were brought 
to the dining halls. Of the male patients, only the six in hospital 
were absent. 

The provisions, which I saw, appeared of good quality, and then 
testing and storage seemed to be carefully attended to. 

I think the Committee would find it an advantage to adopt the 
practice now common in all large institutions, of having the bread 
baked in the establishment, instead of obtaining it by contract. 

I was pleased to observe that the new wood block flooring is 
carefully looked after and polished, thus insuring the best results 
from the expenditure incurred in laying it. 

Few complaints were made by the patients, except those relating 
to their detention, which are common to all asylums. 

One woman, in making this complaint, spoke very rationally, 
and I have asked the medical officers to furnish us with a special 
report as regards her mental condition, with the view of giving her 
case further consideration. 

The Committee take the greatest interest in the working of the 
institution, and in all matters connected with the welfare of the 
patients committed to their charge. A Visiting Sub-Committee 
meets twice a month, and carefully inspects the asylum. Such fre- 
quent visits must be most helpful to the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent in the discharge of his arduous duties. 

It is a pleasure to notice the great improvement which has taken 
place in the condition of this asylum since my colleague and I first 
visited it in 1890. 
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The patients were then confined in cheerless exercise yards ; the Carlow 
dayroom accommodation was altogether insufficient; most serious — 
sanitary defects existed in all parts of the buildings ; the clothing 
and bedding were ragged and inadequate; many of the sleeping 
rooms were cold in the extreme ; the dietary was meagre ; no asso- 
ciated entertainments were held; and there were few objects of 
interest provided in the wards. 

Now the asylum has been modernised in nearly every respect, 
and the care and treatment of the patients reflect great credit on 
the Committee, the Resident Medical Superintendent, and the staff. 

I specially wish to commend the Assistant Medical Officer, Dr. Assistant 
M'Kenna, and the Matron, Miss Kavanagh, both of whom, 
although only a short time in the institution, appear to me to dis- jj a tron. 
charge their duties in a very satisfactory manner, and ably second 
the efforts of the Medical Superintendent to maintain the high 
standard of efficiency which the asylum has now reached.

Already the new residence for the Medical Superintendent and the p — o{ 

new range of workshops progress towards completion. Ihe walls ot af!ditional 
two of the new blocks on the male side are now built the slating ot buildings, 
one is almost finished, and the roofing timbers of the other are in 
position, whilst the foundations of the third, and of the general dining 
room are laid. 

The conversion of the old chapel into a dormitory and dayroom is 


at present being carried out. 

As it will be necessary to provide a temporary kitchen, whilst the 
dining room is being built and the old kitchen and stores are being 
altered, perhaps it may be found most convenient to utilise the ground 
floor of the old chapel for this purpose. This would provide a kitchen 
near the present diningrooms, and would not disturb existing arrange- 
ments. 


As these extensions, additions, and alterations are by degrees ad- 
vancing towards completion, and as some of the accommodation will 
shortly be fit for use, it will serve no useful purpose to dwell on the 
existing overcrowding which is apparent in every department. Un- 
fortunately, for some time to come the management of the institution Difficulties of 
must be disorganised, and the daily routine disturbed-even more in Aiuuuistrat.o,. 
the next few months, when the kitchen and stores are in progress, 
than at present, as the whole centre of the building will then be in the 
hands of the builders, and all the work of these departments oi the 
institution will have to be done as best it can.

Owing, however, to the very low death-rate amongst the men (3 ‘2 
per cent, on the average number resident during the period under 
review) the male population has increased by twenty — whilst the high 
mortality amongst the women (13*7 per cent.) has reduced the female 
residents by three, notwithstanding the increase in the numbers ad- 
mitted. 


Health of For this high mortality there must be some reason. Moreover, the 
ema e pa ien b. g enera i health of the female patients has not been satisfactory. 

Zymotic In August an outbreak of typhoid fever took place, attacking four- 

disease. teen patients, and one of the female staff. This outbreak of fever, 
and the high death-rate during the past fourteen months point to causes 
existing on the female side of the house prejudicial to the general health. 

The causes which would apparently account for the insanitary con- 
dition are : — 


Overcrowding 


Sanitary

Drainage. 


(1.) The overcrowded condition of the wards must be the primary 
cause, as it would act more injuriously on the health of the 
women, than on that of the men, who are more out of doors. 
The work at which the women are employed lies entirely in- 
doors, and they would be more easily affected by insanitary 
surroundings. 

(2.) The water-closets on the ground floor on both sides of the 
house would appear to call for examination, and renewal. 
These closets are now of an antiquated type. The old boxed- 
in seats should be removed, and appliances of modem type 
substituted. I understand, however, that these improvements 
are included in the contract now being carried out. 

(3.) The drainage still calls for the serious consideration of the 
Committee. So long as the marsh remains in close proximity 
to the building, with the overflow from the asylum sewage 
tanks running into it, so long will such insanitary surroundings 
continue a menace to the health of the inmates. To allow an 
institution to continue with so palpable a source of disease at 
its gates is indefensible. As pointed out in previous reports, 
there does not appear to be any insuperable difficulty in finding 
a remedy for the existing state of things, nor would any great 
expenditure be required in order to render the sanitary sur- 
roundings compatible with the laws of health. It is only 
necessary to carry the drainage of the asylum to the other 
side of the river, and there deal with it by some of the modern 
methods of purification — allowing the purified effluent to flow 
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back into the stream, whilst the marsh should be done away Castlebar 
with, by filling up the low ground by patients’ labour. Fifty A sylu m. 
patients with fifty barrows, supervised by two intelligent Adjoining 
attendants, would soon raise the ground to a height which marsh, 
would render flooding from the river impossible, whilst the 
drain running through the field could easily be carried in 
covered pipes. 

Amongst the men there are at present a few cases of erysipelas, but, Health of 
with this exception, the health of the male patients has been good, male patients. 

This is, no doubt, due to the amount of occupation provided by the 
new farm. 

There has been no sudden or accidental death since last visit. A No fatal 
Coroner’s Inquest has not been considered necessarv in any case, nor accidents or

has any serious causualty been reported. casualties. 

There are now nineteen patients — seven men and twelve women — 
confined to bed ; twenty- one men and thirteen women suffer from 
epilepsy ; and five men and seven women are classed as actively sui- s uper vision of 
cidal. At present these patients are not kept under constant super- epileptic and 
vision during the night. It is to be hoped that when the new accommo- suicidal cases, 
dation is provided, a dormitory will be set apart for these suicidal 
and epileptic patients, where they will be under the continuous obser- 
vation of an attendant. Only in this way can serious accidents, with 
resulting responsibility, be guarded against. 

During the past year restraint has not been resorted to. Eleven of No restraint, 
each sex have been secluded — the men on thirty-one occasions for Seclusion. 

296 hours — and the women on thirty- three occasions for 342 hours in all 

The female patients were very neat and tidy in their dress, and in Condition and 
their persons. Both sexes were very clean, although some of the men clothlu S- 
might have been tidier, but as a rule their appearance has improved. 

The dinner served on one day of my visit consisted of potatoes and Dietary, 
milk — a dinner well suited to the tastes of the patients. There are, . 
however, constant complaints about the milk, and it. must be very 
difficult, and, in time, will become impossible to obtain such a quan- 
tity of milk as is required on two days of the week. The Committee 
should consider whether it would be possible to substitute something 
else in lieu of an article which is so troublesome to obtain. 

No improvement has taken place in the service of the meals — no Service of 
table-cloths, knives or forks — nothing but spoons, bowls, and plates are mea s ' 
supplied. This is not in accordance with the practice in modern asylums, 
where the meals are served with every effort to instil habits of propriety. 

It is to be hoped that, when the new diningroom is in occupation, an 
attempt will be made to raise the standard in this respect up to that 
of modern civilisation. 

There are now, owing to the overcrowding, two dinners for each 
sex. The number of nurses present at the second dinner did not appear 
sufficient to ensure regularity and order during the meal. 

The goods supplied under contract would appear to be a constant Provisions, 
source of trouble, and, therefore, the Committee might consider the 
question of making the bread, and slaughtering the cattle on the 
premises.

One hundred and four men are at work on the farm, and, during the 
summer, a greater number were so employed : six men work in the 
tailor’s shop, six in the shoemaker’s shop, and fifty women wash in 
the laundry. 

The male clothing is made in the tailor’s shop, but the shoemaker 
is only able to supply a portion of the boots required. It is difficult 
to obtain boots suitable for asylum use by contract, and the supplies 
are said to be of very inferior quality. I would, therefore, advise the 
Committee to fit up the new shoemaker’s shop with suitable machinery, 
as has been done in other similar institutions, and by this means all 
the boots required could be made in the house. 

A great deal of work has been done on the new farm — a substantial 
boundary wall has been built, and new roads have been constructed. 
Extensive drainage operations have been carried out, and large plots 
of waste land have been reclaimed, and rendered fit for cultivation. 
The land steward’s house has been fitted up, and additional piggeries 
have been built. 

The precautions against fire consist of internal and external hydrants 
and hose. The boxes containing the hose are opened with a special 
key — which it would be hard to find on emergency ; further, it opens 
the locks with difficulty, and, in the panic of fire, would be found useless. 
These boxes should either open with the ordinary pass key, or should 
have glass fronts, which could be broken when necessary. The staff 
also should be constantly exercised in fire drill, otherwise these appli- 
ances are useless. The Engineer should instruct the junior staff in 
the steps to be taken in dealing with the first outbreak of fire. It 
appears that this is not done. 

The associated entertainments are few and far between — only twelve 
in the last fourteen months, and one variety entertainment given by a 
travelling company. Greater efforts should be made to keep the insane 
interested. 

Forty- two per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their religious 
duties. 

One hundred and sixty men and one hundred women were present 
at Mass last Sunday in the handsome Chapel recently erected. This 
Chapel is tastefully fitted up inside, but nothing has been done to lay 
out the grounds around it. This ought to be attended to, as the 
building is worthy of proper surroundings. Five men and six women 
attend the Protestant Services. 

The male staff has been increased by the appointment of one additional 
attendant, and now consists of seven charge attendants, and eighteen 
ordinary attendants — the female staff of four charge and twelve 
ordinary nurses. 

This includes an attendant who acts as an upholsterer (and is, there- 
fore, not in the wards) and, on the female side, the seamstress and one 
nurse who is employed in the dining hall are also included. These 
three officials cannot be considered as being on duty in the wards. The 
proportion of attendants to patients on the male side is, consequently, 
one to sixteen, and on the female side one nurse to eighteen patients— 
the proper proportion being about one to eleven. The staff cannot, 
therefore, be looked upon as sufficient for the safety of the patients. 

It appears that on the male side there are five temporary attendants, 
two of whom take the place of attendants who are on sick leave, and 
are permanently disabled from duty. 
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On the female side two of the nurses are temporarily employed. 

There seems no reason why the disabled attendants should not be — 
pensioned off, and those temporarily employed added to the permanent 
staff. 

Having regard to the changes which must be made in the classifi- 
cation of the patients when the buildings are completed, it may be 
wise to defer any increase to the staff until then. But, when the new 
wards are opened, the Committee should consider the advisability of 
appointing a staff sufficient for the proper care of the insane. Otherwise 
some serious accident must result. 

The night staff consists of two attendants of each sex. This staff, as 
I have previously pointed out, will also require to be added to. 

The various registers and books were properly kept, with the ex- Reoordj. 
ception of the Medical Journal, which was not written up to date.

On my visit to this institution, I find that considerable progress lias 

been made in the negotiations with the owners and tenants of the land 
proposed to be acquired for the erection of the new budding. As soon 
as these negotiations are completed, steps will at once be take 
mence the building work of the new blocks. As the land proposed to 
be acquired afiords a most charming and suitable site, there appears 
to be no reason to fear any difficulties or cause of delay. 

It is proposed to connect the new farm with the asylum by means of 
a bridge over, or a tunnel under the road. 

The site for the female blocks will not involve any heavy work in 
its preparation, and might be laid out at once by patients labour 

The necessity for expedition in the erection of these new blocks [be- 
comes greater every day, as the number of patients increases on both 
sides of the house. 

I am glad, however, to be able to report that the general health o 
the institution has greatly improved since my last visit. At that 
time, an outbreak of typhoid fever, which attacked both patients and 
staff, had occurred on the female side. 

In order to ascertain the cause of this epidemic, the Committee called 
in the assistance of Dr. A. C. O’Sullivan. 

matters dealt with the preventive measures which should be taken to 
guard against infection from outside, and the spread of infection after 
it had gained access to the asylum. 

The Committee have, I understand, given their attention to the water 
supply and they have decided to utilise the Town supply for b°th 
houses. Unfortunately, the pressure at the female house is insufficient

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to command the roofs of the building, in the event of fire, but it is under- 
stood that a conference on the subject has been arranged with the 
Town Commissioners, and, no doubt, arrangements will be made for an 
adequate supply at sufficient pressure. The appliances for dealing 
with an outbreak of fire at the male house have lately been augmented, 
and now appear sufficient to cope with such an emergency, but I would 
suggest that the attendants should be frequently instructed in fire 
drill, and that in the case of dormitories at the end of corridors, where 
there is no second exit, fire escape stairs from a window or door should 
be provided. 

There are to-day on the books the names of 756 patients — 371 men 
and 385 women — showing an increase of 26 since the 3rd December, 
1902, when the house was last visited. The number of patients in 
excess of the legitimate accommodation is now 205. 

Such overcrowding calls for immediate relief, and no unnecessary 
delay should be allowed to interfere with the speedy provision of extra 
accommodation.

The percentage of deaths during the nine months was 5 *4 of the 
average number resident. 

No suicide or death resulting from accident or homicide is reported, 
nor was a Coroner’s Inquest considered necessary in any case. 

As already stated, at the end of last and the beginning of the present 
year, an epidemic of enteric fever broke out, attacking 13 male patients, 
2 female patients, and 1 nurse, since the date of the last report, and 
p :oving fatal in the cases of 1 male and 1 female patient, and in' that 
of the nurse. There were also 3 cases of dysentery, and 26 cases of 
influenza amongst the patients, with 1 death from the latter disease. 

There is no record of the use of either restraint or seclusion since 
last visit. 

5/6 per cent, of the patients are epileptic, and 11 are stated to be 
actively suicidal. Of these two classes, 74 sleep under constant super- 
vision, in dormitories|specially arranged for the purpose by Dr. Harvey. 

The condition of the patients as regards dress and personal neatness 
was satisfactory, and their general behaviour was orderly, but I would 
suggest that, as far as possible, the use of the court-yards at the female 
house should be discontinued. Nothing tends more to mental de- 
generation than the habit acquired by the insane of lying and crouching 
aboutfsuch yards, which are now almost unknown in modern asylums. 
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Tlie improvement in the conduct of the women in the dayroom of Clonmel 
No. 1 Division still continues, although I am sorry to say, the Charge Asylum. 
nurse, by whom the improvement was inaugurated, was the victim, Improvement 
amongst the staff, of the outbreak of enteric fever. amongst 

. females. 

I saw both the men and women at dinner. The meal consisted of Dietar .. and 
bacon and cabbage. The food, which was of excellent quality, was service' of 
served with due regard to the habits of civilised society, and appeared meals, 
to be much liked. It would, however, be wise to substitute Britannia 
metal for the dangerous steel pronged forks at present in use. 

Exclusive of those occupied only at housework, only 30 per cent, of the Employment, 
men and 45 per cent, of the women are industriously employed. As 
pointed out in last year’s report, every effort should be made to find 
additional employment for the men. In this overcrowded establish- 
ment, occupation would tend much to the contentment and improve- 
ment of the patients. 

The staff, for day duty, consists of 25 males and 23 females, or 1 Staff, 
attendant to almost 15 patients. This is certainly not a strong staff 
in so scattered an establishment. On the female side, an additional 
official is much required to take the place of the Matron, when absent 
on leave. 

£ Dr. Harvey complains of the constant changes in the female staff, Accommoda- 
and, having regard to the accommodation provided for the nurses, this tion for female 
cannot be wondered at. Perhaps some of the Committee would satisfy Staff * 
themselves on this point. It can hardly be expected that respectable, 
educated girls will remain in an establishment where they have to sleep 
with six or seven others, in a dormitory in which there is not even room 
to keep their clothes, when they know that they will be provided with 
most comfortable rooms in other similar institutions. The Com- 
mittee, if they wish to retain a proper staff, must provide suitable 
accommodation for them* To do this a separate block for the use of 
the nurses should be erected, where these young women, when off 
duty, could enjoy some of the surroundings and comforts of a home, 
fc At the present time, when building work is about to be commenced, 
the Committee might take this important matter into consideration. 

It should be remembered that the provision of additional accommo- 
dation for the staff would set free for the use of the patients rooms 
which must have cost a large sum to provide. 

The state of the Case-books continues to be creditable to the Assistant, Medical 
Medical Officer. records. 

The Chaplains’ books show that on last Sunday 363 Catholics and 25 Religious 
Protestants attended their respective - places of worship.' The Chap- ministration, 
lains are constant in their attendance.’

CORK DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

On the annual inspection of this asylum the wards were found 
greatly overcrowded, owing to a large influx of patients during the 
past few months. This overcrowding, it is to be hoped, will be 
somewhat diminished when the auxiliary asylum at Youghal is 
opened. 

At the present time, on the female side, there are a number of very 
acute and troublesome cases, as the admissions amongst the women 
have not only been numerous, but amongst them there appear to 
have been more than the usual proportion of noisy, destructive and 
dangerous cases— young girls suffering from acute or recurrent 
insanity. 

In few institutions is there a larger proportion of cases requiring 
constant care and supervision on the part of the staff, and in no 
place that I know of is a highly trained and trustworthy staff more 
urgently needed. Credit is therefore due to the nurses and officials 
for the manner in which their onerous duties are performed. 

Both males and females were decently dressed, and appeared to 
receive proper attention from the officials in whose charge they 
were. The personal clothing of all the patients, but especially 
that of the women, was neat and sufficiently warm, and in a state 
of good preservation. 

The wards were clean and in good order. 

The great overcrowding, and the number of acute cases on the 
female side, whose treatment is a matter of so much moment, ren- 
der the want of a suitable hospital only too apparent — a want 
which has been long felt and referred to in the annual reports 
from year to year. The existing hospital would be barely sufficient 
for the requirements of the male population, whilst on the female 
side the segregation of those requiring special treatment would do 
much to further their recovery, and would tend to the improvement 
of the whole female side, by providing the benefits of better classifi- 
cation, with greater efficiency of working and supervision. 

The comfort of the patients has been greatly increased by the 
heating of the various rooms. By the assistance of this heating 
system, the temperature throughout the corridors and sleeping 
rooms is rendered sufficiently warm,, even for those who are inclined 
to uncover themselves during the night. 

I saw the patients at dinner on two days of my visit. The food 
appeared excellent and was properly served, but the accommodation 
provided in the female dining halls is far from sufficient for the 
requirements of that sex.

These figures show an increase of twenty-seven men and fifty 
women in fourteen months. 

Judging from these figures, and from the number of cases amongst 
the female admissions suffering from acute insanity, there is, un- 
fortunately, no evidence of any diminution in the growth of in- 
sanity in this district. 

The death-rate in 1902 was only 6’ 6 per cent, on the average Deaths, 
number resident — a percentage below the average for Irish asylums. 

In only one case was it considered necessary to hold an inquest, Suffocation of 
viz., in that of a female patient who was found suffocated in the drying ckmet. 
drying closet of the laundry. y s 

The circumstances of this case formed the subject of an inquiry 
by us, and were duly reported to the Committee. 

There was no other death from misadventure, nor was there any 
suicide or death from violence. 

Outbreaks of zymotic disease were, unfortunately, frequent. Zymotic 
Scarlatina attacked one male and eight female patients, and proved diiease - 
fatal in the male and two of the female cases. Six of the female 
staff were also attacked. Dysentery appears to have been almost 
constantly present in the wards, attacking sixteen men and one 
woman, and proving fatal in the latter and in two of the former 
cases. There were eleven cases of enteric fever amongst the 
patients, two of which ended fatally, and also a fatal case amongst 
the staff. Ten cases of erysipelas were also recorded. There is at 
present only one case of dysentery under treatment. 

In 25 per cent, of the deaths the cause was verified by post-mortem Autopsies, 
examination. 

The serious casualties consisted of seven fractures of bones, Casualties 
caused by falls or assaults by other patients, and of one wound of 
throat, self-inflicted in an attempt to commit suicide ; also a 
wound caused by a fall in a fit ; and the loss of part of an ear bitten 
off by another patient.

41 per cent, of the deaths. The Committee might, perhaps, con- caseg> 
sider the advisability of providing a wooden hospital for the sepa- 


rate care of the patients suffering from this disease, as is now gene- 
rally done in Scotland. Such separate accommodation is not only 
.a boon to the sufferers themselves, but also serves as a means of 


protecting the healthy inmates from infection.

Eighty-eight patients are now returned as suffering from epi- 
lepsy, and thirty-nine are suicidal. The greater number of the 
epileptic, and all the suicidal patients now sleep in separate dormi- 
tories under constant supervision. 

The records show that seclusion was resorted to in the treatment 
of 53 men and 33 women — in the case of the men on 122 occasions 
for 738 hours, and in the case of the women on 115 occasions for 
801 hours; whilst restraint by gloves or the jacket was used with 
12 men on 16 occasions for 2,171 hours, and with 7 women for 
1,701 hours — the reasons given being to prevent self-injury or for 
surgical purposes. I can only say that the use of restraint with 
such a number of patients, and for such long periods, is now unusual 
in the asylums of this country. 

Excluding those only engaged in making beds, more than 40 
per cent, of the men and 50 per cent, of the women find some useful 
employment. Weaving, mat-making, and brush-making have now 
been added to the industries, and a new weaving shop is being 
built; but some of the other shops, such as the tailor’s, shoemaker’s, 
and upholsterer’s, are very inadequate for the work of such an 
institution. Steps should, therefore, be taken to remodel these 
buildings, and, as far as practicable, to place them together, with a 
view to simplifying their supervision. 

Forty-five men and fifty-one women go out walking beyond the 
farm once a week. 

The usual amusements, such as dances and concerts, continue to 
be provided, and the supply of amusing literature and newspapers 
seemed to be fairly liberal. 

More than half the patients are able to attend to their religious 
duties. On last Sunday 890 were present at Mass, 37 attended the 
Protestant Episcopalian service, and 2 the Presbyterian service. 

The chaplains are constant in their attendance, and the regula- 
tions with reference to the burial of the dead are carefully attended 
to. 

A great deal of work has been done during the past year by the 
patients and attendants. Amongst other useful works, all parts 
of the building are now connected by telephone, and by degrees 
the old single-rooms are being plastered, so as to enable them to 
be kept clean. 

The means of guarding against fire consist of internal and ex- 
ternal hydrants. The internal hydrants are always kept ready 
with hose attached, while the staff, both male and female, are 
trained in their management, and the steps to be taken on the 
first alarm of fire. The provision for the escape of the patients 
consists of a fire escape and ladders. It is doubtful if, in the ex- 
citement of fire, the insane could be got away by such means, and, 
therefore, where possible, iron escape stairs should be erected. At 
the wooden block, which is particularly exposed to danger by 
sparks from the chimneys on both sides, escape doors have been 
provided on each side. As an additional precaution it may be 
suggested that both here, and in the laundry, electricity should be 
substituted for gas as an illuminant. 

The proportion of attendants to patients is at present, on both 
sides, about 1 to 14 — not a high proportion, although the staff has 
been, from time to time, considerably increased. 
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The changes amongst the male staff are said to be frequent. 
Perhaps the Committee will consider the advisability of providing 
cottages, or of granting a more adequate lodging allowance for 
married attendants, and thus encourage the retention of dependable 
attendants, who, taking an interest in their work, would remain in 
the service of the institution. 

The registers are carefully kept. 

The notes in the case-book on the female side afford useful infor- 
mation with reference to the recent cases; but some of the old 
books have not been written up. On the male side, much more 
time and greater attention should be given to the keeping of the 
records, as the notes, both of old and new cases, are in arrear.

This table shows that during the eight months the number of patients 
increased by 19, and, consequently, the asylum now contains 35 patients 
more than the number for which there is legitimate accommodation. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that every effort will be made to hasten 
the completion of the additional buildings, now in course of erection, 
the plans having received the statutory approval of the Lord Lieutenant. '

Many of the admissions during the period under review were transfers 
from workhouses. These patients, contrary to the popular view, re- 
quire the most skilled nursing and attention. The Resident Medical 
Superintendent, in his last annual report, remarks on this subject that 
“ more than ever was it proved that no class of patient is such a tax 
on the resources of the asylum and so costly to maintain as the chronic 
and infirm patient transferred from the Union Workhouses. Debili- 
tated, degraded in habits, destructive, and oftentimes also suffering 
from such physical infirmity as lameness, blindness, or paralysis, he or 
she requires more nourishment, care, clothing, and special attention 
from the Medical Officers and the staff generally than the ordinary run 
of cases admitted.” I quite concur in these remarks, as my experience 
has shown that they admit of almost universal application in this 
country.

From the above figures it will be seen that all the suicidal and epi- 
leptic patients are under constant observation. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during the year 1902 was 10*3, viz. : — 7 '5 amongst the males, and 13 ’2 
amongst the females. , 

The deaths, apart from those resulting from zymotic disease, such 
as dysentery, which accounted for six cases, call for no special remarks. 

None of the deaths resulted from suicide or other misadventure. 

Of the total number of deaths — 46 — the cause was verified by 'post- 
mortem examination in 18 cases. These figures are an evidence of the 
anxiety on the part of the Resident Medical Superintendent to verify 
the cause of death in as many cases as possible, and also to promote, 
pathological research into the causation of mental diseases. 

As an evidence of the careful nursing which the patients receive, 
in no case was a bedsore found after death. 

No Coroner’s inquest was held during the period under review, and 
the only serious casualty was in the case of a male patient who sustained 
a dislocation of the right clavicle during an epileptic fit. 
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It is to be regretted that dysentery continues to be prevalent in the Downpatrick 
institution Experience shows that once this disease appears in an Asylum. 
asylum, it is almost certain to recrudesce. It must be remembered Zymotic 
that it is of a highly infective character, and the degraded habits and disease, 
c relessness of so many of the insane tend greatly to its propagation. 

Since last inspection 30 cases were reported. As already stated six of 
these cases proved fatal. 

There were also ten cases of erysipelas, one of typhoid fever, and two 
of influenza, none of which, however, ended fatally. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the year 1902 was Recovery 
31, viz. : — 31 *8 amongst the males, and 29*9 amongst the females. rat es. 

These percentages are somewhat below those recorded in the previous 
year, a reduction which the Resident Medical Superintendent explains 
by the fact that an unusually large number of chronic cases were ad- 
mitted from workhouses.

Since last inspection, three male patients were placed in seclusion 
for a total duration of 106 hours, and eight females for 1,688 hours ; 
while mechanical restraint, by means of a strait jacket, was used in 
the treatment of five males for 1,142 hours, and two females for 792 
hours in all, to prevent them from injuring themselves or others, or 
for surgical reasons. 

The improvement of the cooking appliances, referred to in previous 
reports, is now in progress, and, during the period under review, a 
great many repairs, minor alterations, and improvements have been 
carried out, as well as the painting, papering, and decorating of the 
buildings where necessary. The great care bestowed on the main- 
tenance of the fabric is always a noticeable feature of this institution. 

The amount contributed on behalf of paying patients continues to 
increase, and, during the financial year 1902-3, it reached the sub- 
stantial sum of £680 16s. 9c7. This, I feel sure, is due to the exertions 
of the Medical Superintendent, who requires the relatives of the patients 
in every case in which they can reasonably afford to do so, to lessen 
the cost of maintenance to the ratepayers. 

The net cost of maintenance during the year 1902-3 was £22 13s. 4(7. 
per patient — a sum which, considering the liberal treatment the patients 
receive, must be regarded as very satisfactory 

I am able to report favourably on the condition of the asylum 
generally. The day rooms and dormitories were found scrupulously 
clean, the day rooms brightened by plants and objects of interest, and 
supplied with papers and periodicals. 

The clothing, beds, and bedding of the patients were, as is usual in 
this asylum, very satisfactory. 

The patients were quiet and orderly, and as regards the treatment 
of the so-called “ refractory ” class, it is unnecessary to repeat the 
remarks made in the last memorandum of inspection. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which was well served, and the focd was 
of good quality. 

My visit, left, as usual, pleasing impressions as to the great care, 
energy, and ability with which the asylum is managed ; and I feel 
assured the Committee are aware of the Medical Superintendent’s zeal 
and ever- anxious attention to the discharge of his important duties, 
and that they fiiJly recognise how valuable his services ar«' to the in- 
stitution;

The different divisions of the asylum were found clean and in good 
order, and the personal cleanliness of the patients appeared to be care- 
fully attended to. The day being fine, the patients were, with the 
exception of the sick, out of doors, and for this reason the evidences of 
the serious overcrowding which unfortunately exists, were not so mani- 
fest. 

In many respects the condition and management of the institution 
continue to be satisfactory. 

During the period under review there was no violent death ; no 
Coroner’s inquest ; no patient underwent any form of mechanical 
restraint ; and only three patients (all females) were placed in seclusion 
for a short period on four separate occasions. There was only one 
serious casualty — that of a male patient (J.M.) who was knocked down 
in the exercise yard by another patient, and sustained a fracture of 
the thigh bone. 

The forms of zymotic disease recorded before June were twenty- five 
cases of influenza (thirteen amongst the patients, and twelve amongst 
the staff) ; two cases of erysipelas ; and one case of scarlatina. In June 
a case of typhoid fever appeared in the institution, and since that 
time there have been thirteen cases and two deaths, including the 
wife of the Assistant Medical Officer — Mrs. Greene — a much -respected 
lady, whose early death is universally deplored. 

In consequence of the occurrence of typhoid, my colleague and I 
again visited the institution on the 4th instant, accompanied by our 
Engineering Adviser, and I submit a memorandum prepared by us on 
the drainage and water supply, which are both open to grave suspicion, 
as being responsible for the present outbreak. We trust this memo- 
randum will assist the Committee in deciding what steps should now 
be taken.

APPENDIX. 


ENNIS DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Memorandum re Drainage and Water Supply. 

The main sewer is built of rubble masonry. It is of large dimensions, Special Memo, 
and is not watertight. The fall is flat. It is ventilated in close proxi- 
mity to the buildings, and the gases generated in the underground supply? ^ 
settling tanks would, to all appearance, traverse it, as there is no inter- 
cepting trap visible along its entire length. The branch drains at the 
rere of the building are disconnected from the main sewer. The rain- 
water pipes in the front of the building do not discharge openly. 
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The water supply is derived from the town mains, and from a well 
situated south of the asylum, on the low ground. This well is believed 
to be fed from the overflow of the lake at the north of the institution. 
Near this overflow a large manure pit is situated, which in wet weather 
must be full of liquid manure, and rotting garbage. This liquid per- 
colates into the ground, as the pit is not formed of any watertight 
material. 

The water supply for the institution is stored in high and low level 
tanks. The former is nearly over the boiler house : the latter over the 
kitchen. The low level tank has no cover : the high level tank cover 
is broken. It appears that the town supply is insufficient for the 
wants of the institution, and well water has to be pumped up into the 
high level tank in addition. 

Both these tanks are provided with scour plugs and pipes for cleansing 
purposes, and these scours are connected direct to the main sewer, 
instead of discharging through a ventilated intercepting trap. 

The sewage overflow from the tanks on the south side of the asylum 
is discharged through a cut in the field on the east of the buildings. 
It has been railed off to keep the cattle from grazing on it. This part 
of the field and the one outside the boundary wall adjacent to it are 
both liable to floods, so that the sewage gets carried over a large area 
of land. The greater part of this land is already sewage logged. 

It appears that the river Fergus, about a mile from the asylum, 
is tidal water, and it would seem to be a decided advantage to lay an 
outfall sewer from the asylum to this tidal water, and thus do away 
with tanks, irrigation, and all labour attending this method of sewage 
disposal. 

There appears to be no engineering difficulty in the way of carrying 
out this scheme, and, if adopted, the question of the disposal of the 
sewage from the asylum and its proposed extensions will then be 
settled for all time. 

As the asylum will soon have a water supply of its own, the main 
thing to do now is to use the town water for all purposes, as far as 
possible, and keep the consumption down to the lowest possible limit, 
so that there will be no necessity to use the well water. 

The plans, which the Committee are now having prepared for the 
extension of the present buildings, will also include a new drainage 
system from the proposed buildings, and sanitary annexes connected 
with them. The present drainage system will, therefore, be greatly 
altered, and it may not, under these circumstances, be found neces- 
sa:y to expend any large sum of money in making any immediate 
cl ange in the existing main built sewer, except the closing of the gratings 
iii the yards, and the ventilation of the sewer by iron vent pipes carried 
up well over the eaves of the main roofs of the buildings. 

The rain-water pipes directly connected to the drains should be cut, 
fitted with toes, and made to discharge over suitable gully traps. 

These are the most important changes which suggest themselves to us. 
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ENNISCOBTHY DISTRICT ASYLUM. Ensiscobthy 

Asylum. 

On the 18th September, 1902, when the last report on this asylum inspected on 
was written, there were on the books the names of 259 men and 218 15th Oct., 
women — total, 477. Since then 57 men and 62 women — total, 119, 1 903 - 

have been admitted; 76 have been discharged, and 37 have died, statistics, 
leaving on the register the names of 254 men and 229 women — total, 

483 (of whom one woman is absent on probation). These figures show 
a decrease of 5 men and an increase of 10 women during the period 
under review. 

The average number resident during the six months ending the 30th 
September has been 479 — 255 men and 224 women. These figures 
cannot be looked on as pointing to any increase of freshly occurring 
insanity in the district, especially as 38 of the admissions had been in 
the asylum before, and 27 were persons transferred from workhouses 
who had been, perhaps, for years insane : besides, the mortality rate Deaths, 
has continued low — amounting to only 6-3 on the average number 
resident during 1902. 

The causes of death in the cases which occurred since last visit were 
natural, and such as are usual in asylums. 

In twelve cases the cause was verified by 'post-mortem examination. Autopsies. 
When it is remembered that the mortuary is only a shed most unsuited 
for pathological work, these examinations are an evidence of the in- 
terest which the Assistant Medical Officer takes in his profession. 

The serious accidents were two fractures of the bones of the arm, Casualties, 
due to falls. 

In May and June erysipelas broke out, attacking seven men and one Zymotic 
woman, and causing one death. DuringThe end of last, and the beginning disease, 
of the present year, influenza attacked eleven of the staff, but, curious 
to say, only one of the patients, in which case it proved fatal. 

Ten patients were found in bed suffering from physical disease. Health. 

There are at present 15 epileptics under care, and 15 patients are Epileptic and 
returned as actively suicidal. suicidal cases. 

The returns of restraint and seclusion show that 3 women were re- Restraint and 
strained — 1 by gloves, and 2 by the camisole — for a total duration of sec uslon - 
10 hours ; whilst 30 men and 20 women have been secluded — the men 
on 238 occasions, for a total period of 2,430 hours, and the women 
on 481 occasions, for a total period of 6,655 hours. 

The female patients were fairly neat and tidy in their appearance : Condition and 
that of the men would be improved by providing them with neck- clothing, 
ties. 

The bedding is clean and well looked after. All the sleeping rooms Beds and 
are now supplied with new bedsteads with wire and hair mattresses, e ( ln S- 
with the exception of the dormitory occupied by the patients of de- 
graded habits. Here the old palliasses are still in use. Until ihey are 
done away with, it will be impossible to keep the atmosphere of this 
room pure. 

The floors throughout the house are now all bees-waxed, and are Flooring, 
kept in excellent order. , w 

Blinds are, by degrees, being provided for the dormitory windows. 

Special towels should be supplied for the bath-rooms, and additional 
looking-glasses in the female lavatories would add to the women’s Furnishing o t 
comfort. lavatories.

The means of escape in case of fire appear adequate. A second 
exit is provided from all the sleeping rooms, with the exception of those 
at the end of the top story on the male side. Internal hydrants were 
found in readiness in all the wards. 

Exclusive of ward cleaners, 39 per cent, of the men, and 45 per cent, 
of the women are usefully employed. Weaving has now proved a useful 
industry, and already a good deal of the material used in the men’s 
clothing is manufactured in the establishment. All the men’s clothing, 
and the boots for both sides are now made in the tailor’s and shoe- 
maker’s shops. 

It is understood that the Committee have under consideration the 
installation of electric lighting — the power to be obtained from a mill 
wheel which is worked by water. This mill, with some land about 
it, is about to be acquired by the Committee. The superiority of electric 
light for asylum purposes is now fully established. 

No change has taken place in the strength of the staff, which is still 
one attendant to over eleven male patients, but now only one nurse 
to fourteen patients on the female side. 

Weekly entertainments are regularly given. In addition, parties of 
patients have been sent to various outside shows. 

Fifty-four per cent, are able to attend their places of worship. Two 
hundred and forty-one are able to be present at Mass, whilst 22 attend 
the Protestant Service. The Chaplains are most regular in their 
attendance. 

All the books and registers are kept with due care, and the Case- 
book does credit to Dr. Kennedy, who, in the absence of Dr. Drapes 
on his holidays, afforded me all the information I required.

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Although there has been an increase of six in the numbers remain- Kilkkxsy 
ing at the present date, this is due to a decrease in the number of As ™ M - 
patients discharged, and to the very low death-rate, rather than to Admissions 
any increase in the admissions. Amongst the latter, fourteen were 
received from workhouses, and had been many years in the lunatic ou8<!8 ' 
wards of these institutions. There is, therefore, no reason to assume 
that any increase of freshly occurring insanity is taking place in this 
district. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident Death rate, 
during the period under review was 5 '5, being much below the average 
even in Irish asylums, which for last year was 7 '7. 

The health of the institution has been excellent. Health. 

There has been no death from suicide or violence, nor was a Coroner’s No suicides or 
inquest considered necessary in any case, nor has any outbreak of fatal accidents 
disease, with the exception of influenza, visited the asylum. 

All the deaths were from causes generally met with amongst the 
insane. i 

No serious casualty is reported. _ Ko casualties. 

Restraint does not appear to have been resorted to, but seclusion No restraint, 
was adopted in the treatment of five men and six women, on eighty Seclu8ion 
occasions, for tw» hundred and eighty seven hours, in the case of the 
men, and on sixteen occasions for sixtv-six hours on the female side. 

The only epidemic was an outbreak of influenza, which attacked zymotic 
fifteen males and ten females, and six of the male and five of the female disease, 
staff, but without any fatality. At the present time only five patients 
are confined to bed sixteen males and fifteen females are epileptics ; Epileptic and 
and one male and three females are returned as actively suicidal — suicidal cases, 
but none of these are at present under constant supervision. 

Some efforts have been made to carry out a better classification of Classification 
the patients, but it is to be hoped that, with a stronger staff, still further ° ( patients, 
efforts will be made in this direction, as, at present, the numbers of 
patients collected in some of the wards are too many for proper super- 
vision. 

Since the last visit much has been done in improving the appear- Supply of 
ance of the corridors and rooms by painting and decorating, and by *""j, l “ r ' f and 
the supply of pictures and cheap objects of interest. There is still, 
however, a great want of homely furniture, and articles of comfort 
and amusement — such as bookcases containing a few cheap books. 

The patients were remarkably quiet and well behaved. Conduct. 

The men’s clothing will be improved when tweed is substituted for clothing, 
frieze. 

The women were very tidy as regards their personal appearance, Beda and bed- 
and the neatness of their dress reflects credit on the female staff. The ding, 
bedding is very clean. Under blankets are by degrees being supplied 
on all beds, but I trust that, at an early date, wire mattresses will be 
substituted’ for the iron laths still largely in use, and which cannot 
conduce to comfort or sleep. 

The staff has been increased by the addition of two male attendants staff, 
and one nurse, and now consists of four charge and fourteen ordinary 
attendants, and , on the female side, of four charge and ten ordinary nurses 

giving a proportion of one attendant to over twelve male patients, 

and one nurse to over fifteen female patients. The strength of the 
female staff is still too low to prevent accidents, and should be increased.

many similar institutions electric clocks are now used, by which a 
faithful return is made of the wakefulness and attention to duty of 
those employed during the night watches. 

The sleeping rooms provided for the use of the attendants and nurses 
are at present in a very comfortless and inattractive state. The walls 
are damp, and from want of sufficient presses, the occupants have to 
keep their clothing on chairs and tables. Dr. West tells me that lie 
is about to sheet the walls so as to keep out the damp. The rooms 
are large and hold four persons. It might be possible to divide them 
into cubicles, and so afford a little privacy — at any rate they should 
be properly furnished. 

The returns show that — exclusive of ward cleaners — 42 per cent, of 
the men, and 52 per cent, of the women are usefully employed. At 
the present season the numbers engaged at farm work are compara- 
tively few. 

If any opportunity should occur of increasing the extent of the farm, 
the Committee would be well advised to obtain additional land, as, by 
this means healthy occupation would be provided with a profitable 
return on the outlay. 

Weaving has been started as an industry, and already two looms 
have been obtained, and a considerable amount of'Tnaterial for men’s 
clothing has been made. 

During the past season a great deal of work has been carried out in 
painting the inside of the institution ; in repairing the boundary wall ; 
and in other useful works. Two pairs of Meldrum furnaces have been 
fitted on the boilers. 

The dinner supplied on this day was excellent in quality, and ap- 
peared to be acceptable. It was served with great regularity and order. 

Both men and women dine together, and their conduct left nothing 
to be desired as regards the propriety and decorum of their demeanour. 

The goods received under contract appeared of fair quality. The 
cattle for the supply of meat are driven up to the asylum and slaughtered 
there — a course which insures that the contract is properly carried 
out. r 

As regards precautions in the event of fire, the means of escape by 
stairs from the various corridors and dormitories would appear suffi- 
cient — affording an alternative exit from each landing. As regards 
the means of extinguishing an outbreak of fire, however, the water supply 
is utterly inefficient, as neither in quantity or pressure would it be 
found capable of protecting the building, and there are no internal 
hydrants, so that there would be no hope of preventing the destruction 
of the building. It is to be hoped that, at no distant date, the Committee 
will make arrangements to introduce a water supply, both sufficient 
in quantity and capable of commanding all parts of the building. 

One hundred and twenty-four men and one hundred and thirty- 
one women attended Mass on last Sunday. Seven men and six women 
went to the Protestant Service. The Chaplains are constant in their 
attendance, and the funerals are carried out in accordance with the 
prescribed regulations. 

The books are kept up to date, but fuller entries should be made 
in the Case-books.

It is gratifying to observe from these figures that the number of Decreased 
patients resident has decreased by 17, viz., a decrease of 13 on the numbers, 
male, and 4 on the female side. 

The numbers resident on the 18th instant were not only considerably 
less than those recorded last year, but even show a small decrease (2) 
as compared with the numbers returned at the date of inspection in 
1901. 

It may be noted that the total deaths during 1903 were greater than 
during 1902, but this is not sufficient to account for the decrease 
which has taken place in the number resident, and it may be — although 
it is not safe to prophesy about such a matter — that the limit of the 
number of registered insane in this district has at last been reached. 

The percentage of recoveries on the admissions during the period Recovery 
under review was 52, viz., 51 '6 amongst the males, and 52*6 amongst Rates, 
the females. 

Although the number of patients in respect of whose maintenance Paying 
contributions are received from relatives, or out of their own property, patients, 
has doubled since the date of the last report — being now 18 (13 males 
and 5 females) as compared with 9 in November, 1902 — the total 
amount received from this source during the financial year ended 31st 
March last was only £98 16s. Qd. 

In again calling attention to the small amount of these receipts, I 
may point out that the corresponding figures for the other five Counties 
in Munster were: — Cork, £663 3s. 6 d. ; Clare, £480 10s. Id. ; Water- 
ford, £377 6s. 9 d. ; Limerick, £225 18s. 6d. ; Tipperary, £165 8s. 7 d. 

Even in such a poor district as Donegal, the receipts from this 
source — amounting to £193 Is. 2 d. in the same year — compare favour- 
ably with those obtained in County Kerry.

It is difficult to understand why, if greater exertions were made, the 
amount obtained in County Kerry could not be materially increased.* 
During the financial year, 1902-3, the gross average cost of main- 
tenance, including repayments in respect of loans for erection of build- 
ings and purchase of land, was £25 18s. lOd. per patient ; while the net 
average cost, excluding the loan repayments referred to, and deducting 
receipts from paying patients, from sales of farm produce, and from 
other miscellaneous sources, was £22 Os. 8 d. 

In my last memorandum of inspection I expressed regret that the 
members of the Committee were not able to pay periodical visits to the 
asylum, as such visits are not only conducive to good management, but 
are also in a special degree gratifying to the patients. It is difficult to 
understand how a Committee of Management can be fully acquainted 
with the working of an institution, if they do not pay at least occasional 
visits to it. I find that, during the past year, only one such visit was 
paid, viz. : — on the 22nd January last.

The only zymotic disease recorded since last visit was a fatal attack 
of dysentery in the case of a soldier, who had suffered from a previous 
attack of the disease while in South Africa during the late war. 

The percentage of deaths on the average number resident during 
1903 was 11*2, viz., 13-8 amongst the males, and 8'3 amongst the 
females. 

The deaths during the period under review call for no special 
remarks, save that, as usual in this asylum, a great proportion of them 
were due to pulmonary consumption. 

In five cases the cause of death was verified by ’post mortem examina- 
tion. 

i am glad to notice that in no case had the patient been suffering 
from bedsores at the time of decease. 

* Since the date of this memorandum, it haB been ascertained that a very 
substantial increase in the amount of these receipts has taken place, and the 
amount for the current financial year will therefore be greatly in excess of that, 
received in 1902-3. 
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In no case was a Coroner’s Inquest deemed necessary, and no Killarnby 
serious casualties were recorded. The latter fact is a remarkable testi- Asylum. 
mony to the natural good temper of the Kerry peasantry, especially as No insists or 
the staff of attendants in charge of the acute and excitable cases is so casualties, 
weak. 

In this connection I would again call attention to the desirability of Uniform for 
providing the attendants with a distinctive uniform, which has been attendants, 
found in all similar institutions so useful in the maintenance of 
authority. 

I find that, at present, none of the female attendants, and only six of Qualifications 
the males, hold the certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association of staff, 
for proficiency in mental nursing. It is true that many of the former 
have short service, but I think that there should be a more systematic 
effort made to train them in the discharge of their duties, and <nve 
them the instruction necessary for obtaining the proof of efficiency 
which the certificate alluded to confers. 

The only case of mechanical restraint recorded since last inspec- Restraint, 
tion, was the use of a strait jacket, for thirty-six hours, to pre- 
vent a male patient from irritating an ulcer from which he was suffering. 

Five male patients were placed in seclusion on twenty-nine occasions seclusion 
for 209 hours in all, and this form of treatment was also used in the 
cases of two females, on six occasions, for a total period of forty-six 
hours. 

I cannot say that the employment of the male patients, as shown in Employment, 
the following Table, giving the numbers employed and unemployed on

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It is universally recognised that the most useful form of employment 
in the treatment of the insane is agricultural work, but^ the number 
employed at such work in this asylum instead of increasing, as in all 
similar institutions, appears to be diminishing from year to year. Thus 
in December, 18s9, out of a total of 288 males, 50 were returned as 
employed at garden or field labour. In October, 1900, out of a total 
of 301, 42 were so employed ; in December, 1901, out of 304, 36 were 
employed ; in November, 1902, out of 308, the number fell to 30 ; while 
this year, out of 295, as above shown, only 29 were returned as engaged 
at this form of work. 

I regret to find that all the steps for the acquisition of additional 
land at the west of the asylum have not yet been completed, but I 
trust that this matter may be hastened as much as possible. 

In addition to the weekly dances, which are attended on an average 
by 91 males and 135 females, four dramatic entertainments have been 
provided for the amusement of the patients since last inspection. There 
were also special festivities at Christmas, Easter, and other holidays. 

The Chaplains pay frequent visits to the institution, but the number 
of patients returned as able to attend Divine Service is below the 
average. The following Table shows the numbers present on the

Dietary. I saw the patients at dinner. Their conduct was very good. The 

food consisted of salted ling and potatoes. The Medical Superinten- 
dent stated that many of the patients were accustomed to eating this 
fish in their own homes, and for this reason they relish it. I cannot, 
however, say that I consider it a suitable article of food for any of the 
patients who are at all delicate, and as regards the recent and acute 
cases, it lies as a conscientious obligation on the medical officers to 
provide them with abundance of highly nutritious and easily digested 
food, such as new milk and eggs, beef tea, &c., which, in many cases, is 
Necessity for essential to their recovery. The male dining room is sufficiently large, 
extension of but the corresponding room on the female side cannot accommodate 
female dining- a j]_ ^e female patients.

Supervision of On the male side there is a dormitory for the constant supervision of 
suicidal and the suicidal and epileptic cases at night, but there are no single rooms 
epileptic cases, j n connection with it for those patients who cannot sleep in a dormi- 
tory. 

On tho female side no observation dormitory has yet been provided, 
and, therefore, in the re-arrangement of the accommodation consequent 
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on the additions to the asylum which have just been completed, an Killarxbt 
effort should be made to provide such a dormitory, which is considered Asylum. 
essential in all modern asylums. 

The additions to the asylum have, as already stated, now been com- Removal of 
pleted, and as soon as they are taken over from the contractor, a serious building 
effort should be made to remove all the debris, and repair the damage debns * 
done to the grounds, yards, &c., during the building operations. 

The new rooms require to be suitably furnished, and many of the old Furniture, 
divisions are also in need of a better supply, and more suitable furni- 
ture. 

Some improvements have been carried out in the laundry since last I.aundry. 
inspection, The hydro-extractor should, however, be protected by a 
wire netting. 

During the period under review a great deal of work has been car- Works carried 
ried out by the asylum staff, with the assistance of the patients, in Jjy as y lum 
repairing the damage done by the severe storms of last winter. Many a ur ' 
of the outside walls" were pointed with cement ; the walls of the corri- Plastering, &c 
dor of No. 3 ward were plastered ; a number of minor alterations, and of ward3 * 
painting and papering, where necessary, were carried out ; and some 
articles of furniture were made. I trust that the work of plastering 
and decorating the wards will be continued. 

Many of the bedsteads throughout the asylum are antiquated and Beds 
getting out of repair. The Medical Superintendent informed me that 
100 new Lawson-Tait bedsteads have already been ordered, and I trust 
the Committee will see the advisability of gradually substituting such 
bedsteads for the few old ones which will still remain. 

As regards protection against fire, which is an essential matter in Protection 
dealing with the insane, I find that new fire hose and hydrants have against fire, 
been provided, but the escape stairs at the end of the buildings on the 
male side would not, in case of fire, afford direct egress from the dormi- 
tory occupied by working and convalescent patients. 

I examined the asylum records, and found them duly written up. Records

I find that the maximum number resident on any day during the 
period under review was on the 19th ultimo, when there were 438 
males, and 251 females in residence.

There seems to be considerable variation in the condition and treat- Condition and 
ment of the patients in different parts of the asylum. Thus the “ re- treatment, 
fractory ” classes to whose condition attention has been frequently 
called, are crowdedjin very cheerless rooms, without those surroundings 
which exercise so markedly beneficial an effect even on the most ex- 
cited or degraded cases. 1 am sure the Medical Superintendent does 
everything in his power to ameliorate the state of these patients under 
existing conditions, but, until they are divided up into smaller groups, Comfortable 
and afforded plenty of elbow room, comfortable furniture, and ob- furniture, &c., 
jects of interest, there is no hope of any marked improvement being required, 
effected in their condition. I am quite aware that in a poor district 
like Donegal, it may seem unnecessarily extravagant to recommend 
the provision of such articles of furniture as easy chairs and couches 
for pauper lunatics, but, knowing from experience that these patients 
are most amenable to the influence of physical rest and comfort, I 
think it right to urge the Committee to provide furniture of the kind 
indicated. Patients of this class, who would be excited and dangerous 
if seated on hard forms in close proximity to each other, will frequently 
become docile and quiet, if provided with easy chairs or couches in 
which they can rest or doze. Certainly, to place a recent case of in- 
sanity in one of the refractory wards under present conditions would,

Inefficiency of Some of the patients complained of being supplied with damp clothing, 
laundry. This I found on inquiry to be unavoidable, owing to the drying power 
of the laundry being quite insufficient for the number of articles which 
pass through it each week. 

The matter has, I understand, already been brought under the notice 
of the Committee, who will, I feel assured, give immediate attention 
to the recommendations made by the Medical Superintendent for the 
improvement of the drying arrangements. 

I found that the floor of the washing room was extremely wet, and 
I need not say that this must be very unpleasant a.nd unhealthy for 
the patients and staff employed there, as well as injurious to their 
boots. A great improvement could be effected by covering the floor 
with wooden gratings, if it be deemed too expensive to relay it, so as to 
make it self -draining. 

Provisions. I inspected the provisions — the meat was of good quality, and had 
been slaughtered on the premises. The bread did not appear to be o 
as good quality as that usually supplied in asylums. 
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The milk seemed of good quality, but I regretted to perceive that 
it is still necessary to obtain such a large quantity by contract. 1 was — 
informed that the present supply from the farm is only about twenty- Milk supply 
five gallons per day, while sixty-six gallons have to be purchased outside 
on six days, and one hundred and forty on one day of the week As 
the milk supply is a matter of such importance to the patients, I trust 
that the members of the Committee— many of whom, I am sure, are 

practical agriculturists-will give the question of the farm manage- Man.gea.«nt 

ment their careful attention, with the view of utilising the increased 
acreage of land now attached to the institution to the best advantage. 

I have before me a return for the County Down Asylum which shows 
that during the month of October last, twenty-four cows yielding milk 
gave a total supply of 1,570 gallons-being sufficient for the entire 
needs of the institution. There is no apparent reason why the work- 
ing of the farm should not yield as good results at Letterkenny as it 
undoubtedly does at Downpatrick Asylum. 

In some cases the patients’ clothing seemed rather shabby, but in Clothing, 
the majority of cases it was good. 

Some of the tweeds of Irish manufacture are very strong, as well as 
being suitable for asylum wear. 

The boots are made in the institution at a cost which contrasts 
favourably with contract prices. 

I saw the patients at dinner in the male dining hall. The food con- Dietary ,„a 
sisted of boiled beef and soup, with potatoes and turnips, and there jervico o 
were just 300 men present. The seventy-one male refractory 
patients dine in their division, and I cannot speak favourably of the 
manner in which their dinner was served. I think the attendants 
should make a more serious effort to improve the habits of many of these 
patients. The hospital patients dine in the corridor of the ward. 

Weekly dances, attended on an average by ninety-nine patients, viz., Amusement,, 
fifty-seven males and forty- two females, are given in the winter months, 
and the males engage in outdoor games, such as hockey and football. 

The Chaplains are regular in their attendance, and the numbers of Religious 
patients attending Divine Service on the Sunday preceding my visit mmatrsfon

A very serious outbreak of influenza occurred at the end of last, 
and beginning of the present year, attacking both patients and staff, 
and thus causing very serious inconvenience in the administration of 
the institution. Since last visit no less than one hundred and twenty 
cases were recorded, viz., seventy-nine amongst the patients, and 
forty- one amongst the staff, with a fatal result in the cases of six males 
and three females. 

There were five cases of typhoid — two of them fatal — on the male 
side, and four males and seven females, and a member of the female 
staff suffered from erysipelas. 

The cause of death was verified by post mortem examination in six 
cases, and in five of the sixty-three cases the patients had suffered 
from bedsores, a record which would indicate the necessity for more 
careful nursing of the sick and infirm. 

In only one case (that of a female) was a Coroner’s Inquest deemed 
necessary — death having resulted from bronchitis and exhaustion, 
following a wound in the throat, self-inflicted, prior to the patient’s 
admission to the asylum.

In the last case an Inquiry on oath was held by my colleague, and, 
although the evidence went to show that the patient’s jaw was broken 
by a blow while out working on the farm, on the 27th March, no definite 
evidence could be obtained, fixing the blame on any particular person. 

In our Report on the Inquiry, however, we pointed out to the Com- 
mittee that the attendant in charge of the patient at the time he sus- 
tained the injury, should be held responsible for it. 
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I am glad to be able to report that no patient was placed in mechanical Letterkenny 
restraint or seclusion during the period under review, which is a credit- Asylum.

Some of the walls and- ceilings in the officers’ quarters have been 
sheeted ; carts, tables, troughs, &c., have been made ; wire fencing 
and gates have been erected ; and a new road, twenty feet wide, has 
been laid as an exercise ground for the male patients in the winter 
months. 

In a former report attention was called to the necessity for fire- Precautions 
extinguishing appliances, and the improvement of the egress from against fire, 
certain parts of the building, such as No. 6 Dormitory on the male 
side, and No. 12 on the female side. 


Since then an ample supply of hose, with the necessary fittings, 

&c., has been procured, and some of the male attendants are periodi- 
cally trained in the use of these appliances by the Assistant Medical 
Officer. 

Plans and estimates for iron fire escape stairs from Divisions Nos. 5 
and 6 on the male side, and Nos. 11 and 12 on the female side, are at 
present under consideration. 

The water supply appears to be ample during the winter months, Water supply, 
but in a dry summer there is some danger of a failure, and the Com- 
mittee, acting on the recommendation of the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, have, therefore, authorised the construction of another 
reservoir by patients’ labour — a work which will shortly be commenced. 

I found the registers, as usual, very carefully kept by the Clerk, Mr. Records care- 
Russell ; while the medical records were fully written up by Dr. fully kept by 
Martin, the Assistant Medical Officer, who continues to discharge his Clerk and 
important duties in a very satisfactory manner. mSS* 

I had special interviews with some patients who had complaints to c<mplaints of 
make. . These, in nearly all instances, were on the subject of their patients, 
detention, but in one case the patient complained that his sleep was 
disturbed at night owing to the noise made by the night attendant 
opening and shutting doors on his rounds.

LIMERICK DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

At this asylum extensive structural works are at present in pro- 
gress. These works embrace the rebuilding and remodelling of the 
kitchen, laundry, and stores. As these departments had been 
found unequal to meet the requirements of the increasing numbers, 
and the increased size of the institution, both from their limited 
capacity and from their obsolete and inadequate machinery, it was 
found necessary to rebuild and relit them. With this view, plans 
have been prepared and contracts taken for the re-erection of the 
administrative block, and for the provision of the modern 
machinery necessary for the work of an asylum of this size. 

In the meanwhile, however, great difficulties are experienced in 
meeting the daily wants of the establishment, deprived, as it is, of 
all the appliances necessary for its efficient administration. Al- 
ready the old laundry has been pulled down, and the washing has 
to be carried on in an improvised structure in the basement. To 
carry on the laundry work of an establishment of this size, with 
such limited means, must impose great labour and anxiety on the 
staff, and must interfere more or less with the daily routine of 
asylum life, which is so important to the well-being of the insane. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that nothing will occur to hinder the 
early completion of these important works.

This shows a decrease of two males and an increase of five females 
in the last twelve months — the net increase being three. 

Neither from this increase, nor from the numbers admitted is 
there any evidence which could be taken as showing an increase of 
insanity in the district. 

The deaths call for no special remarks. In only one case was the 
cause the subject of a Coroner’s inquest. In this case death was 
due to injuries inflicted with suicidal intent before admission, and 
a verdict to that effect was returned. 

In five cases the disease causing death was verified by post- 
mortem examination. 

No death resulting from misadventure or violence is recorded. 
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The only febrile disease occurring during the year -was typhoid Limerick 
fever, which attacked one female patient during the summer and Asylu m 
one male during last month. Zymotic 

disease. 

The serious casualties recorded were : — Casualties. 


(1.) Fracture of the right thigh and of the left leg, sustained 
by a patient who threw herself from the top of the fire- 
escape stairs. 

(2.) Injury to the urethra from a kick by another patient. 

(3.) Loss of left eye, caused by a blow from another patient. 

Restraint has been resorted to in the treatment of one male and Restraint, 
one female — in the case of the male for sixty hours on account of 
violence and excitement, and in the case of the female for seven 
hours to prevent the removal of dressings after an operation. 

Six men and four women were secluded — the men on twenty- Seclusion, 
four occasions for 283 hours, and the women on seven occasions for 
seventy-four hours in all. 

The behaviour of the patients during the visit was excellent — Conduct, 
both men and women appeared to be contented, and were well con- condition, 
ducted and free from excitement. The clothing was satisfactory. c, °thiug. 
That of the male patients was in good order and that of the women 
was neat, and their personal appearance was tidy. 

On the two days of the visit the dinner in the halls was seen. Service of 
The meal on one day consisted of tea and bread ; on the other of 'Tl eal3 and 
Irish stew. As tea and dry bread is not a very nourishing cr 18 aiy * 
palatable dinner, butter for all patients would be a useful addition 
to these dinners. The service of the meals was orderly and ex- 
peditious. Glass water carafes and tumblers are in general use. 

It is to be hoped that, when the lanudry is again in working order, 
tablecloths will be supplied for the female dinner tables. 

The beds and bedding were of excellent quality, and the linen, Beds and 
having regard to the great difficulties in getting the washing done bedding, 
at the present time, was wonderfully clean. Under-blankets 
should, however, be supplied on all beds, and not only on some, as 
at present. 

The returns of employment show that, exclusive of those only Employment, 
engaged in bed-making, under 39 per cent, of the men and oyer 
50 per cent, of the women find some useful work to do. Weaving 
is now introduced as an industry, and a good deal of material haa 
already been made for the patients’ use. 

There are at present twenty-five male and twenty female atten- staff, 
dants on duty during the day — giving a ratio of one attendant to 
thirteen male patients, and one nurse to almost fifteen female 
patients. Four additional male attendants have been added to the 
staff. On the female side some further additions should be made, 
so as to prevent accidents. The night staff consists of two male 
and three female attendants. On the male side, having regard 
to the numbers requiring care and supervision, and the long dis- 
tances between the sleeping rooms, two attendants can hardly be 
considered sufficient to carry out these onerous duties. 

The wooden block is now occupied by fifty-nine patients in charge Temporary 
of four attendants during the day, but they are not under a ny building, 
supervision during the night.

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This block is heated by steam, and provides excellent accom- 
modation. The patients occupying it take their meals in the 
general dining-room. 

, During the year, as in the past, a great deal of useful work has 
been clone in this asylum by the aid of the staff and patients. Many 
new floors have been laid down and new doors erected, and a great 
deal of painting has been carried out; all the clothing has been 
made for both patients and attendants, and all boots and shoes 
manufactured. The bread is baked, and the cattle slaughtered 
within the establishment. 

Unfortunately, the tunnel connecting the new farm with the old 
has not yet been made. On this account it has not been possible 
to utilize the land lately purchased, to the extent it would other- 
wise have been availed of. 

The religious wants of the patients continue to be carefully 
attended to. About one-third of them are able to attend to their 
religious duties. 

On last Sunday 196 were present at Mass and thirteen went to 
the Protestant Service. 

It is understood that, amongst the other structural improvements, 
the Chapel, which must be now too small for the congregation, will 
be enlarged. 

The registers and other medical books, including the Case-books, 
are carefully kept by Dr. Coffey, the Assistant Medical Officer. 

Of late, extensive structural alterations have been carried out in 
this asylum, increasing the accommodation and providing comfort- 
able sitting-rooms and dormitories, heated by hot water, and de- 
cently furnished. Throughout the institution all the windows have 
now been lowered, admitting light and air, and the floors have 
been renewed by polished pitch pine. 

The front wards, however, still require to be artificially heated ; 
the upper story to be remodelled by the removal of useless walls ; 
new baths and sanitary fittings supplied; and new floors put in 
where this has not already been done. 

I can congratulate the Committee on the progress which has 
already been made in the work of remodelling this old institution, 
and I trust that the progress will continue, so as to enable this 
ancient building to keep pace with the advancement which has been 
made in the treatment of the insane, and to continue the useful 
work which it has been carrying on for so many years.

It would be satisfactory to note that the asylum population has 
decreased by eight, were not this decrease due to the excessive death- 
rate which prevailed during the period under review. 

Apart from the block at Gransha, which accommodates sixty-four Accommoda- 
male patients, the asylum only provides proper dormitory accommo- tion - 
dation for 159 males and 172 females, and dayroom accommodation 
for 167 of each sex. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the period under Recovery 
review was 30*8, viz., 25 • 4 amongst the males, and 35 amongst the rates - 
females. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent has succeeded in training the Staff, 
attendants carefully in the discharge of their duties, and he and the 
Assistant Medical Officer deserve much credit in connection with this 
important matter. It must be gratifying to them that no less than 
nineteen male, and eleven female attendants have succeeded in obtaining 
the certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency 
in mental nursing. 

Not only in this matter, but also in everything that concerns the cffi " 

welfare of the patients, and the successful working of the institution mcd ; ca i 

officers. 
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London- the Medical Officers are most zealous in the discharge of their duties, 
Asyium anc * exer °i se careful supervision over every detail of administration. 

Notwithstanding this, however, as a proof that natural laws cannot 

TLgh deal h b e defied for any long period, the serious overcrowding of the old asylum 

1 has undoubtedly acted unfavourably on the health of the inmates, and, 

as might be expected, this is more marked on the female side, where 
the overcrowding is greater. 

The death-rate was very high, and, in the comparatively short period 
under review, one death took place amongst every six or seven patients. 

From the following table, showing the causes of the deaths, it will 
be seen how many of them resulted from chest affections : —

The cause of death was verified by post-mortem examination in five 
cases, and in no case had a patient been suffering from bedsores at the 
time of death — a fact which bears testimony to the careful nursing 
which the sick and infirm receive. 

As above shown no fatal accidents or suicides occurred, and in no 
case was a Coroner’s inquest deemed necessary.

Every effort is made to interest and amuse the patients who, in 
addition to weekly dances (attended on an average by eighty- eight 
males and ninety females) are afforded opportunities of enjoying variety 
entertainments by professionals and amateurs, concerts, circus per- 
formances, and theatricals. The males are also encouraged to join 
in outdoor games, such as football, cricket, golf, and athletic sports. 
Picnics are given in the summer, and special festivities at Christmas, 
while the wards are well supplied with papers and periodicals, and with 
facilities for playing cards, billiards, &c. 

A considerable proportion of the patients are able to receive religious 
ministration, as the following table, giving the numbers present at 
Divine Service on the first day (Sunday) of my visit, shows : —

It should be stated that many of the Protestant patients at Gransha 
attend both the Episcopalian and Presbyterian Services. 

It is gratifying to be again able to record that no patient was placed 
in mechanical restraint or seclusion, since the last visit of inspection. 

The condition of the various wards was satisfactory. 

The clothing of the patients was good, and the bed covering clean and 
sufficient. 

There was little noise or turmoil, even amongst the excitable classes. 

As there is no likelihood of the parent asylum being vacated for 
many years, I think steps should be taken to extend the system of 
general heating to the older parts of the building. 

If some members of the Committee will visit the newer portions, 
which have been heated, and then go to the older parts, I feel sure 
they will endorse my view. 

This matter is rendered the more pressing, owing to the large number 
of cases of chest affections amongst the patients, as indicated by the 
table already given. 

During the period under review a new cooking range has been erected 
in the kitchen, and a new heater provided for the baths, laundry, 
kitchen, &c. 

The building and other work incidental to the erection of these 
appliances was carried out by the asylum staff, with the assistance 
of the patients, and the following works were also carried out by asylum 
labour : — 

Erection of iron paling and gates at Gransha ; conversion of shed 
at Gransha into cow-house, and fitting up of same. 

Fitting up of temporary slaughter-house at Gransha. 

Erection of new hot water tank in laundry. 

Renewal and extension of steam and hot water pipes where 
necessary. 

Laying of some new floors. 

Carrying out general repairs, and minor alterations. 

Painting and decoration where required, throughout the buildings. 
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The tradesmen’s shops are unfortunately placed in the basement, Loxdon- 
and some of them should be moved to a better position when an oppor- ^lum 
tunity occurs. _ ' — 

The laundry accommodation is very cramped and insanitary, and "Workshops, 
as soon as another block has been erected at Gransha, I think the best Laundry, 
arrangement would be to remove the laundry there, where there is 
ample room for buildings and so much better facilities for outdoor 
drying. 

Plans for a second block at Gransha to accommodate 100 patients Erection of a 
of the recent and acute class received the statutory approval of the second block. 
Lord Lieutenant this year, and the erection of the building is now in at Granslia - 
progress. 

This building will be two stories high, and will contain dayrooms, 
dining hall, and dormitories, with a large proportion of single rooms. 

The usual administrative departments, such as kitchen, scullery, 
pantries, stores, boiler and engine house are included. 

Provision is also made for special admission wards, isolation wards, 
a visitors’ room, surgery, office, sanitary accommodation — including 
lavatories and bathrooms — and quarters for a Medical Officer and 
attendants. 

Having regard to the character of this building the next block can 
be of a very simple and inexpensive nature, and, considering the ever 
increasing demand for asylum accommodation, I think the Committee provision of 
should take time by the forelock, and have the plan of the next structure further accom- 
prepared, so as to be in a position to proceed with its erection as soon modation. 
as the present building is completed. 

There are at present seventeen patients (eight males and nine fe- Paying 
males) in the asylum, towards whose maintenance contributions are patients, 
made by relatives or out of their own property — the rates of payment, 
ranging from £5 to £29 9s. 5 d. per annum. A total sum of £389 16s. 10 d. 
was received from this source during the financial year ended 31st 
March last. 

In that, year the gross average cost of maintenance, including re- Cost of 
payments of loans in respect of buildings, land, &c., was £29 9s. 5 d. per maintenance 
patient, while the net average cost, excluding the loan repayments 
referred to, and deducting receipts from sales of farm produce, receipts 
from paying patients, and other miscellaneous sources, was £24 3s. 6d.

The admissions are numerically much the same as last year. 

The percentage of deaths on the average number resident during 
the year 1902 was 13 -2 for males, 7 '7 for females, being 10-5 on the 
total. 

The causes of death call for no special remarks. Only in one case 
was it found necessary to hold a Coroner’s inquest. In this case the 
patient, who was found dead in bed, was returned as having died from 
syncope. . , 

There is no record of any attempt at suicide, except in the case of 
an attendant who suddenly became insane, and, before he could be 
certified, attempted to cut his throat with a razor. He was admitted 
as a patient, has since improved, and will shortly be discharged. 

In only four cases was the cause of death verified by post-mortem 
examination. It is to be regretted that these examinations — so im- 
portant for the protection of the insane and for the advancement of 
science — should have decreased in number as compared with former 
years. 

There is no record of any outbreak of zymotic or epidemic disease. 

Four serious casualties were reported during the period under re- 
view, viz. : — 

{!■) Fracture of arm, as the result ol the patient having been 
knocked down by another. 

(2.) Fracture of one of the bones of the leg, the result of a fall. 

(3.) Fracture of the arm, the result of a fall. 

(4.) Cuts and bruises around the eye, and over the side and 
leg. In this case the patient complained that he had been assaulted 
by another patient, and by an attendant. The case was duly in- 
vestigated by the Committee, who exonerated the attendant." 

At the present time fifteen patients are confined to bed, but of theso 
only four are seriously ill. Twenty-one men and sixteen women are 
returned as suffering from epilepsy, and one of each sex as actively 
suicidal. Forty-nine men and thirty-eight women sleep under obser-, 
vation, 
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The arrangements for the safekeeping of the insane during the night Mary- 
deserve commendation, but special nightdresses should be provided ^syr um* 
in the observation dormitories, so as to prevent any contraband articles. __L 
being brought into these rooms under the clothing. Night nursing. 

There is no record of the use of restraint during the period under No restraint, 
review. Seclusion has been resorted to in the cases of seven men Seclusion, 
and nine women — the men on eleven occasions for a total period of 
fifty hours, and the women on fifteen occasions for a total period of 
one hundred and sixty-six hours. 

The patients were quiet and free from noisy excitement. The Condnct - 
clothing was in fair order, and the patients generally neat in person. 

By degrees an improvement is being made in the women’s dress. No Clothing, 
complaints of ill-treatment were made. No complaints. 

The bedding is of excellent quality, very clean, and in good order, Bedding, 
with the exception of some of the mattresses requiring repair. The Few day- 
new dayrooms and dormitories are bright and cheerful. rooms and 

* - dormitories. 

The sanitary appliances internally are excellent, but the outside Sanitary 
pumping arrangements by which the sewage is pumped to the neigh- appliances, 
bouring hill have entirely broken down. As the pump was found 
unable to deal with such quantities of fluid, the laundry water and 
bath water had already been turned into the stream running through the Sewage 
grounds, and alongside the wall of the adjoining prison. As pointed disposal, 
out previously this sewage — the effluent from a laundry — smells more 
foully than any other, and, therefore, this method of disposing of it 
must not only be dangerous to the health of the inmates of the asylum, 
but will also become a nuisance to the neighbourhood. 

The dinner for both sexes was served with due attention to pro- Service of 
priety and the customs of civilisation, but the enamelled mugs in use mea 8 ‘ 
have a dirty and repulsive appearance, as the enamel has all worn off 
them. The behaviour of both sexes was quiet and orderly. The p; e t ar y. 
dinner consisted of bacon, turnips, and bread. The diet scale seems 
suitable for the patients, but I would point out how difficult it must 
be to obtain such an immense supply of pure milk as is required on 
only two days of the week, and I would suggest that some other food 
should be substituted for it. Fish is now used in many of the Irish 
asylums, and can be obtained at about 2 d. per pound. 

The contracts for provisions appeared to be at reasonable rates. Provisions. 
The meat is supplied in hind and fore quarters. This is not considered 
the mode of supply by which first rate meat can be obtained. In 
many asylums the animals are now driven to, and slaughtered at the 
institution. 


The bread is baked in the asylum, and is, therefore, of pure quality, Bakery, 
and costs about 3^ d. per 4 lb. loaf. 

The electric light is stated to cost about id. per unit. Electric light. 

Exclusive of ward cleaners, 47 per cent, of the men, and 54 per cent. Employment, 
of the women are usefully employed. Ninety-six men work on the 
farm. The looms are not at present at work, as the attendant m charge Weaving, 
is on leave. If these machines were placed under the supervision of 
the Tailor that official could look after the patients using them. An Necessity tor 
upholsterer has not yet been appointed, but appears to be badly wanted, upholsterer, 
as some of the mattresses require to be re-covered. In so mrge an 
institution there is always a great deal of upholstery to be done, and 
it is most suitable employment for the insane. Any intelligent man

could soon pick up a knowledge of the work, and in a short time, he 
would save the extra outlay on his wages, if all the mattresses were 
made in the institution. A painter has been appointed, but this official 
has to do ward duty in the morning. It is now considered more econ- 
omical to allow tradesmen to give their whole time to their trades, 
otherwise their skill is wasted at work in which they take no interest. 

The staff of attendants and nurses has been increased by the appoint- 
ment of an additional nurse. One attendant acts as a farm labourer, 
one as kitchen-man, and one is in charge of the dining hall ; three 
nurses act as laundresses, and one attends on the Assistant Medical 
Officer, so that there are only eighteen of each sex in charge of the 
patients in the wards — a proportion of one attendant to almost fifteen 
male patients, and one nurse to fourteen females. This shows a weak 
staff, which would require to be strengthened, in order to meet vacancies 
through sickness or annual leave. 

The official staff has been augmented by the appointment of an 
assistant storekeeper. 

The Auditor has called attention to various irregularities in the Store 
Accounts, and, amongst others, to a deficiency of over 500 tons in the 
stock of coal. This matter is still under the consideration of the Com- 
mittee. 

I feel it my duty to draw attention to another item referred to by the 
Auditor, viz., the expenditure on stimulants. According to our Report 
last year the average cost of wine and spirits per patient amounted to 
85. 4 d. at Maryborough, whilst the general average for all the Irish 
asylums was only 2s. Id. It would seem difficult to reconcile these 
figures by any explanation, such as the necessity for extra stimulants 
owing to outbreaks of illness, &c., as there are no returns of epidemic 
disease having occurred during the year, nor could the bodily condition 
of the patients have changed to such a degree as to explain the difference 
between the year 1901-2, when the average cost was 3s. 3^., and 1902-3, 
when it rose to 8s. 4 d. per patient. 

The Chaplains’ books show that two hundred and thirty patients 
attended Mass on last Sunday, and twenty-six went to the Protestant 
Service, so that almost 50 per cent are able to attend to their religious 
duties. The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, and the 
regulations with reference to burials carried out by the asylum are duly 
observed. 

The various books and registers are duly kept up, but any alterations 
should be made in red ink. 

In the Case-book the notes should be fuller, especially in the old 
cases, and each note should testify to the mental condition of the 
patient.

These figures show an increase of 27 patients during the past 15 
months. 


The overcrowding, therefore, referred to in so many past reports, 
continues to increase, and is more and more in evidence in every part 
of the institution. 

The sleeping rooms contain almost double their proper quota of beds, Overcrowding, 
nearly all have patients sleeping on the floors ; dayrooms have to be 
turned into dormitories ; the old infirmary building, which would be 
too full with 50 patients, has now over 70 living in it ; all efforts to classify 
or to separate the quiet and convalescent from the excitable and noisy 
are impossible ; consumption is said to be more prevalent ; erysipelas, 
a zymotic disease of which overcrowding is undoubtedly a predisposing 
cause, is constantly appearing ; the diningroom is utterly inadequate 
for the requirements of the institution ; and the accommodation for 
the staff is wretched. 


The stores are too small for the service of so large an institution, and Stores and 
the laundry would need to be further enlarged and remodelled. laundry. 

The mortuary at present provided is ill-suited as a resting place for Mortuary, 
the dead, and must shock the feelings of the relatives of deceased 
patients. 

Nothing, however, has yet been done to provide additional accom- 
modation to meet these requirements. 

During the early part of the year, in compliance with a memorial Proposed 
of the Cavan County Council, an Inquiry — by direction of the Lord of 

Lieutenant — was held by us, with regard to the advisability of separating fr ° m ^ an 
the counties of Cavan and Monaghan for lunacy purposes, and erecting Monaghan for 
a new asylum for the former county. asylum pur- 

As His Excellency’s decision, ^acceding to the prayer of the memorial, p ° 3es 
has now been communicated, it is to be hoped that, at no distant date, 
adequate accommodation for the insane poor will be provided in both 
counties. 

During the period under review the causes of death call for no special No suicide* or 
comment. There was no death from suicide or accident, nor was a fatal accident*. 
Coroner’s inquest considered necessary in any case. 

* Subsequent to the date of this report, an appeal against the separation of the two 
Counties was lodged on behalf of County Monaghan, and, upon the case coming before the 
Privy Council, the proposed separation was abandoned. 
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As already stated, the deaths from phthisis have increased, and cases 
of erysipelas have been constantly occurring, resulting in one death. 

At the end of last year and the beginning of the present, an out- 
break of influenza appeared, attacking 35 patients, but without any 
fatal cases. 

At present seven men and three women are confined to bed from 
bodily illness. One' of the males is suffering from a severe attack of 
erysipelas. 

Three serious accidents are recorded, viz. : — 

(1.) A broken shoulder from a fall in a fit. 

(2.) A fracture of the right arm from a fall. 

(3.) A fracture of the arm, as the result of being pushed 
down on the stone stairs by a fellow patient. 

Neither restraint nor seclusion has been resorted to during the past 
15 months. 

Having regard to the difficulties under which the establishment is 
conducted, the wards are in good order. The bedding is ol excellent 
quality ; sufficiently warm ; clean, and well looked after. Nearly all 
the bedsteads are provided with wire and hair mattresses, and the use 
of straw is being by degrees discontinued. 

The patients, with the exception of a few excitable women, were 
quiet and well-behaved. This is to be wondered at, as, in some cases, 
they are crowded together in large dayrooms where supervision is 
difficult. The personal appearance and clothing of the women showed 
satisfactory attention on the part of the nurse.s. The personal tidi- 
ness of the men might be improved. 

The dinner served to the patients was excellent in quality, and abund- 
ant in quantity, consisting of bacon, cabbage, and potatoes. So far 
as the accommodation would allow, it was served with order, but I 
hope that before long all the patients will be provided with knives and 
forks. 1 think, however, that forks made of Britannia metal would 
be less dangerous than the steel forks at present in use. 

The day staff in immediate charge of the patients, consists of 34 men 
and 28 women, giving a proportion of one attendant to 14 patients on 
the male, and of one nurse to 13 patients on the female side. Having 
regard to the numbers always absent on leave, and to the long distance 
between the buildings, the staff — especially oh the male side — can hardly 
be looked on as sufficiently strong, and should, to avoid accidents, be 
increased. One male attendant has now been added to the night staff, 
which at present consists of five male attendants and four nurses. 

The infirmary block, to which reference was made in last year’s 
report, is now in charge of an attendant during the night. 

A Head Night Attendant, who would be responsible for the conduct of 
the night attendants, and who would relieve the Head Attendant in 
the evenings, might with advantage be added to the staff, as the hours 
of duty of the latter official are too long, and when he is out on pass 
there is no one to take his place. 

The sanitary accommodation throughout the institution deserves the 
highest commendation ; both bathrooms and water closets are fitted 
up with the most modern and suitable appliances for the wants of the 
insane. 
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At present a contract is being carried out for the construction of Monaghan 
large bacteria beds, in order to purify the sewage before its discharge Asylum. 
into the river. Sewage 

The Committee have lately had under consideration the precautions dls F osal - 
to be taken against an outbreak of fire, especially in the detached blocks Precautions 
partly constructed of wood. Special means of exit have been provided 
from the ground floor sleeping rooms in these buildings, and iron doors 
have been constructed between the stone and wooden buildings. New 
internal and additional external hydrants and hose have been ordered 
from Messrs. Shand, Mason, and Co., but have not yet been supplied. 

An escape-chute is to be erected from the upstairs dormitory in No. 

11 Division, and an iron staircase from the top story of the old in- 
firmary. 

The latter building would require special attention to guard against 
danger, as the only means of escape at present is by one staircase, 
which is constructed of timber. 

The staff is exercised in fire-drill once a week by the Engineer. 

Exclusive of those engaged only in the wards, the returns show that Employment, 
only 30 per cent, of the men, and 39 per cent, of the women are use- 
fully employed. I can only repeat the remarks made in last year’s 
report, that these percentages are much below those usually found in 
public asylums, and I would again point out the advantages which 
result from the industrial occupation of the insane. A little energy 
on the part of the staff would do much to encourage habits of industry. 

During the year the staff and patients have been engaged in levelling Works carried 
the grounds about the new buildings, forming terraces, and filling up out. 
drains. A good deal of painting has also been done by them inside the 
wards. 

Walking parties now go out into the country when the weather Exercise and 
permits, and the patients have enjoyed several outings to various recreation. , 
public entertainments. 

About 59 per cent, of the patients are able to attend the religious Religious 
services held in the Chapels lately erected. ministration. 

The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, and the regulations Burials, 
as regards the burial of patients who are interred at the public expense 
are strictly attended to. 

The various registers and books, including the Case-book, are care- Records, 
fully kept. 

I understand that the contributions received from private sources Paying 
towards the cost of the maintenance of patients has largely increased patients, 
during the past year, and it is to be hoped will go on increasing.

This increase is due to the small number of patients discharged 
rather than to any great increase in the number of admissions. 

The death rate on the average number under treatment during 
the period under review was b’48 per cent., which is somewhat below 
the average for the other Irish asylums. 

The increase in the population of the asylum renders the over- 
crowding on the female side greater than ever. The accommodation, 
both for the patients and for the female staff, is deficient. The 
dormitories are crowded with beds, and the day-rooms are used 
as sleeping rooms — a condition most detrimental to the physical 
health and to the mental recovery of the female patients. This 
may account for the very low discharge rate on the female side. 

An inquest was held during the year, in the case of a female 
patient who was choked, and the jury expressed the opinion that, 
on account of the overcrowding, patients of the class of the de- 
ceased could not be isolated as they should be. The finding of 
the jury in this case is deserving of attention and consideration. 

It must, however, be remembered that the estimated accommoda- 
tion in the whole asylum shows that it is capable of containing 
569 males and 295 females, so that the overcrowding is only on the 
female side, as there is accommodation on the male side for fifty- 
four patients, more than the number resident. The great over- 
crowding of the women could, therefore, at least, be lessened by a 
rearrangement of the wards. 

From year to year, suggestions have been made in our reports as 
to how this could be effected, and the Medical Superintendent now 
suggests that the wooden block, at present occupied by sixty-six 
men, should be utilised for the treatment of the consumptive female 
cases and as a residence for old women. 

The separation of the consumptive cases from the others is a 
wise step, which is now being taken in some of the Scotch asylums. 
In this asylum, however, as the Committee do not appear inclined 
to build, it will not be possible to allot a larger amount of space 
for consumptive cases than is given to the ordinary patients, as 
■otherwise the accommodation for the latter will be still further 
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reduced, which, I think, ought not be done. The institution is Mullingah 
maintained — not as a sanatorium for consumption, but for the Asylum. 
care and treatment of the insane poor. 

Of course, it must be remembered that there is one great ob- 
jection to the proposed change, viz.: — that the wooden block is 
situated on the male side, and, therefore, the separation of the 
sexes — both patients and staff — would be very much interfered 
with. 

The patients of both sexes were, generally speaking, quiet and Conduct, 
well behaved. They were sufficiently and neatly clothed, and clothing, and 
their personal condition was satisfactory. condition. 

The beds and bedding were in good order, and of excellent Beds, 
quality, but under-blankets should be provided — especially where 
waterproof sheets are used. 

The wards and corridors, where not crowded with beds, were in Condition of 
good order, but the want of wood flooring in the single-rooms wards, 
gives these apartments a depressing and gaol-like look, besides being Floorin of 
miserably cold for those patients who wander about during the singlerfoms. 
night. 

The returns of employment show that, exclusive of those engaged Employment, 
only in the wards, 58 per cent, of the men and 50 per cent, of the 
women are engaged at some useful work. One hundred and fifty- 
nine men work on the farm, with marked benefit to themselves and 
with economical advantages to the institution. All the male 
clothing is now made outside, and only mending is done in the 
house. Some of the boots and shoes have still to be obtained by 
contract, although seven patients are employed at the trade. 

The patients were seen at dinner. The meal was abundant in Dietary and 
quantity and good in quality, well cooked, and served decently, service of 
The dining-hall, however, was greatly overcrowded. meals. 

In the chronic block at Petitswood an excellent kitchen has been Kitchen at 
provided, and all modern appliances for serving the food, together chronic block 
with plenty of room in which to eat it, but these costly appliances not utilised, 
cannot be used, as no cook is provided. The result is that the 
general dining-room is overcrowded, and the patients and atten- 
dants have to walk three times a day to the main building — a waste 
of time which must cost more than the cook’s salary. 

There is nothing specially to refer to in the causes of death. In Autopsies, 
ten cases the cause was verified by post-mortem examination. 

Two Coroner’s inquests were held. One has been already re- Coroner’ 
ferred to. In the other, death was found to have been due to inquests, 
natural causes. 

There was no death from suicide. 

The Institution was visited by an outbreak of septic pneumonia z , n . 

— attacking sixteen patients and one attendant, with three deaths, disease' 0 
An epidemic of typhoid fever also appeared — attacking seven male 
and eleven female patients, one male attendant, and two nurses, 
and causing four deaths. There was one case of septicsemia, which 
ended fatally, and one case of erysipelas. 

Seventy-eight patients were found in bed. Of these, thirty were Health 
seriously ill, whilst eleven men were kept in bed who were being statistics, 
treated for mental excitement by prolonged rest — a mode of treat- 
ment of which Dr. Finegan speaks highly. 

There are at present forty-six epileptics. These, with the suicidal Su ervision o{ 
and others requiring special supervision, are kept under special suicidal and ° 
observation both by day and night. epileptic cases.

Six serious casualties are recorded, viz. : — ■ 

(1.) and (2.) Cut on head in two cases from blows by other 
patients. 

(3.) Attempt at suicide by choking. 

(4.) Orchitis, caused in a struggle with an attendant. The 
circumstances of this case were investigated by the 
Committee, and the attendant censured. 

(5.) Contusion on hip, caused by a fall in a fit. 

(6.) Burns, caused by a fall on a heated grating in the Turkish 
bath while the patient was in a lit. 

Seclusion has been used in the treatment of twenty-eight men 
and' eight women — the men on 136 occasions for 1,040 hours, and 
the women on 113 occasions for 1,102 hours in all. 

Mechanical restraint has been resorted to in the cases of two 
men: — for 18 and 336 hours, respectively. 

Thirty-four male and twenty-four female attendants are in charge 
of the patients during the day — giving a ratio of one attendant 
to fifteen male patients and one nurse to almost sixteen females. 
This ratio is getting very low, as the numbers . increase, and to 
avoid accidents the strength of the staff ought to be soon increased. 
The night staff consists of five men and three women. 

The accommodation for the male attendants is at present being 
improved in the main asylum, and is excellent in the chronic block. 
On the female side, however, as already pointed out, it is deficient 
and uncomfortable. Eighteen nurses sleep in two dormitories, con- 
taining nine each, and even these are overcrowded. It is difficult 
to understand how young women are contented with such unattrac- 
tive habitations. 

The appliances for dealing with fire would appear sufficient, and 
consist of internal and external hydrants, with hose in working 
order. The means of escape — consisting of stone and iron stair- 
cases^ — would appear sufficient, and afford double exits from almost 
all parts of the buildings. 

About half the patients are able to attend to their religious 
duties. On last Sunday 424 were present at Mass ; thirteen went 
to the Protestant Episcopalian ; and four to the Presbyterian Ser- 
vice. The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, but, in the 
Roman Catholic Chaplain’s book, the number attending the service 
is not given, nor is any entry made of attendance at funerals, or 
of the manner in which the burial is carried out, as required by the 
regulations for the management of the asylum. 

The books and registers on the male side are carefully kept by 
the Assistant Medical Officer, Dr, Gordon. But, on the female side, 
no books of any kind apjoear to be written up. The last entry in 
the Post-mortem Register was made on March 14th, 1903. In the 
Case-book the last case entered is dated February 28th, 1903. 
There is now no Assistant Medical Officer on the female side. The 
other Resident Medical Officers say that their time is fully occupied. 
The Visiting Physician refuses to keep these books, or any books. 
It is, therefore, incumbent on the Committee to provide for the 
keeping of these records, which are ordered to be kept in all Irish 
District Asylums, under the provisions of the Asylum Books and 
Records Order, 1900; otherwise we must bring under the notice of 
the Executive this failure to comply with the regulations laid 
down for the management of the asylum.

This table, shows the small increase of nine patients — a. number 
which, having regard to the great increase which has taken place 
in recent years in many other asylums, would be a matter for 
congratulation, were it not that the number resident has been kept 
down by the heavy death rate which prevailed during the past year. 

Of the total number on the register, 506 (261 males and 245 
females) belonged to the County Tyrone, and 191 (108 males and 
83 females) to the County Fermanagh. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the period Recovery rate., 
under review was 56'3, viz., 59'3 amongst the males, and 52’2 
amongst the females. 

I am glad to perceive that the contributions in respect of paying Paying 
patients (of whom there are now 35 in the asylum) continue to patients, 
increase. The receipts from this source during the financial yeaf 
ending 31st March last amounted to £511 19s. 10tf., as against 
£345 4s. Id. for the previous year. The Committee have displayed 
great energy in attending to the interests of the ratepayers in this 
respect, by carefully investigating every case, with the satisfactory 
result above shown. The rates of payment — which are fixed in 
proportion to the available means in each case — range from £4 to 
£28 Is. id. per annum. 

The gross average cost of maintenance during the financial year Cost of 
1902-3 — including repayments in respect of loans for erection 0 f inainteuaDce. 
buildings, purchase of land, etc. — was £29 8s. 9 d. per patient— 
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Omagh being 10s. 10 d. less than in the previous year; while the net 
Asylum, average cost — excluding the loan repayments referred to, and de- 
ducting receipts from paying patients; from sales of farm produce; 
and from other miscellaneous sources — was £22 17s. 9 d. as against 
£23 11s. 2 d. in the previous year.

As above shown, three patients were suffering from bed-sores, 
but I trust that, by more careful nursing, the occurrence of bed- 
sores, to which attention has on previous occasions been called, may 
be prevented as far as possible. 

In seven cases amongst the deaths since last visit, the patients 
had been suffering from bed-sores at the time of their decease. 

The cause of death was verified by post-mortem examination in 
24 cases — a record which testifies to the zeal of the Assistant Medi- 
cal Officer in the discharge of his duties. 

As already stated, the death-rate continues high — having been 
1T6 per cent, on the average number resident during 1902, while 
this year, up to the present, it has been very little reduced. 

As to the causes, I find that diseases of the heart, and consump- 
tion, and other forms of tubercular disease account for the majority. 

Coroner’s inquests were held in two cases, in each of which a 
verdict of death from natural causes was returned. 

I am glad to notice a diminution in the number of cases of 
zymotic disease. Since last visit the only cases reported were two 
of erysipelas amongst the female patients, and two of enteric fever 
amongst the male staff. None of these cases, however, ended 
fatally. 

The serious casualties during the period under review have been 
numerous, and I regret to observe that there have been so many 
fractures and dislocations of bones, caused, in some instances, by 
assaults by other patients.

This is a heavy record, and the Committee should carefully con- 
sider whether the number of serious casualties could not be reduced, 
by increasing the number of attendants in charge of the acute and 
violent patients. 

As reported last year, I was pleased to find such a very large Employment, 
proportion of the patients employed. Many of the women were 
sewing or knitting, and I was especially pleased to hear of the con- 
tinued success of the farm, not only on account of the substantial 
profit which it affords, but also because it provides the best form of 
employment for the male patients. 

It is a matter for the consideration of the Committee whether 
the time has not arrived when a further extension of the farm 
should be decided upon.

I found all parts of the asylum clean and in good order, and 
the general contentment of the patients is, no doubt, largely due to 
their being employed. 

Last year I called attention to the desirability of increasing the 
staff. The number of attendants has not yet been increased, 
although, as already stated, the number of patients has since in- 
creased by nine, and the heavy list of serious accidents which have 
occurred points to the necessity for additional attendants. 

Thirteen male and nine female attendants hold the certificate of 
the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency in mental 
nursing, and I trust that the Assistant Medical Officer will, as far 
as possible, continue the training of the other members of the 
staff, by lectures and systematic instruction, with the view of 
enabling them to pass the examination for this certificate, which 
is at once an evidence of proficiency and of the interest taken by 
the attendants in the performance of their duties. 

I was glad to learn that the cottages for married attendants, 
which the wise liberality of the Committee has provided, are now 
occupied, as they help to render the attendants more satisfied and 
more likely to remain in the service. . 

No change has taken place in the dietary since last inspection. 
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The religious ministration is always a special feature in this Omagh 
asylum, as will be seen from the following Table, showing the large Astj-um. 
attendances at Divine Service on the Sunday preceding my visit : — • Religious

The excess of attendances over the numbers resident is explained 
by the fact that practically all the Protestant patients attend the 
three Protestant services. 

Although the Roman Catholic Chapel was designed to accom- Roman 
modate at least 340 patients, it is reported that it does not Catholic 
afford sufficient room for the numbers who are able to attend Cha P el - 
Divine Service, and I would, therefore, suggest the advisability of 
erecting a gallery in it. 

As regards amusements, in addition to the weekly dances Amusements, 
(attended on an average by 235 males and 200 females), eight con- 
certs and theatrical entertainments have been given since last 
visit. 

There are band promenades in the recreation grounds during the 
summer evenings, and the usual outdoor and indoor games, such as 
football, athletic sports, bagatelle, cards, etc., are also provided. 

It is satisfactory to record that neither mechanical restraint nor No restraint or 
seclusion has been used in the treatment of any patient since the seclusion, 
previous visit. 

The following works have been carried out by the asylum staff, Works carried 
with the assistance of the patients, during the period under re- outb y asylum 
view: 1 labour. 

(1.) Drainage of two acres of land. 

(2.) Excavations for foundations of new Chapel. 

(3.) Planting of trees and shrubs around attendants’ cottages. 

(4.) Erection of twelve iron gates on farm. 

(5.) Removal of some stone and thorn fences — the stones of the 
former being utilised in the erection of ten new pig- 
geries now in progress. 

(6.) Dayroom in No. 8 Female Division enlarged by the addi- 
tion of a nurses’ room to it, and the entire dayroom 
painted and papered. 
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Omagh (7.) No. 2 Hospital dormitory replastered. 

Asylum. ^ Single-room in Hospital refloored, and old sewer removed. 

(9.) Twenty-four wooden seats and forms upholstered. 

(10.) Over 200 pictures framed; three dining tables, and eight 
barrows, etc., made. 

(11.) Painting, decorating, and general repairs carried out 
where necessary. 


General On the whole, I was glad to perceive the satisfactory condition 

conditior. of the asylum, due no doubt to the careful supervision of the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, and the provision of sufficient 
accommodation for the treatment of the patients. 


Precautions I think the Committee should take into consideration the means 
against fire. 0 f escape in case of fire, with the view of affording safe exits from 
all parts of the buildings — a subject of especial importance in deal- 
ing with the insane. 

Male hospital It is also very desirable that a detached hospital for the male 
required. patients, corresponding to that on the female side, should be pro- 
vided. 


Records I found the books and records carefully kept. The Case-books 

eC ° r * were fully written up by the Assistant Medical Officer, who seems 
to me to be most zealous and efficient in the discharge of his duties, 
and many of the patients spoke gratefully of his attention to them. 
For these reasons I am glad to notice that the Committee have 
given him a small increase to his salary, as the changes which have 
Assistant taken place in recent years in the Assistant Medical Officership are 
Medical undesirable, and the Committee should, therefore, hold out sufficient 

Officer. inducements to retain capable Medical Officers in their service.

Of the persons admitted, however, ninety-two had been in the asylum 
before, and a large number were transfers from workhouses, having 
been for many years insane. Further, in a large Urban District such 
as this, to which a constant stream of strangers is always tending, 
it is difficult to judge how far the numbers admitted to the asylum 
in a given time, can be any criterion of the anjount of insanity occurring 
amongst the permanent population.

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Richmond and Having regard to the great increase which has taken place in the 
Portkank numbers, it is satisfactory to know that the accommodation is fully 
Asylums, sufficient for the wants of the insane of the district for some years to 
Aceommoda- come. 

In the year 1896 the accommodation in the Richmond Asylum was 
accurately measured, and found to provide for 1,428 patients by day, 
and for 1,398 by night. 

Having regard to the fact, however, that the accommodation in 
the old buildings is so behind modern requirements that it cannot be 
reckoned by the measurements of to-day, and deducting the wooden 
buildings — one of which has since been burned, and others are now 
used as workrooms or as infectious hospitals — we may compute the 
accommodation at the Richmond as at all events sufficient for 1,250. 
Grangegorman Annexe is capable of containing 372 ; Portrane was 
built to accommodate 1,240, and the wooden buildings there are said 
to be capable of housing 356. There is, therefore, accommodation for 
3,218 in all. 

Wooden build- The wooden buildings at Portrane, which are at present lying idle, 
in S 3 - afford excellent accommodation for quiet and harmless cases. They, 

of course, share with all structures of this nature, the objection common 
to all wooden buildings, viz., the danger from fire. But, as pointed out 
by the Scotch Commissioners, by having all exposed places covered 
with non-combustible material, and by affording ample means of exit, 
the risk of fire can be reduced to that of an ordinary asylum block, 
Deaths All the deaths, with one exception, appear to have been from natural 

Coroner’s and ordinary causes. In five cases Coroners’ inquests were held, and the 
inquests. following verdicts were returned by the respective juries, viz. : — Death 
resulted from — 

(1.) “ Exhaustion following acute mania, and we are satisfied that 
the fracture of the rib did not accelerate death.” 

In this case a fractured rib was found, for which no cause could 
be ascertained. 

(2.) “ Death from cardiac failure." 

(3.) “ Death from cerebral haemorrhage.” 

(4.) “ Death from asphyxia caused by accidental regurgitation of 
vomited food into his trachea during an epileptic seizure.” 

(5.) “ Death from cardiac failure due to congestion of the lungs, 
and the other diseased conditions, and we exonerate the 
officials of Loughlinstown Union from all blame.” 

In this case the patient had been sent in from the workhouse, and 
charges of ill treatment were made against the officials by another in- 
mate. 

No suicides, No case of suicide is recorded. 

Two hundred-and-six of the deaths occurred at the Richmond, and 
52 at Portrane Asylum. 

Autopsies, At the Richmond in 54 - 4 per cent, of the deaths, the cause was verified 
by 'post-mortem examination — a percentage most creditable to the medical 
staff. 

Zymotic As regards zymotic disease, the returns show that since last visit 

disease. four of each sex and one of the staff were attacked by erysipelas ; 

twenty-nine patients by dysentery, with ten deaths ; eleven by enteric 
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fever, with two deaths; and 113 patients suffered from consumption Richmond and 
with eighty-seven deaths, or over 33 per cent, of the total mortality. p «^ranb 

The prevalence of tubercular disease, and the mortality resulting — 
therefrom, should suggest the advisability of providing a detached ® ugg ® 8t * d 
hospital, where persons suffering from consumption might be treated pitaHor °*" 
apart from the rest ; a plan now adopted in many similar institutions consumptives, 
in other countries. 

There were fifteen serious but non-fatal casualties. Five of these Casualties, 
were fractures or cases in which there was evidence of fracture of the 
ribs, due to falls or assaults by other patients. 

In one case the patient stated he was struck by an attendant, but 
no satisfactory corroboration of this statement could be obtained. 

The other casualties were : — 

(1.) Fracture of hip due to a fall. 

(2.) Two cases of fracture of nasal bone, from blows by other patients. 

(3.) Fracture and dislocation of elbow : cause not ascertained. 

(4.) Fracture of leg bones caused by a fall. 

(5.) Fracture of patella and left arm from a fall. 

(6.) Dislocation of shoulder, resulting from an attempt to escape 
through a window. 

(7.) Dislocation of shoulder, from a fall. 

(8.) Fracture of bone of leg, caused by jumping off a wall in at- 
tempting to escape. 

(9.) Fracture of bone of foot, from a fall. 

Restraint was not resorted to on any occasion. No restraint. 

Fourteen men and twenty-eight women were secluded — some only on Sacluaion 
one occasion — others repeatedly, for a total period of 599 hours in the 
case of the men, and for 2,801 hours on the female side. 

The staff at the Richmond — exclusive of the Head Attendants — Staff, 
consists of eight male charge and fifty-three ordinary attendants, and 
of ten charge and forty-eight nurses — giving a percentage of one attend- 
ant to over twelve male patients, and one nurse to thirteen female 
patients. 

The night staff consists on the male side of a Head Attendant, and 
ten men, and on the female side of eighteen nurses. 

The Visiting Committee have had under consideration a charge of Assault by 
assault committed on a patient by an attendant : this charge they found a ten ant ‘ 
proved, and recommended the latter’s dismissal. 

The dinner provided for the male patients in their hall on one day Dietary, and 
of the visit was good and liberal. The meal was served with due re- °* 
gard to the customs of ordinary life, and to the comfort of the patients. 

The food supplied was excellent in quality, and abundant in quantity. 

In no other similar institution is there a more liberal dietary. 

In all parts of the asylum are still to be seen a number of imbecile 
children, and, throughout the unions of the district, these children 1 ren * 
are to be found classified with the insane inmates — associates who are 
most unsuitable for them. Even at present some means might be 
found to ameliorate their condition. If even one or two wards in some 
country workhouse were set apart for their use, they might, under 
female care, benefit by training. At any rate, they would learn less 
that is evil, and be better cared for than when placed in association 
with the adult insane.

Alterations are at present being carried out in the female bouse, 
with the object of converting the apartments formerly occupied by 
the Medical Superintendent into small wards appropriated to the treat- 
ment of patients requiring special supervision. 

It is to be regretted that as yet no steps have been taken to carry 
out any improvements in the male block, to which attention has been 
so frequently called, and which at present affords inadequate and un- 
suitable provision for the treatment of the sick and the acutely insane, 
owing to the deficient light, the want of ventilation, and the difficulty 
of supervision. 

Much attention has been given to the supply of adequate safeguards 
in case of fire. Iron exit staircases have been provided from the end 
dormitories of the male buildings. Hydrants and hose with an 
abundant supply of water — are now always in readiness, and the attend- 
ants are constantly exercised at fire drill. 

The occupation of the patients continues to be well attended to. 
No pains seem to be spared in trying to meet individual aptitude as 
regards work. Trades of all sorts are encouraged. Almost all the 
material for the patients’ wear is manufactured in the asylum, and 
the weaving of blankets is now taken in hands. Exclusive of patients 
only employed in the wards, 504 men and 600 women, or 65 and 78 
per cent., respectively, are engaged in some useful work. 

Amusements are also carefully attended to ; cricket and football 
matches constantly take place in the grounds, whilst entertainments 
of various sorts are given during the winter. 

As regards neatness of person and of cloth ng, the condition o' the 
patients indicated due and proper regard on the part of those in charge 
af them. 

As on both sides the material used is now almost all made in the 
establishment, it is of except onal Quality. On the female side the 
gowns are properly made, bright, and varied. 

The improvement amongst the troublesome and excitable women 
was most remarkable. They were quiet and well behaved. This is 
no doubt, in a great degree, due to the additional amount of elbow 
room enjoyed by them, owing to the removal of the surplus population 
to Portrane. 

The day rooms occupied by the more troublesome of both sexes 
are very sparingly furnished, and very bare of pictures and objects 
which would amuse and interest the patients. 

In the dormitories few of the windows are furnished with blinds. 
Their absence must, during the bright summer mornings, seriously 
interfere with sleep, and, as rest is looked on as the great restorative 
of the diseased mind, anything T which would tend to conduce to it 
would not be out of place in an institution of this kind. 

The Chaplains are constant in their attendance. 

Eorty-five per cent, of the men, and 53 per cent, of the women are 
able to attend their religious duties, under the clergymen of their various 
denominations. 

The various books and registers are, as heretofore, extremely well 
kept. The notes in the Case-books are most careful records of the 
bodily and mental condition of every patient, entailing in each case 
a careful personal examination, so that even in this large institution, 
no one can be forgotten.

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PORTRANE. Richmond and 

Inspected on the 8th October, 1903. Asylums. 

On the 8th instant there were resident in this asylum 1,074 patients — Portrane. 
600 males and 474 females. All these patients, with one exception, j nsp ^d on 
are transfers from the Richmond Asylum, and are still retained on 8th October, 
the books of that institution.

and deaths is kept at Portrane, and it is difficult to understand how, lumbers 
in dealing with such numbers — mistakes -can be avoided, in the absence ^ eees3it ' for 
of some record on the spot, of the daily changes which take place amongst records. ^ ° r 
so large an asylum population. The keeping of the ordinary register 
of admissions and discharges, and of the Daily Statement Book would 
not alone tend to accuracy and convenience, but would also be in ac- 
cordance with the statutory regulations in force in ah such institutions. 

Since the date of last report good progress has been made in com- Works carried 
pleting and fitting up the wards, and in laying out the grounds. out * ; 

Amongst the principal works which have been carried out by the 
staff and patients are the following, viz. : — 

(1.) The grounds have been drained and laid out, and the heap of 
earth which was left by the excavations for the foundations 
of the buildings has been levelled. 

(2.) The low level road to the Stores has been relaid, and the 
banks on each side supported by concrete walls. 

(3.) The laundry drying-ground has been walled in and drained. 

(4.) The electric lighting system has been extended to the various 
detached houses, and to the farm buildings. 

(5.) The Engineer’s workshop has been fitted with machinery, 
and with an electric motor. 

(6.) The roofs of the wooden buildings have been painted. 

(7.) The necessary painting of the wards and sleeping rooms is 
being carried out by degrees. 

Much, however, still remains to be done. In so large an institution, 
even when the building is completed, a large amount of work requires 
to be carried out before it is properly equipped for the care and treat- 
ment of the insane. 

The dayrooms are still in want of many surroundings — such as plants, Objects of 
pictures, birds, and objects of interest— which tend to give a homely interest, &c., 
appearance to the rooms, and help to interest the inmates, and so keep required * 
their faculties alive. j .4 

The dormitories are in excellent order ; the polishing of the floors Condition of 
has greatly advanced ; and their condition does credit to the staff. Wdrds - 
Blinds, I am informed, are about to be supplied. They will be much 
needed in summer in these bright rooms. In some of the single rooms 
the hot water pipes afford dangerous opportunities for suspension, and Dangers of 
should, therefore, be protected. The beds and bedding are of excellent h ? fc water- 
quality, clean, and in good order. gjjJJ* 

Special night dresses are provided in the hospital, and, with a view Night-dresses, 
to the safety of the patients, similar dresses should also be used in the 
Observation Dormitories. 

Dinner was served with order and propriety in the handsome hall. Dietary and 
The meal was excellent in quality, sufficient in quantity, and properly 3erv j ce of 
cooked. The dietary is the same as at the Richmond Asylum. All mea s ' 
the provisions appeared to be of fair quality. 

The bakery supplies excellent bread, at a cost which is said to show Bakery, 
a saving as compared with the price under contract. 
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The patients — both males and females— were well behaved, quiet, and 
orderly. Both sexes were properly dressed, and appeared to be well 
looked after. 

There has been no sudden death during the period under review, 
nor has it been considered necessary to hold a Coroner’s inquest in 
any case. 

Four serious accidents are recorded, consisting of three fractures 
of bones, and one dislocation, resulting from falls or from assaults by 
other patients. 

One case of enteric fever is reported, which ended fatally. 

There is no record of mechanical restraint having been resorted to, 
but eleven men and three women have been secluded — the former on 29 
occasions for 182 hours, and the latter on 24 occasions for 148 hours in all. 

Twenty-seven patients — twelve men and fifteen women — are at 
present confined to bed ; eighty-nine, or 8 per cent, suffer from epi- 
lepsy, and about the same number are said to be of unclean habits. 

Over 47 per cent, of the men and 49 per cent, of the women are use- 
fully employed — percentages which, taking into consideration the class 
of patients under care, are creditable to the management of the insti- 
tution. 

All the clothing, and about two-thirds of the boots are now made in 
the asylum. Weaving and matmaking have been added to the other 
trades. 

Associated entertainments, at which a large number of patients are 
present, are held every week from November to May. 

The staff has been increased, and now consists of a Head Attendant, 
a Deputy Head Attendant, eight charge attendants, and forty-one 
ordinary attendants, on the male side. On the female side there is a 
Head Nurse, five charge nurses, and thirty-one nurses. 

These numbers give a strength of one male attendant to over twelve 
male patients, and of one nurse to over thirteen female patients — not 
a strong staff having regard to the amount of work to be done. 

The night staff consists of a head, and six ordinary attendants on the 
male side, and of six nurses on the female side. 

A house is at present being built for the Head Attendant, and six 
attendants’ cottages have been erected at the end of the avenue. Such 
accommodation ought to result in retaining in the service of the in- 
stitution trustworthy and efficient attendants. 

Three hundred and thirty-five males and 132 females are able to be 
present at Mass, while fifty-eight males and twenty-five females attend 
the Protestant Service. 

The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, but the Roman Cath- 
olic Chaplain’s Book is not kept up. Perhaps someone would enter 
the numbers attending the services, and get the Chaplain to sign the 
Returns. Unfortunately there is no Clerk to see to the keeping of 
such books. 

The Medical Staff has been increased by the appointment of a Clinical 
Assistant. But, I am sorry to say, the Medical Books and Records 
are at present in a very backward state. In the Case-book very few 
of the old cases have been written up, and the Medical Journal should 
be more regularly kept. Perhaps the additional assistance which has 
now been obtained, will enable these books to be written up to date. 

The Committee have, I understand, under consideration the plans 
for a Mortuary.

I regret I am unable to report any amelioration in the condition of Condition, 
the insane inmates since last inspection. They are still in the same 
overcrowded state, while the buildings provided for their accommo- 
dation remain in an unfinished and neglected condition. 

The floors of the sanitary blocks remain in the defective state Unsatisfactory 
described in last year s report — full of holes and saturated with wet ) state of build- 
the windows of the single rooms are still boarded up, in order to pre- ings ' 
vent them being broken, as no shutters have been provided ; the walls 
are still stained and dirty ; in want of paint and whitewash ; in some 
cases they are unplastered, and in others the plaster has fallen off ; 
the floors of the rooms on. the ground floor have not been relaid ; and 
the rooms throughout the buildings are in want of furniture, and of 
all those comforts usually to be found in our public asylums. In ad- 
dition to all this, the wood-block floor of the male diningroom, owing 
to wet having been allowed to get through the roof, has, in places, 
burst from its setting, and the blocks now lie in heaps on the floor 
of the room. 

The institution now contains 131 men and 25 women m excess of 8te P s taken 
the legitimate accommodation, and no steps appear as yet to have t0 exte " d ac - 
been taken to meet the pressing wants of the insane of the district, commodatlon 
nor does it appear that the subject is under consideration. Last year 
we urged upon the Committee the necessity of bringing the question 
of the provision of additional accommodation under the consideration 
of the County Councils of Sligo and Leitrim. No attention, however, 
appears to have been given to the matter, and we can only, therefore, 
again report to the Lord Lieutenant that the provisions of the 9th 
section of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, have not been 
complied with by the Councils responsible for carrying them out in 
this district. 

The two Chapels are approaching completion, and every effort should Progress t f 
be made to have them finished, and brought into use as soon as possible, cha P el9 - 
as at present one of the largest rooms on the female side has to be 
utilised for Catholic worship, and the room next to it is, in consequence,; 
lying idle. This is most unfortunate, having regard to the overcrowd- 
ing, and the resulting prevalence of disease

During the Spring of the present year an outbreak of disease amongst 
the officials and their families inhabiting the central block, resulted in 
the death of one of Dr. Petit’s children, and necessitated the evacuation 
of the building. On examination, the drainage was found to be in a 
most defective condition, requiring to be entirely remodelled. 

This work is now almost completed, but has not yet been inspected 
and tested. 

The percentage of the deaths on the average number resident during 
1902 amounted to 9 -5. The deaths since last inspection included two 
from enteric fever ; one from enteritis ; and one from strangulation. 

The circumstances under which the latter occurred formed the sub- 
ject of an Inquiry on Oath. From the evidence it appeared that the 
patient was of notoriously suicidal tendency, and was, for a time, under 
special supervision in the hospital, but, owing to the constant demand 
for room, he was, step by step, removed to a remote part of the house, 
where he was at a distance from the room in which the night attendants 
sat. He was found one morning to have strangled himself in his room 
with a piece of his blanket. 

Unfortunately, there is no proper observation dormitory where such 
cases could be constantly under the eye of the night attendants. Dr. 
Petit states that, owing to the overcrowding, it is impossible to make 
any better arrangement for the care of such cases. 

The personal appearance of both male and female patients would 
require greater attention on the part of the staff, and the Matron should 
spend much of her time in the wards, inculcating habits of cleanliness 
and order. 

The floors, both in the sleeping rooms and the day rooms, should 


be better kept. 

Bedding. The bedding also requires more careful supervision, as some of the 

bedclothing stands in need of repair. There are no under-blankets, 
pillow or bolster covers, and some of the bedsteads are worn out and 
of an obsolete pattern. 

Service of No improvement can be reported in the service of the meals. The 
meals. male diningrooms are in disorder, owing to one of them being in the 

hands of the building contractor for repairs. The men were found 
partaking of bacon and cabbage, served, as described in last year’s 
Report, in tin goblets, without plates, knives, or forks. 
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The records continue to show frequent and prolonged recourse to Sligo 
mechanical restraint amongst the male patients. Eight men have worn Asylum. 
strait jackets for a total duration of 1,222 hours, during the period Hestra^I 
under review, ouch constant and prolonged restraint is now happily 
unknown in modern asylums. In the larger Irish asylums restraint is 
seldom resorted to. One man was found in a strait jacket, which he 
had worn for a considerable time, in consequence of his having made a 
murderous assault on the Assistant Medical Officer, with a bar of iron 
which he had secreted in his clothes. Such a case cannot be properly 
cared for in this asylum, and it is to be hoped that he will be speedily 
removed. r J 

Seclusion has been resorted to in the treatment of five men and four Seclusion 
women for 531, and 265 hours respectively. 

Since the date of last inspection ten escapes (seven men and three Kscane. 
women) are reported. The three on the female side include onlv two 
persons— one woman having twice effected her escape. At the' date 
of my visit one man was still at large. 

The register of casualties contains eight entries, viz. Two dislo- Casualties, 
cations of arm ; two fractures of forearm ; two fractures of lower arm • 
and two cases of attempted suicide. The dislocations and fractures 
were caused by patients slipping on the floor, or being knocked down 
by other patients ; and in one case by a fall from a window sill The 
two attempts at suicide were by strangulation-one with a roller'towel, Sf' 11 
and the other with a piece of calico torn off a shirt. Both were made 
when an attendant was close at hand. 

No additions have been made to the nursing staff, and the proportion Staff, 
of attendants to patients — one to twenty-two on the male, and one to 
twenty -one on the female side— is still much below that considered 
necessary for the efficient care and supervision of the insane. The 
recognised strength in modern asylums is one to eleven. If therefore 
such a proportion of attendants to patients is considered’ necessary 
elsewhere, the existing staff of the Sligo Asylum cannot be regarded 
as sufficient for the protection of the insane, and the Committee must 
bear the responsibility of any accident which may occur through want 
of proper supervision. 

The records of employment show that about 59 per cent, of the men, Employment 
and 45 per cent, of the women are engaged at different industries, 
the number of men usefully employed continues to be satisfactory— 
lo_i are at work on the farm ; but the number of women afi work in 
the laundry only ten— is too few to meet the requirements of this 
department. Considering the importance of such work, both for the 
institution and for the patients, every inducement should be held out 
to get more women to wash. In the shoemaker’s shop all the boots and Clothing, Ac. 
shoes are now made, but only part of the clothing is made in the tailor’s 
shop. As there are now two tailors on the staff, assisted by five patients, in 
their labour ought to meet all the requirements of the institution. 

The provisions such as bread and meat, appeared of fair quality. Provision.

WATERFORD DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

On the official inspection of this asylum, I find that the contract for 
providing the additional accommodation is being carried out, and 
that the two detached blocks— each to contain sixty patients— are 
already in progress. One of them, it is expected, will be roofed in by 
the end of the year. 

It, therefore, can serve no useful purpose to again dwell on the over- 
crowding which at present exists, or on the difficulties which now 
interfere with the treatment of the patients. These have been fre- 
quently referred to in past reports. The Committee have, after careful 
consideration, dealt with the whole matter in a most judicious and 
liberal spirit, and, unless modern ideas on the treatment of the insane 
are at fault, there can be no doubt that the additional accommodation 
will not only meet the wants of the insane in this district, but will 
also result in a marked improvement in the order and restfulness of 
the patients, who, I am sorry to say, are now remarkable for their 
turbulence and excitement. 

Since the 20th November, 1902, when the asylum was last reported 
on, the following changes have taken place amongst the population :

One man is at present absent by escape, leaving 279 males and 256 
females in residence. . . 

These figures show that the asylum population has, in the interval 
since last inspection, increased by ten. 

The deaths are registered as due to natural causes. In one case- 
in which, the patient, who had been in delicate health for some time, 
died from rupture of the intestine— a Coroner’s Inquest was held, and 
the verdict was that death resulted from natural causes. . In eight 
cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem examination. These 
examinations are evidence of the zeal and industry of the Medical 
Officers. 

Three serious injuries are recorded, viz. : — (1) a fracture of the arm, 
from a kick by a fellow patient ; (2) a cut wrist, sustained in breaking 
glass ; and (3) a fracture of the thigh from a fall from a window board, 
when trying to open the window. . , 

The health of the institution has been good. Enteric fever attacked 
one patient, who fortunately made a good recovery, and influenza ap- 
peared in the winter, attacking seven men and twenty -four women 
amongst the patients, and two of the male and seven of the female 

staff. . . . , . . , 

The registers of restraint and seclusion contain entries of the restraint 
of two men, by the strait jacket, for a total period of 599 hours, and of 
three men and three women by gloves, for surgical reasons or to pre- 
vent self injury. Seclusion was resorted to in the treatment of sixteen 
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men and twenty-six women on 231 occasions, for a total period of WiTEttpotiD 
1,567 hours in the case of the men, and on 355 occasions for a total Asylum. 
period of 1,768 hours in the case of the women. — 

The personal appearance of the patients, both males and females, Condition of 
seemed to be carefully attended to.

The provisions appeared of good quality. I regret to hear that the Provisions, 
storekeeper died lately after many years of faithful service. Stlilr . 

The staff has been increased by the appointment of an additional Nteht nursing 
night nurse. This new appointment is stated to have proved most S ‘ 

useful, by enabling those cases to be cared for whose dangerous pro- 
penalties rendered it difficult for one nurse to attend them alone ; and 
by improving the habits of many who had always previously been in- 
attentive to the calls of nature. 

The returns of employment show that, exclusive of those occupied Employment, 
only in making beds, about 33 per cent, of the men, and 46 per 
cent, of the women are engaged at some useful occupation. A large 
number of men work on the farm ; weaving has been lately intro- 
duced, and two looms have been purchased. These looms are easily 
worked, and already a large amount of material has been woven. A 
creditable return is given of the work done in the tailor’s and shoe- 
maker s shops. A good deal of employment has been provided in 
levelling the ground for the new buildings. No better work can be 
found for the insane. Many useful improvements have been carried 
out on the farm, by removing old fences and making drains. 

The precautions against fire consist of internal hydrants and hose on Precautions 
every corridor, and in every large dormitory, with external hydrants against fire, 
round the building. All the attendants and nurses are instructed in 
the management of the internal fire appliances, and the water pressure 
is said to be sufficient to command the roof. Tire chutes for escape 
are provided on the male side, and every room, except one on the 
female side has access to two staircases. 

About 60 per cent, of the patients attend the services of their respec- Religious 
tive places of worship. Two Masses are celebrated on Sundays and ministration, 
holidays, as the Chapel is not capable of containing all the worshippers 
at a time. The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, and the 
rules with reference to the funerals of patients buried at the expense of ? urial °J 
the asylum are carefully carried out. atteinf 

The manner m which the notes are written in the Case-books does Medical* 
much credit to Dr. FitzGerald, especially having regard to the amount records.

ARMAGH RETREAT PRIVATE ASYLUM. 


There are at present resident in this licensed house sixteen gentle- 
men and nineteen ladies, under certificates, whilst two gentlemen and 
two ladies reside in the institution as voluntary boarders. Since the 
last inspection, on the 20th August, 1902, four gentlemen and four 
ladies have been admitted; two gentlemen have been discharged; 
and two voluntary boarders were admitted, and have since left, while 
a third also admitted between the two visits still remains. 

As regards the mental condition of one of the present voluntary 
boarders I have entered a note in the “ Patients’ Book, that I had 
grave doubts of her fitness to continue to reside in the house without 
being certified. The other voluntary boarders are quite capable of 
understanding their position. 

No death has occurred during the period under review, nor has there 
been any case of zymotic disease, or any accident. 

At present two patients— a lady and a gentleman— are confined to 
bed from physical disease. These cases should be kept under con- 
stant supervision. This is of especial importance in the case of the 
male patient, who is very suicidal. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that one gentleman 
and one lady were restrained each for two hours, and one gentleman 
for an hour and a half, by means of the strait waistcoat, on account oi 


violent excitement. . 

Both ladies and gentlemen were fairly neat and tidy m their persons. 
The rooms— both the bedrooms and sittingrooms— were found m good 
order, with the exception of the dayroom for the more troublesome 
male patients, which is decidedly shabby. Dr. Allen explains that he 
has additional furniture for this room, but that at present one patien 
is so destructive that it is impossible to safeguard any article of fur- 
niture from his mischievous habits. This is, however, a difficulty 
met with and surmounted in every asylum. . 

Six patients are at present able to enjoy walks m the country, in 
charge of an attendant, and twelve go out for diving exercise. 
Associated entertainments are stated to have been held during the 
winter, and some of the patients are able to attend public amusements, 
such as concerts, outside. There appears to be a fair supply of litera- 
ture, and bookcases are placed in the sittingrooms. 

Six patients are able to attend their respective places of worship 
in the neighbourhood, and, in addition, a clergyman visits once a week. 
There are no Roman Catholic patients m residence at present. 

The books and registers are properly kept. A new Case-boo: k has 
been obtained, and all the old cases remaining in the house should be 
brought forward, and entered in it. ... . , 

The staff consists of six men and seven women. In addition to 
these, on the male side, there is an attendant on duty during the night. 
On the female side the nurses sleep in the rooms with the patients, but, 
having regard to the troublesome propensities and the infirmities oi 
some of the ladies, I think the services of a night nurse, who would 
patrol the wards, are called for. . 

V As regards means of escape in the event of fire, a staircase is pro- 
vided at the end of each corridor. As the height of the firs . storj 
from the ground is not great, additional means of escape could 
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afforded by having some of the windows made to open by a key. An 
“ Extincteur,” fire buckets, and hose are kept ready for use to deal 
with a fire on its first outbreak. 

The number of patients for which the house is licensed has now 
been increased to forty — eighteen gentlemen and twenty-two ladies, 
but no further extension should be sanctioned until additional ac- 
acommodation has been provided, as already some of the sittingrooms 
would appear to have more than their proper number of occupants.

ARMAGH RETREAT PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

There are resident in this licensed house at the present date, twelve 
gentlemen and twenty ladies, while one gentleman and three ladies 
remain as voluntary boarders. At the date of the last inspection, on 
the 11th February of the present year, there were, exclusive of voluntary 
boarders, sixteen gentlemen and nineteen ladies in residence, and the 
changes which took place since amongst the certified patients were the 
admission of three gentlemen and eight ladies ; the deaths of two 
gentlemen and one lady ; and the discharge of five gentlemen and six 
ladies. 

I agree with the remarks made by my colleague in his last memo- 
randum of inspection, as to the mental condition of one of the volun- 
tary boarders (Miss C.), while another lady, since admitted as a volun- 
tary boarder, is also, in my opinion, insane, and, if she remains here, 
must be duly certified. 

I found another lady (Miss M.) in a very excited condition in her 
room, which, I was informed, she seldom leaves. I am in some doubt 
whether the resources of this house are best suited for dealing with 
such a case. 

I was glad to perceive that, acting on the recommendation of my 
colleague, a substantial addition to the accommodation is being pro- 
vided. 

No cases of zymotic disease have occurred, nor has there been any 
serious accident since last inspection. Neither has there been any 
entry in the register of restraint and seclusion. 

The rooms were found clean and tidy, and many of the patients 
expressed themselves quite satisfied with their treatment. 

I examined the registers, which I found duly written up.

Appendix to Fifty -third Report on Distinct, Criminal, [App. E. 

I find that since last visit, two attempts at suicide have been made. 

In one case the patient, who was known to be suicidal, and was 
in charge of one of the Brothers, while in the kitchen secreted a knife, 
and, having managed to get into a secluded place in the grounds, 
inflicted severe wounds on his throat and wrist before he was discovered 
by the Brother in charge. No report of this occurrence was made to 
our office at the time, as directed in the Circular of the 15th May, 1902, 
which requires that all serious casualties to patients should be reported 
to the Inspectors within three days. 

The other attempt was made by a patient lately admitted, who 
snatched a knife from another patient in the dining hall, and put it 
to his throat, but it was taken from him without any injury to himself 
or to others. 

Am ongst the patients is an excited and restless epileptic, who has 
to be kept much apart from the others, owing to his dangerous and 
homicidal propensities. This institution is ill-suited for the care of 
dangerous and suicidal patients, who should, in my opinion, be cared 
for in an asylum with a resident medical officer, and with a staff better 
accustomed to deal with such cases. 

With this exception, the patients were very quiet and well-behaved. 
Most of them were out walking in the grounds. Four go out driving 
every day ; thirty-five are taken out for country walks twice a week ; 
while twenty-three engage in various forms of useful occupation. 

The patients are in good general health, and only one is at present 
confined to bed. They were very clean, and their bedding was carefully 
looked after, but more attention should be paid to the condition of 
the clothing of patients of untidy habits. 

There is no record of the use of either restraint or seclusion. 

Thirty patients usually attend Mass on Sundays, and sixteen on 
week-days. There is only one Protestant patient, who attends the 
parish church when he is able. 

Concerts and lantern entertainments take place at intervals, whilst 
the supply of newspapers and amusing literature would appear 
sufficient. 

The staff at present consists of twelve Brothers and seven paid 
attendants. 

The books and registers are carefully kept, but occasional notes 
should be made in the Case-book by the Visiting Physician.

Since this licensed house was last visited, on the. 20th May, the 
following changes have taken place amongst the inmates. There 
were then resident Jf orty-four7gentlemen ; three have since been ad- 
mitted ; three have been discharged ; and one has died — leaving on 
the books at the present time the names of forty-three patients. 

The cause of the death was registered as cancer of the throat. 

Neither restraint nor seclusion appear to have been resorted to in 
the treatment of the patients during the period under review. 
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At present they are quiet and well behaved. One gentleman com- Bklmont 
plained that he was not allowed out to walk, but on inquiry, I under- Park. 
stand that this prohibition was made by the Medical Officer, as the Conduct, 
patient could not be trusted. Any other complaints made were either 
based on insane delusions, or were on account of detention, from 
patients unfit for discharge. 

The clothing was fairly tidy, and more attention appears to be given Clothing, 
to the condition of those who are unable to attend to themselves. 

The bedding appeared in good order. Bedding. 

Walking exercise is stated to be taken as heretofore ; parties of Exercise, 
thirty-five are taken out twice a week. 

Various excursions to places of interest in the neighbourhood were Recreation, 
enjoyed during the summer. 

The ministration of religion continues unchanged. Religious 

The general health is good, though one or two old patients are now ministrat5on - 
confined to bed by bodily ailments. Health. 

The lantern in the davroom for the more troublesome patients is Buildings, 
now completed, but this room and several others should be carpeted, 
or covered with linoleum. 

The padded-room has been painted and the ventilation improved. 

The new case-book was not produced, as it was stated that at present Case-book 
the old cases are being copied into it. This book should always be not produced, 
ready for inspection, and it is expected that it will be found "fully 
written up to date on the occasion of the next visit. In future the 
Medical Officer should enter notes of each case — in chronic cases once 
in six months, and in acute cases once a week for the first month. 

The water pressure is said to be sufficient, as it is carried up by a Precautions 
steam pump. Hydrants and hose are provided throughout the build- a S ain3t fire * 
ings, and the number of stairs and outlets would seem to afford means 
of escape from all parts of the building.

At present three ladies are enjoying a visit to a neighbouring seaside 
resort for the benefit of their health. One of these, it is pleasing to 
hear, has so much improved that it is hoped she will shortly be able 
to return to her family. . 

One lady was in bed, where she had gone of her own accord, suffering 
from mental excitement. Another lady has been ill with some obscure 
gastric disturbance, but is now improved. Otherwise, the health of 
cne institution has been excellent. . 

The registers of restraint and seclusion contain no entries since last 

Both ladies and gentlemen were neat and tidy in their dress, in- 
cluding those cases whose habits are untidy. 

The various sittingrooms, bedrooms, and corridors, were m good 
order, and properly ventilated. Some new furniture has been obtained, 
and a good deal of painting has been done. The bedding was very 
clean and well kept. _ , 

I must, however, again suggest that an effort should be made to 
improve the room occupied by the voluntary boarder. Although lie 
is a very old man who does not like to be disturbed, and resides here 
of his own accord, there is no reason why his room, which he occupies 
both by day and night, and in which he takes most of his meals, should 
not be better ventilated, and emptied of some of the property which 
he keeps in it. , . . . 

I understand that the Committee are about to enlarge the windows 
on the basement story. This will be a step in the right direction, 
and will do much to improve the institution. 

Much attention appears to be given on the part of the Committee 
to protection against fire. There appears to be a plentiful supply of 
hose, hydrants, stand pipes, and hand fire engines. There is also a 
means of exit from each end of every corridor. I have only to suggest 
that the smaller hose should be kept attached to the water pipe in 
each corridor, and rolled up in a box with a glass door, so as to be ready 
for immediate use on the discovery of fire. 

Eight gentlemen and thirteen ladies go out for drives. 

Two gentlemen and two ladies are able to attend the neighbouring 
church, whilst fifteen attend service in the institution, which continues 
to be performed as described in previous reports. 

Twentv-three patients usually attend the entertainments which are 
given every Saturday, and which, during the winter consisted of con- 
certs, magic lantern exhibitions, &c., whilst, during the summer, out- 
door amusements, garden parties, &c., will be given. 

There is no change in the strength of the staff, most of the members 
of which have been attending a course of lectures given by Dr. Bewley, 
in preparation for the examination for the certificate in nursing given 
by the Medico-Psychological Association.

leaving eleven gentlemen and twenty-two ladies in residence under 
certificates at the present time, whilst one old gentleman continues to 
reside as a voluntary boarder. 

There has been no death, or any accident. 1 

The register of restraint contains no entry, and seclusion is said to have 
been resorted to for only three hours during the period under review. 

When visiting the wards, however, I found one lady locked in her 
room. It was explained to me that this lady, when she wishes, goes 
into her room, and is then locked in. This, under the regulations, 
must be considered seclusion, and recorded as such. This patient 
was very restless, noisy, and excited, and was said to be at times violent 
and dangerous. She would be more easily and better managed in an 
institution with a stronger staff and one more accustomed to deal 
with such cases, where it might be found possible to allow her greater 
liberty. 

1 All the other patients were quiet, and, with a few exceptions, well 
behaved. They were all properly dressed, and neat and tidy in their 
persons. 

Some improvements have been carried out. Several of the rooms 
have been papered and painted, and a new grate has been provided 
in the ladies’ sittingroom at Swanbrook. New pictures, blinds, carpets, 
and linoleum have also been obtained. 

The various sittingrooms and bedrooms were in good order, and 
well furnished. 

I must, however, again bring under the consideration of the Com- 
mittee the lowering of the windows in the rooms of the basement 
corridors. This would improve the ventilation, and remove the 
prison-like aspect of these apartments. 

An additional sittingroom would be an improvement on the female 
side, so as to afford more space for the troublesome ladies. 

Amusements have been provided — during the summer, tennis and 
croquet, and now, during the severe weather, football and weekly 
concerts. Four gentlemen and sixteen ladies go out driving, and four 
ladies, but no gentlemen, go out walking. 

The ministration of religion continues as heretofore. The Chaplain 
attends once a month ; Mr. Miller holds a service on the other Sundays, 
at which seventeen ladies and eight gentlemen are present ; and four 
ladies are able to attend the neighbouring parish church. 

An aviary has been erected for the amusement of the gentlemen, and 
a new pavilion has been put up in the airing court. 

The institution is said to be well supplied with illustrated papers, 
and books are obtained from two libraries. 

No change has taken place in the staff. 

The Committee continue to give much attention to protection 
against fire, and the means of escape in case of an outbreak. On eac 
corridor a line of hose is now always connected with the water main. 
There is an ample supply of water, and external hydrants are provi e . 
On the male side there is an alternative exit from each corridor. 
Swanbrook, and in each of the female wards, a window has been ma e 
to open so as to afford a means of escape by the aid of ladders, 
fear, however, it would be useless to hope that the insane would a einp 
to escape by the aid of such a difficult means of descent. er ^P 3 
a set of moveable steps, with a hand rail, might be of greater service. 

All the books and registers are well kept, including the case- oo , 
which affords much useful information regarding the cases lender care.

Since these licensed houses were last visited, one gentleman who 
had previously been resident as a voluntary boarder has been certified ; 
two ladies have been admitted ; one gentleman was discharged ; and 
one lady died of chronic Bright’s disease and heart failure — leaving 
on the register at the present time twelve gentlemen and nineteen 
ladies. The other voluntary boarder resident at last visit still remains 
in the same capacity. 

Only one trivial accident is recorded, in the case of a young lady who, 
in a violent paroxysm of excitement, threw herself out of bed, and in 
so doing sustained a cut on her chin, which required to be stitched. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that one lady was se- 
cluded for ten minutes, on account of her excessive violence, while 
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another was locked in her room on eight occasions, for thirty-eight 
hours in all, to prevent her from wandering about unclad. Restraint 
was resorted to in the case of the lady, above referred to as meeting 
with an accident. In this case it was decided, on consultation, to 
try the effect of wet packing, which has to be recorded as restraint. 
This method of treatment was resorted to on ninety-four occasions 
for a total period of 353 hours, and is reported as having had a bene- 
ficial effect. The same lady was restrained by a jacket on thirty- three 
occasions for 298 hours, to prevent her from removing surgical dressings. 
She also wore gloves on twenty-one occasions, on account of her gene- 
rally destructive and violent tendencies, and to prevent the removal 
of surgical dressings. Another lady wore leather gloves on one occasion 
for thirteen hours for the same reason. 

One lady has only just been admitted, and sufficient time has not 
elapsed to make accurate observations of her mental condition, but 
she is restless, and undoubtedly requires the treatment afforded in an 
establishment such as this. The other patients recently admitted are 
proper subjects for detention. 

Both ladies and gentlemen were suitably dressed, quiet, and well 
behaved. All appeared to be well and judiciously cared for. 

As many of the ladies as can be safely trusted, go out walking three 
or four times a week, and a few of the gentlemen are also able to enjoy 
this form of exercise. 

Seven associated entertainments, two theatrical performances, a 
concert, a lantern lecture, and three social evenings took place during 
the winter. 

About one-third of the patients are able to attend Divine Service 
to the institution, and five or six go out to the neighbouring church. 

Since the last visit, one of the passages on the female side has been 
done up, but a good deal of painting remains to be carried out during 
the summer. 

Flower beds have been made in the gentlemen’s pleasure ground, 
which add to its appearance, and afford interest to its occupants. 

As regards protection against fire, there are several Extincteurs ar.d 
a hand pump, and an additional pump is about to be obtained. As 
regards means of escape, staircases are provided in all parts, of the 
buildings, but in one or two places, where only one. exit exists, an 
additional means of escape could be obtained by fixing canvas fire- 
escapes to the windows. 

The staff consists of a house steward and four attendants on the 
male side, and of a matron and ten nurses on the female side. On this 
side two nurses are on duty at night. In the male house there is no 
one up at night. A night watch , if for no other purpose than to guard the 
building against fire, would tend much to the safe-keeping of the patients. 

There have been several changes- amongst the official stair. r. 
Erskine has succeeded Dr. Knapp as Assistant Medical Officer, an 
Mr. Richardson now acts as Clinical Assistant. Mr. ^ Kay, w o so 
long held the post of house steward, has resigned, and has been suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Stanland, who has had considerable experience m a 
similar capacity in England. Miss Ainsworth bar, succeeded Miss

ladies under certificates, and two ladies are voluntary residents. 

Seven patients — three gentlemen and four ladies — are at present 
at the seaside enjoying a summer holiday — a most charming house 
having been hired for their occupation. 

Only one old gentleman is confined to bed, suffering from chronic 
disease ; the health of the remainder is excellent. 

Except on the subject of detention, no complaints were made, and 
both ladies and gentlemen were quiet and well behaved. Their per- 
sonal condition was an evidence of the care bestowed on them by the 
staff. 

Since last visit, restraint has been resorted to in the treatment of 
one lady by the wet pack for four hours, and another was secluded in 
her room for ten minutes. 

Drives take place as usual, either singly or in association, and country 
walks are also enjoyed by those who can be trusted. Excursions, 
in which both ladies and gentlemen took part, were made to see the 
review, and the other festivities during the King’s visit. An asso- 
ciated evening entertainment, and a picnic have also been given. 

At least 50 per cent, of the patients are able to attend the Service 
held in the private chapel attached to the main house, and one or 
two occasionally attend the church in the neighbourhood. One 
Roman Catholic patient goes to the village church ; the other two 
patients of that religion are unable to attend Mass, but are attended 
by their clergyman. 

The staff is kept up to its full strength — giving a proportion of one 
attendant to over two patients. 

Since the last visit various improvements have been carried out. 
The passage between the ladies’ and gentlemen’s houses has been 
refloored, and throughout both houses a great deal of painting, paper- 
ing, and decoration is in progress. At present both the cottages on 
the female side are being re-modelled, and provided with new baths, 
hot- water pipes, and improved means of ventilation. 

The manner in which the case-books are kept shows the interest 
which Dr. Dawson, aided by his assistants, takes in the medical treat- 
ment of his patients.

The voluntary boarder who was in residence Voluntary 
at the time of the last visit has left, and another, who was since received, boarders, 
has also gone away, so that at present no one remains in the institu- 
tion in that capacity. 

The patients all appear in excellent health, though some are very Health and 
old and feeble. They were neatly and properly dressed, according to condition, 
their social position in life. 

Most praiseworthy efforts have been made to provide employment. Employment. 
The late storm, which blew down so many trees, has furnished plenty 
of work in cutting up the timber for firewood, whilst some of the gentle- 
men have taken an interest in levelling and laying down the turf in 
the pleasure grounds, thus obtaining healthful exercise ; relieving the 
monotony of their existence ; and stimulating mental activity. 

The house was found in excellent order. A great deal of painting Condition of 
and decorating has been done, rendering the rooms and corridors house, 
bright and cheerful. The bedrooms are well furnished, and the bedding 
carefully looked after. 

Several associated entertainments have been held during the winter, Amusements, 
at which a large proportion of the gentlemen attended. 

No change has taken place in the ministration of religion. About Religious 
ten patients attend prayers in the establishment, and two are able ministration, 
to go out to church. A Catholic patient attends Mass in the village, 
and the Catholic clergyman visits any patients of that religion who 
are unable to leave the institution. 

There is no record of either restraint or seclusion having been resorted No restraint 
to during the period under review. or seclusion - 

The staff is unchanged, and consists of a head attendant and four 
ordinary attendants, one of whom does duty at night. 

The books and registers, including that for voluntary boarders, are Records, 
carefully kept. 

As regards protection in case of an outbreak of fire — Miller’s con- Precautions 
cussion pumps are provided in the building, but there are neither against fire, 
external nor internal hydrants. As regards means of escape — the 
buildings are not high, and, where only one exit exists, an additional 
means of escape might easily be provided by having a window to open 
with a lock, and, if necessary, by attaching a canvas fire escape to 
the sill of the window.

HAMPSTEAD HOUSE PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

Since the last visit two patients have been admitted, one of whom 
has since been discharged. This patient was first received as a volun- 
tary boarder, but was afterwards certified. These are the only changes 
which have taken place, and at present there are twenty patients 
resident under certificates. 

All were in good bodily health, and in one case considerable mental 
improvement had taken place. They were neatly dressed, and were 
generally contented. 

There is no record of the use of either mechanical restraint or se- 
clusion since last visit. 

Four gentlemen go out walking when their mental condition per- 
mits, and a number go out driving. 

Excursions were made to see the recent illuminations in Dublin, 
and one gentleman has just returned from a sojourn at the sea. 

A great deal of painting and papering has been done, both inside 
and outside the house, and at present several of the rooms are in the 
hands of the painters.

There are at present resident in this licensed house twenty-four 
certified patients, and one voluntary boarder. Since the last visit, 
on the 1st September, 1902, five certified patients have been admitted ; 
six have been discharged ; and one has died. AmongBt the voluntary 
boarders the following changes have occurred : — Two were resident at 
the date of last inspection ; seventeen have since been received ; and 
eighteen have left — the name of one gentleman remaining on the register 
at present. 

The death amongst the certified patients was registered as due to 
senile gangrene. 

All the patients lately admitted, who remain in residence, would 
appear suitable cases for asylum care. One of them has greatly im- 
proved, and will, it is to be hoped, be discharged in a short time. 

The register of restraint and seclusion shows that two patients were 
restrained, by means of a strait waistcoat, for two and four hours, 
respectively, on account of violence. 
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The health of the patients has been fairly good : only three were Hartfield 
confined to bed at the time of my visit — two from colds, and one on 0US B ' 
account of excitement from which he was recovering. All were quiet Health, 
and well behaved. Conduct. 

With the exception of one or two cases where new clothes would Condition 
appear to be required, the dress and personal appearance of the patients and clothing, 
seemed to receive attention. 

Six of the gentlemen take walking exercise ; nine are sent out for Exercise, 
drives ; and three are sufficiently sensible to allow of their being 
permitted to attend various entertainments. Concerts are held once Amusements, 
a month, and indoor games — including billiards — are provided every 
evening. A bookcase, with a supply of books, is provided in the 
sittingroom, and the supply of newspapers is said to be ample. 

The new sittingroom, in the front of the house, affords excellent Accommoda 
accommodation, and should be used as much as possible, as the rooms tion - 
at the back are dark and depressing. 

I saw the table laid for dinner. The appliances for the service of Service of 
the meal were satisfactory, but I must again call attention to the want mea s * 
of a fire in the diningroom. The day was bitterly cold, and I think 
fires should be kept burning in all rooms used by the patients, where ^SSgemeata. 
there is no other means of heating. 

As regards provision for dealing with an outbreak of fire — an im- Precautions 
proved water supply is said to be now available, and there appears to a S ainst re - 
be a plentiful supply of buckets, but no internal hydrants. Through- 
out the building the windows are so close to the ground that anyone 
might jump out without injury, if means of exit in this way were pro- Means of 
vided. This might be done in the corridors and dormitories by having exit> 
the sashes of one or two windows made to open with a key, which 
could be kept in a case with a glass front, and could only be got at by 
breaking the glass. 

The religious wants of the patients continue to be carefully attended Religious 
to. The Chaplain visits on Sundays and holidays ; twenty patients, ministration, 
on an average, are present at Mass. 

The staff consists of seven attendants, one of whom does duty at staff, 
night.

The two deaths were due to neurasthenia and pneumonia, respec- 
tively. 

The newly admitted certified patients would appear to be suitable 
cases for asylum care. I cannot say that there is evidence of mental 
improvement in any of them. One, a delicate old gentleman, who is 
said to suffer from frequent “ weaknesses,” was found lying on his 
face a few mornings ago. He had sustained a black eye and scratched 
nose, but none of his injuries appear to be serious. 

The records of restraint show that one gentleman was so treated, 
by means of a strait vest, for four hours. 

About five of the certified patients are able to take walking exercise 
beyond the grounds, and eight are sent out for drives. One gentleman 
has been at the seaside, and another is going. 

Twenty-three patients attend Mass celebrated in the house. There 
is only one - Protestant patient, who is incapable of receiving religious 
instruction.

On my visit to this licensed house I found that since the last Report 
on its condition was written on 29th September, 1902, two ladies have 
been admitted — none have been discharged, and none have died, 
leaving fourteen ladies under certificates, and one lady still continues 
to reside as a voluntary boarder. 

The two ladies who have been admitted are improved, and will, it 
is to be hoped, make good recoveries. The other patients continue in 
excellent health, but as yet none of them are fit for discharge. 

All the ladies were found in their sittingrooms. They were well 
behaved, though one or two were somewhat excited. 

Due attention is paid to their dress and personal appearance. Their 
sittingrooms and bedrooms are properly and tastefully furnished, and 
great efforts appear to be made to render their surroundings as cheerful 
and homelike as possible. 

The records show that neither restraint nor seclusion has been 
resorted to since the last visit, nor has there been any accident or 
other untoward event. 

The patients enjoy walking about the grounds, when the weather 
permits. 

An associated entertainment took place lately at Hampstead, and 
was much enjoyed. 

The ministration of religion continues as described in last report, 
and three ladies aie generally able to attend the neighbouring parish 
churcb.

Restraint lias been resorted to in the treatment of one lady, by the 
use of a strong dress with closed sleeves. 

The number of acute and troublesome patients in this house has 
very largely increased — so much so as, in my opinion, to call for tht 
constant care of a Medical Officer. For instance, one lady is reported 
to continually require forcible feeding. I am quite sure that this is 
most skilfully done, but I certainly think that such an operation ought 
to be performed either by, or in the presence of, a Medical Officer. 

The ladies were tidy, and appeared to be carefully looked after. 
The gentlemer Vere also well cared for, but in a few instances their 
clothes were shabby. In these cases it was stated that it was im- 
possible to obtain a proper supply of clothing from their relatives. 
This is a common experience, as there is often trouble in obtaining 
proper supplies of clothing for patients of this class. 

All the rooms, including dayrooms and dormitories, were found in 
excellent order. The rooms were tastefully furnished, and well sup- 
plied with plants and flowers. The bedding in the sleeping rooms 
appeared to be well looked after. In the diningroom dinner was served 
in an orderly manner, and with due regard to the usages of society. 
The decoration of the tables was properly attended to. 

The appliances for use in the event of an outbreak of fire consist 
of hand engines and hydrants. Additional means of escape are still 
required from both wings, so as to provide an exit in case of fire occur- 
ring in the centre of the building. This matter is, I believe, at present 
occupying the attention of Dr. Osburne. 

As regards outdoor exercise — drives are enjoyed when the weather 
permits, and walking exercise is regularly taken by about ten gentle- 
men and four ladies. 

Associated entertainments have taken place once a week during the 
winter, and the gentlemen show great interest in billiards. 

Divine Service is regularly held, and seven gentlemen and six ladies 
are able to be present. The Catholic patients frequently see their 
clergyman, and those who are able, attend Mass outside. 

The various books and registers are carefully kept, including th 
case-book, which gives a history of each of the patients under care.

2 6 th^nd^ 29 th I visited this licensed house on the 26th and 29th ultimo— inspecting 
October, the male side on the former, and the female side on the latter date. 

1903 - The house is now licensed for sixty-five patients, viz., thirty gentlemen 

Numbers. and thirty-five ladies. The actual number of residents on the second 
day of my visit was, on the male side, eighteen gentlemen and one 
voluntary boarder, and, on the female side, thirty-three ladies, ex- 
clusive of a lady who is out with her friends on trial. 

Condition and In many respects the condition and treatment of the patients appear 
treatment. to be satisfactory. They would seem to be allowed as much liberty 
as their mental state j ustifies ; their rooms are bright and well kept ; 
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and many of them speak kindly of the proprietor’s wife, who largely Lindvillb. 
superintends the management. I, however, entirely concur with my 
colleague’s opinion that, having regard to the number and character Neceggit for 
of the cases treated in this house, it is essential that a Medical Officer ^ident 7 ° r 
should be resident on the premises. This cannot be said to be the me dical 
case so long as Dr. Osburne manages a similar institution in the east officer, 
of England, however frequent his visits to Cork may be. 

The changes since last inspection have been the admission of eight Statistics, 
gentlemen and thirteen ladies, while nine gentlemen and six ladies have 
been discharged, exclusive of two deaths among the ladies — one from Deaths, 
tuberculosis and pneumonia, and the other from haemoptysis atten- 
dant on heart disease. 

There was, as is usually the case, more excitement amongst the Mental 
ladies than the gentlemen, and one lady was so acutely excited that condition, 
she required to be kept almost constantly under manual restraint. 

We have already called Dr. Osburne’s attention to the necessity Precautions 
for further protection against an outbreak of fire, and he has promised against fire, 
to have plans prepared and submitted to us as soon as possible. 

The dinner on the second day of my visit, at which I was present, Dietary, 
consisted of boiled beef, with cabbage and potatoes, followed by rice 
pudding, and bread and cheese.

As regards the amusements of the patients, concerts, and magic 
lantern entertainments were given during the winter months. Walk- 
ing parties — consisting of between thirty and forty gentlemen, go out 
twice a week, when the weather permits. There are about twelve of 
the gentlemen who can be trusted on parole, and these go where they 
like. The supply of books and papers would appear sufficient. A 
room is now being fitted up as a library. The wooden building which 
contained the theatre and billiard-room, is in process of removal, and 
will be replaced by a more permanent structure, and one which will 
afford fewer sources of danger from fire. 

Fire hydrants are provided both inside and outside the building, 
and beside each internal hydrant there is a length of hose ready for 
use. The pressure of the water supply is said to be fully sufficient to 
command the roof of the institution. The important matter in an 
establishment of this description is that there should be every facility 
for the escape of the inmates on the first discovery of an outbreak of 
fire. In this licensed house there are four staircases, which afford 
means of exit from all the dormitories and single rooms. In the corridors 
occupied by the more troublesome and helpless patients an additional 
means of escape is provided by a second passage which leads to the 
centre of the house. In these corridors the single rooms open by 
handles on the outside of the doors. 

The strength of the staff is unchanged, and consists of twenty-two 
members of the community, and ten paid attendants. The night staff 
consists of one member of the community, who patrols the various 
corridors, and one paid attendant, who is in charge of the dormitory 
where patients of suicidal tendency sleep. 

The religious wants of the patients are, it is needless to say, care- 
fully attended to. About 75 attend Divine Service held in the insti- 
tution. 

The books and registers are carefully written up, and reflect credit 
on the Resident Physician, Dr. O’Connell.

(T. D.) suffered from recurrent attacks of melancholia, with refusal of 
food.

The precautions against fire, as described in last report, would appear Precautions 
sufficient. against fire. 


The building of a large recreation hall, with a sanitary annexe Erection of 
attached, has been in progress for some time. The building work is recreation 
now completed, but the internal fittings are still in hands. 

More than 75 per cent, of the patients are able to attend Mass. Religious 
There are two Protestant patients, but neither of them is capable of ministration 
attending to his religious duties. 

The staff remains unchanged, and consists of twenty-two members Staff, 
of the community, and ten paid attendants. The care of the patients 
during the night is entrusted to a Brother, who patrols the wards, 
and a paid attendant, who is in charge of the Observatory Dormitory.

Since this hospital was last visited, there have been twenty-two 
admissions (nine gentlemen and thirteen ladies) ; ten discharges (four 
gentlemen and six ladies) ; one lady has been removed to St. Edmunds- 
bury ; and six (four gentlemen and two ladies) have died, leaving 
105 (thirty-nine gentlemen and sixty-six ladies) in residence. These 
numerous changes show the amount of useful work which is being 
done by the institution. 

The deaths are registered as due to cerebral haemorrhage and general 
paralysis in two cases each amongst the males, and to puerperal fever, 
and senile decay, respectively, on the female side. 

There are no entries in the register of restraint and seclusion since 
last visit. 

All the patients, both ladies and gentlemen, were neat and tidy in 
their persons, and appeared to be carefully looked after. It was evident 
that the requirements of all classes of patients are carefully studied 
and liberally met. 

Any patients under treatment in bed appeared to be carefully and 
skilfully nursed both by day and night. 

Many improvements have been carried out or are in progress ; the 
lowering of the windows on the female side is still going on. This 
work, when completed, will do much to modernise the building, and 
render the rooms bright and cheerful. Painting and papering has 
preceeded without interruption on the female side, and now all the 
galleries, and the greater number of the sleeping rooms, are artisti- 
cally decorated and tastefully furnished, affording most excellent 
accommod ation . 

There has been no change in the strength of the staff. One male 
attendant has obtained the certificate of the Medico-Psychological 
Association. The greater number of attendants and nurses, who have 
served the required period, are now thus qualified. 

As a rule sixteen of each sex are able to be present at Divine Service 
held in the hospital. One gentleman is able to attend Mass at one 
of the neighbouring churches. 

The various books and registers are carefully kept, and the manner 
in. which the histories of the various cases are recorded in the case- 
book reflects credit on Dr. Coffey,- the Assistant Medical Officer.

On my visit to this house, I find fifteen ladies in residence. 
Since I was last here, two ladies have come in, and four have gone out. 
Of the latter, one was discharged recovered ; one relieved ; and the 
other two went back to St. Patrick’s Hospital. 

All the ladies appeared to be contented and happy, and to be most 
carefully looked after. One of them has mentally greatly improved, 
and all were in good physical health. 

The house is in good order, and affords excellent accommodation. 
The sitting-rooms are most comfortably and amply furnished, and the 
bedrooms have been lately done up. 

The table was laid for luncheon, and its decoration, which is under 
the charge of one of the patients, deserves high commendation.

ST. VINCENT’S INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

There are at present in residence in this institution 115 ladies. Since 
the last visit, on the 19th December, 1902, the following changes have 
taken place : — There were then on the books the names of 118 ladies ; 
ten have since been admitted ; eight discharged recovered ; two im- 
proved, and one not improved ; and two have died. Of these latter, 
one died of bronchitis, and one of septic fever. 

Some of the ladies lately admitted — whose names I have entered 
in the Patients’ Book — have improved, and will, it is to be hoped, in. 
time make good recoveries. 
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One patient is at present enjoying a summer holiday at the seaside. ! 
The remainder I saw. All appear in excellent health ; only one or 
two very old ladies were in bed ; all the rest were either in their sitting- 
rooms, or enjoying the open air in the garden. 

The personal condition of the patients as to dress and neatness, 
was satisfactory. 

I saw the more troublesome ladies at dinner. The meal was decently 
served, and seemed to be much appreciated. 

The returns show that neither restraint not seclusion has been re- 
sorted to since last visit. 

The heating of the building is now completed. The system adopted 
consists for the most part of radiators placed in the various rooms 
and corridors. In the new wing hot-water pipes are used. 

Owing to the disturbance of the fabric caused by the introduction 
of the heating system, a great deal of painting and papering was re- 
quired, which is now completed. 

The staff at present consists of eighteen Sisters of the Community, 
and twenty-seven employees. 

During the summer various excursions to objects of interest in the 
neighbourhood have been provided ; picnic parties have been organised, 
in which large numbers were able to take part ; and excursions made 
to visit the Botanical Gardens, &c. 

The ministration of religion, and the religious wants of the patients, 
it is needless to say, receive most careful attention.

The supply of books and papers is said to be ample. 

Many of the patients take great interest in needlework, which occupies 
much of their time. 

About sixty-five ladies are returned as attending Mass which is cele- 
brated in the Chapel attached to the institution. 

The books and registers are kept up to date, but the notes in the 
case-book might with benefit afford more ample information. 

As regards means of escape in case of fire, the number of staircases 
in the main building would appear sufficient to afford a second exit 
from all the dormitories. There is only one staircase in each of the 
two detached cottages, and, in the event of these exits being cut off 
by fire or smoke, the only means of escape would be ordinary ladders, 
which would be of little use for insane patients. Perhaps the Committee 
would consider the advisability of providing a moveable hand ladder, 
or a chute fire escape. 

The provision for dealing with an outbreak of fire consists of hydrants 
and hose on each landing, and the water supply is stated to be ample. 
Portable fire extinguishers are about to be supplied.

STEWART INSTITUTION EOR THE INSANE. 

In this institution there are at present twenty- four gentlemen and 
forty- one ladies under certificates as private patients, whilst there are 
fifty-six boys and forty-two girls in the imbecile department. 

The changes amongst the private patients since last inspection were 
as follow : — one gentleman and two ladies were admitted ; two gentle- 
men and three ladies were discharged ; and one lady died of brain 
degeneration. One gentleman came into residence as a voluntary 
boarder, but only remained a few weeks. 

At present three ladies are confined to bed, two of them suffering 
from obscure gastric disturbance. As yet it has not been found 
possible to arrive at any satisfactory diagnosis as to its nature. With 
these exceptions, the general health is excellent. 

I can report favourably on the personal appearance of both ladies 
and gentlemen ; all were neatly and properly dressed. 

The records show that neither restraint nor seclusion has been resorted 
to since last visit. 

A great deal has been done as regards the renewal of carpets and 
the provision of additional furniture.) In the ladies’ sitting-room several 
most comfortable arm chairs have been supplied. 

The heating of the building during the winter months is said to 
have been a great success. 

No change has taken place in the strength of the staff as described 
in last report. 

Driving parties continue to go out almost daily, and the greater 
number of both ladies and gentlemen wander at will about the grounds. 

The ministration of religion continues unchanged. 

The books and registers are carefully kept. 

Dr. Rainsford is at present enjoying his well-earned holiday, and 
his place is taken by Dr. A. N. Holmes, who afforded me all the in- 
formation I required.

On visiting the lunatic department of this institution, I find that 
since the last visit was paid, on June 15th, the following changes have 
taken place in the population : — There were then twenty-four males 
and forty-one females resident ; six males and ten females have since 
been admitted ; five males and four females have been discharged — 
leaving twenty-five males and forty-seven' females On the register. 

One lady is at present absent on leave for the benefit of her health. 

The numbers of the admissions and discharges amongst the lunatic 
patients point to the useful work which is being carried out by this 
department of the institution. 

All the recently admitted patients whom I saw appeared suitable 
cases for asylum care. One or two have already improved, and will 
I trust be able to leave at no very distant time. 

There has been no death nor any serious casualty. 

The general health has been excellent. At present only two ladies 
are in bed from trivial ailments. 

According to the records neither restraint nor seclusion has been 
resorted to during the period under review. 

Both gentlemen and ladies were very quiet and well behaved. Their 
dress and personal appearance reflected credit on their attendants. 

The various sitting-rooms and bedrooms were in good order and com- 
fortably furnished, and it is satisfactory to be able to report that the 
new heating system appears to work well. On this very cold day the 
temperature, even in the corridors, was most comfortable. 

A new underground tank, capable of holding 36,000 gallons, to 
supplement the Yartry supply, and for use in case of fire, has just been 
constructed. The other provisions for dealing with fire would appear 
to have been carefully thought out, and everything has been supplied 
which forethought could suggest — such as hose and water tanks in 
all wards, and means of escape by alternate exits from each corridor. 

Owing to the inclement weather, the outing parties have not been 
as frequent as usual, but, during the King’s visit, the patients were 
brought to the various festivities. Country walks take place twice a 
week during the summer. 

The ministration of religion continues as heretofore. There is a 
service in the institution on Sundays, attended on an average by eighteen 
gentlemen and twenty-two ladies. In addition two or three ladies 
attend service in the parish church. Any Catholic patients who 
are fit attend Mass in the village church. 

The staff is unchanged, and consists of a matron and twelve nurses— ■ 
one of whom acts as night nurse. On the male side there is a head 
attendant, who also acts as storekeeper, and three male attendants. 

The registers and medical books, including the case-books, are well 
kept, and reflect much credit on Dr. Rainsford, especially in view of 
the fact that he has no clerical assistance.

VERVILLE PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

When the last visit was paid to this licensed house, there were in 
residence twenty-eight ladies under certificates, and one as a volun- 
tary boarder. During the interval which has since elapsed three 
ladies have been admitted under certificates, and four have been dis- 
charged — leaving the names of twenty-seven ladies at present on the 
books of the institution. The lady, who at the time of the last visit 
was residing in the institution as a voluntary boarder, was afterwards 
certified, and is included amongst the certified admissions. Another 
voluntary boarder who was since received, left with her husband after 
a short visit, whilst a third lady, who entered the institution under 
similar conditions, died of pneumonia. No one, therefore, continues in 
residence at present who is not under certificates. 

The new admissions, who remain, appear to be suitable cases for 
asylum care. 

During my visit the patients were quiet and well behaved. 

No recourse appears to have been had to either restraint or seclusion 
during the period under review. 

The rooms were in good order. The sitting-rooms are somewhat 
overcrowded, and there is a decided want of objects of interest, such 
as flowers and plants, to render the surroundings cheerful. 

The dinner, at which I was present, was served with regularity, 
and in accordance with the usages of society. It consisted of soup, 
roast beef, and sweets. The viands appeared to be of good quality, 
and generally liked. 

Carriage drives continue to be enjoyed by about twelve ladies. 
Country walks were discontinued during the winter, but it is to be 
hoped that on the approach of warmer weather they will be again 
instituted. Efforts should be made to vary the monotony of existence 
as much as possible. 

Mass continues to be regularly celebrated on Sundays and holidays, 
and twenty- two ladies, on an average, are able to be present. There are 
three Protestant patients, but they are not fit to attend service outside. 

The staff is reported to continue of the same strength as stated m 
previous reports, viz., a lady superintendent, a matron, and six nurses. 

As regards precautions against the spread of fire, there are no internal 
hydrants, but an external hydrant has, I understand, been provided 
by the Corporation on the road some yards from the house. The 
water pressure is reported to be sufficient, but this could only be of 
use on the arrival of the Fire Brigade. Inside the house the supply of 
water is stated to be plentiful, but there are no hand fire engines, or 
other appliances for dealing with a fire on its first outbreak, except fire 
buckets. Hydrants should be provided on each floor of the house, 
with some lengths of hose, or at least some hand fire engines should be 
supplied, and the nurses should be trained in their use. 

As regards means of escape — there is a staircase on each side of the 
house, one from a large dormitory, and one from the new sanitary 
annexe. These would, I think, provide a safe exit from most of the 
rooms, but not from all. Some additional means of getting away from 
the rooms in the centre of the house should, therefore, be devised. 

The books and registers are properly kept, with the exception of .the 
register of the admissions and discharges, of voluntary boarders, which 
was not produced. . ^ •

there is no night stafi. It would be a wise precaution to have, at the 
various exit doors, boxes with a glass front containing a key, which 
could only be obtained by breaking the glass. There are neither hose 
nor hydrants— the only means of extinguishing a fire being a few buckets. 

The staff is returned as numerically the same as at the last visit, Staff, 
viz the lady superintendent, the matron, and six nurses.

ARMAGH WORKHOUSE. 

The lunatic wards of this workhouse at present contain seventeen 
men and twenty-four women. Of these, one man and three women 
are epileptic ; three men and two women are of unclean habits ; and 
two men and four women are confined to bed from bodily infirmity. 
About ten men arid eleven women are, as a rule, usefully employed. 

Little structural change has as yet been made in the accommodation. 
The flagged passages continue to be used as dayrooms, and the cells 
on each side still remain, but those on the female side are no longer 
occupied. 

The condition of the women has greatly improved. They are 
clean and neat in their persons, and sleep upstairs in well kept, and 
well ventilated dormitories. A bath, with hot and cold water supply, 
has been provided for their use. Iron bedsteads with wire and hair 
mattresses have also been obtained, and the bedding is ample, clean, 
and in good order. 

The accommodation for the men is not so satisfactory. They still 
use the flagged corridors as a dayroom, and the flagged cells are also 
occupied. Their dormitory is on the ground floor, and is also flagged. 
A good many iron bedsteads with wire bottoms have been provided, 
but some of the old wooden bedsteads, with straw ticks, are still in 
use, and, for this cause, perhaps, the bedding is not so well looked 
after as on the female side. The men themselves are clean, and a 
bath, with hot and cold water supply, is provided for their use. 

The dietary is liberal, and well suited to the wants of the inmates. 

The increase in the numbers employed on each side is deserving of 
special recognition. 

A paid attendant is in charge of the lunatic wards on each side. 
The male attendant is paid £20 and the female £15 per annum. 
The general night staff visit these wards. 

It is hoped that at an early date the separate cells will be removed, 
and the space thus obtained converted into dayroom accommodation, 
and that all rooms occupied by the insane will be boarded.

I found, istKiay, 011 
therefore, with regret, on my visit on the 15th instant, no less than 1903.

There is, I feel convinced, every desire on Unsuitability 
the part of the Guardians at Boyle, and of the officials acting under ^Mreatment 8 
their jurisdiction to treat this afflicted class with care and considera- of ,} )e insaue> 
tion, but this anxiety only the more accentuates the impossibility 
of treating satisfactorily, under existing conditions, even in an other- 
wise well regulated Irish workhouse, persons of unsound mind. 

To those who have not studied the subject, the detention of the 
insane poor in workhouses would seem an appropriate method of 
disposing of harmless imbeciles, or of inoffensive incurable lunatics, 
and so leaving free valuable accommodation in the District Asylums 
for acute and curable cases. Unfortunately, however, in some Irish 
workhouses, even the physical wants of the insane poor are not supplied 
in a satisfactory manner, while appropriate mental treatment em- 
bodying recreation, occupation, exercise, and all the other influences 
which operate beneficially upon the nervous system, are, as a general 
rule, entirely overlooked. 

On the female side of this workhouse, one room — formerly known Condition of 
as the “ henhouse ” — has been set apart as a lunatic ward, and con- females, 
tains seven beds, in charge of a pauper inmate, whose mental condition 
is scarcely better than that of the patients under her charge.

Three of the patients in this ward are constantly confined to bed, 
either from being noisy and violent or destructive. The hair of one 
of them was encrusted with tea leaves and dry bread, as the result 
of her habit of pouring tea, with bread broken in it, on her head, from 
time to time. Few of the patients wore shoes, and as the ward was 
tiled, they must suffer from cold in winter. 

The other female patients are accommodated in the infirm ward, 
and are nearly all cases of senile dementia. Such cases, however, are 
not easy to treat owing to so many of them being noisy at night, 
destructive, and, in some cases, dangerous to other feeble patients. 

On the male side it has not been found necessary to set apart any 
special accommodation, and the mentally afflicted patients are able 
to associate and be treated with the other inmates. Those of them 
who are aged and feeble are treated in the infirm ward, while some 
employment is found for the younger imbeciles, either in pumping, 
or at house or farm work. 

The dietary seems fairly liberal, and I was glad to find that a bath 
and lavatory have been provided on each side of the house. 

In this, as in so many Irish workhouses, the insane are placed in 
charge of other paupers, who, in many cases, are themselves mentally 
enfeebled, and, in some cases, also physically decrepit, and uncleanly 
in their habits. It is essential in the treatment of all classes of the 
insane that they should be placed in charge of trained and skilled 
attendants. 

Of the lunatics and imbeciles found in the workhouses of this country, 
a very large proportion are degraded in their habits — being wet and 
dirty at night. They will not wash or keep themselves clean, and they 
are peculiarly prone to become infested with vermin. Some imbecile 
children, as is well known, are perverted in their appetites, and will 
eat clay and filth of all kinds, while the aged dements are destructive 
and noisy, especially at night. Everything that the Guardians may 
do for the benefit of these afflicted classes is useless, if they are not placed 
under the constant supervision of persons who have been trained to 
deal with their peculiarities, and improve their habits. 

I trust that the Guardians may urge on the County Council the 
importance either of providing for all classes of the insane in connection 
with the asylum of the district, or of establishing an auxiliary asylum, 
under the provisions of the 76th section of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898, and thus relieve themselves of the serious re- 
sponsibility for the care and treatment of the insane, which, indeed, 
was never intended by the Poor Law to be imposed upon them.

CLONES WORKHOUSE. 

In this workhouse the inmates classified as of unsound mind — four 
men and six women — are not kept in a ward apart from the other 
inmates, but are scattered through various parts of the house. Two 
old women are in the infirm ward ; one is in bed in the hospital ; two 
work in the kitchen ; and one in the laundry. Two imbecile men do 
outdoor work ; one is confined to bed in the hospital ; and one is in 
the infirm ward. 

All these inmates appeared very suitable cases for workhouse care. 
Better provision, should, however, be made for their care and supervision. 
The two imbecile men were in a very untidy condition. Some one 
should be placed in charge of them, and made responsible for the state 
of their clothing ; the cleanliness of their bodies ; and the cutting of 
their hair, &c. 

As soon as the new hospital is opened the old women should be moved 
there, and placed under the charge of the nurse. 

A bath should also be provided, and the lunatic inmates bathed' at 
least once a week. 

The dietary appeared to be ample, and suitable to their wants.

CORK WORKHOUSE. 

The numbers in the lunatic wards of this workhouse on the 31st 
ultimo were 103 men and 170 women. There were also twenty-one 
women, classified as insane, under treatment in the female infirmary, 
making a total of 294 insane inmates. Of those in the lunatic wards, 
seventeen men and forty-eight women are epileptic, and sixteen men 
and six women are of unclean habits. On both sides a large number 
of the patients are bedridden, either from old age or paralysis, and re- 
quire constant care and attention. 

Considering their overcrowded condition, the women in the lunatic 
wards are wonderfully clean and tidy. Many of them are able to 
work, and are employed at needlework, knitting, or in the laundry. 
Their bedding is clean and well looked after, but their exercise yard 
is both small and damp, being neither flagged nor concreted. 
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The condition of the twenty-one female patients treated in the In- Cork 
firm Ward No. 2, is not so satisfactory, and these patients suffer — Workhouse. 
as the insane always do — from their association with other classes, 
being rather untidy and slovenly in dress, while the dormitory in which 
they sleep on straw ticks was reported to be not free from disgusting 
vermin. 

The greater number of the women are able to attend to their religious Religious 
duties. ministration. 

The dietary in all cases is fairly liberal. Dietary. 

The men’s clothing requires more careful attention, and their linen Clothing of 
should be more frequently changed. males. 

It appears that hot water is only provided for the men on bathing Bathing 
days. Having regard to the number of helpless, paralysed, and de- arrangements, 
graded patients, a constant supply of hot water must surely be a ne- 
cessity. 

Six of the men are employed in the garden, and twelve in the house, Employment 
whilst thirty-five are taken out to walk in the grounds. and exercise. 

The staff in charge of the men consists of two paid attendants by g taff 
day and two by night. Three nurses are in charge of the women in 
the lunatic wards by day, and only one is on duty at night. 

The numbers of very helpless cases call for some addition to the 
strength of the staff on both sides. An additional attendant would 
be required for the men by day, and another nurse for the women by 
night. 

Unfortunately the numbers in the lunatic wards of this workhouse 
show no signs of decreasing, as in the case of some of the other unions.

It is to be regretted, having regard to the limited accommodation 
provided for their use, and the restricted area of ground set apart for 
their exercise, that the number of lunatics in this institution should 
still remain undiminished. At the present time, so limited is the Overcrowding, 
accommodation for the numbers of this class requiring care, both on 
the male and female sides, that thirty males and fifty-eight females 
have to sleep two in a bed. It must be admitted that nothing could 
be more deplorable than such overcrowding, which necessitates re- 
course to an arrangement so subversive of cleanliness, decency, and 
morality, and so opposed to all modern ideas.

and the cheerless yard in which they^exercise — have frequently been 
referred to in previous reports. 

The Guardians should, therefore, no longer delay the consideration 
of the question as to how additional accommodation can best be ob- 
tained. 

The opening of the Auxiliary Asylum at Youghal will, it is to be 
feared, avail little in lessening the congestion here, as the numbers 
from other institutions in the county Cork for whose accommodation 
space is required will more than absorb the accommodation in that 
building.

In the lunatic wards of this workhouse there are at present twelve 
men and nine women, of whom three men are epileptic, and one man 
and two women of unclean habits. 

Both men and women appeared to be properly looked after. They 
were clean in their persons, and decently dressed. The bedsteads are 
of modern type, and the bedclothes of good quality, clean, and pro- 
perly repaired. 

On the male side the dormitory floor is paved with bricks. As this 
must be very cold for the feet of the old and infirm inmates during 
the winter, perhaps the Guardians will consider the advisability of 
boarding the floor of this apartment. 

On both sides a bath, with a hot and cold water supply, is provided. 

The wards for each sex are in charge of attendants, paid at the rate 
of £13 per annum, with rations.

These statistics deserve consideration, as showing, amongst other North 
points, (1) the great numbers suffering from various forms of mental Dubun 

aberration who seek shelter in this institution during the year, (2) the 0RgH0U8K ‘ 

difficulties and responsibilities thrown on all connected with the manage- Questions for 
ment of the institution in dealing with such a crowd of suffering con8ideration - 
humanity, (3) the necessity for adequate accommodation to treat so 
many cases labouring under different forms of mental disease. 

The question arises — whether it is likely that, under altered arrange- 
ments, the admission of such cases into this workhouse can be entirely 
put a stop to. At present this hardly appears possible. At any rate 
it does not seem feasible for many years to come. All that can be 
hoped for is that the numbers resident will, by degrees, be decreased. 
Unfortunately during the past twelve months the number of women 
has increased by eight, thus rendering the overcrowding greater than 
ever. 

The condition of these inmates continues as described in previous Unsatisfactory 
reports, and is pitiable in the extreme, as not only are they crowded cond,tlon aad 
together, but all the appliances for their proper care are wanting, dltion! 00 " 

For instance, in the female wards there are no dayrooms — the dormi- 
tories, crowded by night, have to serve as sittingrooms and refectories 
by day. The sanitary accommodation is utterly deficient. On the 
female side, an upstairs room is used as an infirmary, where there are 
eighteen bedridden cases, who are almost all in the most advanced state 
of infirmity, helpless, and paralysed. This room has neither bath, 
lavatory, scullery, nor sanitary appliances of any sort, and almost the 
same remarks would apply to all the other wards. 

The washing has to be done on the female side in a small basement 
room, and in a shed. On the male side it is done in the bathroom. 

Outside, the space provided for the use of these inmates is utterly 
inadequate. 

But in this overcrowded institution it is hopeless to expect that 
suitable accommodation can be found for the insane. The best that 
can be looked for is that the numbers shall be kept down as far as 
possible, and an effort made to provide more suitable accommodation 
for those cases who, from time to time, have to be received into the 
institution. 

Of the numbers at present resident, twenty-two men and forty- 
five women are epileptic ; six men and twenty-seven women are of un* 
clean habits ; fourteen men and twenty-nine women are confined to 
bed. Amongst these is one man suffering from symptoms of variola, 
who will, I understand, be removed to the Smallpox Hospital to-day. Employment 
Twenty men and ninety-two women are employed, and four men and E e ]i^j ous 
fifty women are able to attend to their religious duties. ministration. 

In the wards are to be seen a number of imbeciles. Perhaps it Imbecile 
might be possible to arrange with the other unions of the county to cMdren.

The numbers coming and going during the year show how much 
the lunatic wards of this workhouse are utilised for the care of the 
mentally infirm, and how important and onerous are the duties and 
responsibilities of those in charge of them. Furthermore, the patients 
are of a peculiarly helpless type — a great number bedridden, partly 
or completely paralysed, degraded in habits, and therefore, requiring 
constant care and attention. 

To-day there are sixteen men and eighty-four women in bed, of 
whom four men and six women are of unclean habits, and seven men 
and nine women are epileptics. 

I again found the male sick — amongst whom was a case of delirium 
tremens — in charge of pauper inmates. The Guardians will, I think, 
agree with me that the occasional visits of a nurse are not sufficient 
for the care of such a number of helpless human beings, who ought 
at all times to be under the supervision of a responsible official. 

The staff has lately been strengthened by the appointment of a 
nurse who has received asylum training, and now consists on the female 
side of a trained hospital and a trained asylum nurse, and two female 
attendants. For the care of the men there are two male attendants, 
one of whom takes the men out to work. The hospital nurse is sup- 
posed to look after the male infirmary, but, having regard to the mul- 
titude of bedridden cases on the female side, her time would be more 
than occupied in looking after them. 

The night staff consists of one paid official to take charge of the wards 
for each sex. Having regard to the numbers of helpless cases on the 
female side, it is impossible that one person can properly supervise 
them during the night. A trained nurse would be needed to attend 
on the male sick, and one additional nurse at least for the female 
wards. 
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The great want in the lunacy wards of these institutions is a respon- South 
sible head o± the staff, who would at all times have charge of the wards Dublin 
and be responsible for the condition of the patients ; for the conduct Wo ™ OUSE - 
of the subordinate officials ; and for the performance of the routine 
duties of the establishment. At present the Medical Officer visits 
only for a short time during the day. The master and matron have 
so many other responsibilties, and so many other places to visit 
that it is impossible for them to give much attention to this depart- 
ment so that, for the greater part of the twenty-four hours, the wards 
are left without any responsible head. 

At the present time extensive structural works, which will provide Accommo- 
permanent accommodation to replace part of the wooden buildings are dation. 
in progress. On the female side the permanent brick buildings have 
for some time been completed, but are at present occupied by the in- ' 
firm class, owing, I understand, to overcrowding in other parts of the 
establishment. This is unfortunate, as the wooden sheds are not only 
overcrowded, but are to a large extent worn out, and unsuited for 
human habitation.^ I trust that at an early date the present occupants 
of the brick buildings will be removed, and the accommodation given 
up for the use of the insane. 

On the male side the erection of the permanent buildings is in progress 
but the work will not be completed for some time. Portion, however' 
of the wooden structure used by the male lunatics is only lately built’ 
and affords excellent accommodation. 

Both men and women were fairly clean and tidy, and the bedding Condition, 
was also clean.

I am glad to have to report that I found the books on both sides kept Record., 
up to date, and affording valuable information as to the state of the 
inmates.

KANTURK WORKHOUSE. 

In the lunatic wards of this workhouse there are at present twenty- 
one men and forty women classified as of unsound mind. Of these, five 
men and two women are epileptics, four men and six women are of 
unclean habits, and six men and eleven women are confined to bed 
through bodily infirmity. . 

Although a large proportion of these inmates are old, feeble, and in- 
firm, a few are able to do a little work. Six men find some useful 
employment by helping about the house and grounds, three women 
go to the laundry, six sew or knit, and four do some housework, thus 
ministering to their own contentment and health. 

The staff in charge of the lunatic wards consists of one paid attendant 
for the men, and one paid attendant for the women. On the female 
side there is a paid night nurse, but none for the men. The day attend- 
ants are paid 7s. per week, and the night nurse receives 5s. per week. 
All are supplied with rations. 

Unfortunately, in these wards there is neither a hot nor a cold water 
supplv, nor are there any fixed baths, so that bathing the patients 
must be a work of almost insuperable difficulty. The Guardians will 
no doubt understand how impossible it is to properly care for such 
helpless human beings without ample appliances for keeping them 
clean. I would, therefore, ask them, when the new wards are being 
fitted up, to add a bathroom, with suitable means of washing. 

The clothing of the insane inmates was fairly good, and their bedding 
was sufficiently warm. Their bedsteads are wooden, old, and worn 
out. Perhaps the Guardians will see the advisability of obtaining 
suitable iron bedsteads, with wire-woven mattresses. At present 
straw ticks are used, which are difficult to keep clean. The sheets 
are now changed once a fortnight. Perhaps, as these inmates require 
so much attention as regards cleanliness, it might be found possible 
to change the sheets once a week. 

The Guardians have, I understand, resolved to remove the lunatics 
and imbeciles to new quarters. The males are to be sent to com- 
modious and well lighted rooms in the block of buildings near the 
present hospital wards, whilst the females are to have a large room 
on the ground floor, in the female infirm block. This room is to be 
used as a sleepingroom, whilst a detached building, at the opposite 
side of the yard, is to serve as their dayroom. A more suitable ar- 
rangement would be to utilise the room on the ground floor as a day- 
room, as it is well lighted and heated, and, if this were possible, to 
give these inmates the room overhead as a sleeping-room. 

During my visit I was accompanied by the master and matron, 
who gave me all the information I required, and seemed to take much 
interest in these helpless inmates.

KILKENNY WORKHOUSE. 

In the lunatic wards of this workhouse there are at this date nineteen 
men and twenty-eight women — forty-seven in all — an increase of ten 
during the last thirteen months. 

Amongst the men there is only one epileptic, seven are confined to 
bed by bodily infirmity, and nine are of unclean habits. 
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The beds were only being made at the time of my visit, which may 
explain the disorderly condition of the bedding. The bedridden patients 
were in a neglected state, and the bed clothing, both sheets and quilts, 
was dirty. _ The bedding is still composed of straw. In each of the 
beds examined only one sheet was to be found. 

The condition of the lunatics in the dayrooms as regards tidiness 
and cleanliness would require greater attention, but as there is no hot 
water supply to the bath, and any water required has to be carried 
from the kitchen, bathing must be carried out with difficulty. 

The female lunatics were cleaner, and seemed to be somewhat better 
looked after, but some of the bedridden cases would require more careful 
nursing. 

There is still no hot water supply to the bath, so that bathing during 
the winter is almost impossible. 

Three of the women are employed at washing— alt the laundry 
work of the department being done by them. 

Both male and female lunatics are in charge of paid officials— on 
the male side there is one attendant, on the female side two nurses. 

The condition of the male lunatics calls for greater attention on 
the part of those responsible for their care.

KILMALLOCK WORKHOUSE. 


The wards set apart for the lunatics in this workhouse are kept 
m a very creditable state, especially on the female side, where there is 
a bright dayroom, two single rooms, and a well kept dormitory, with 
a smaller room off it. 

The insane inmates — twenty men and twenty women— are neat 
and tidy in their persons, and their clothing is properly looked after. 

The bed clothes were clean, and of good quality. Some of the bed- 
steads are still of the old wooden pattern, but I understand that iron 
bedsteads of the Lawson-Tait pattern will soon be substituted for these. 
Fibre is principally used for mattresses. 

Baths are provided in both wards, but as yet there is no hot water 
supply. On the male side the carrying of hot water to the bath would 
appear to involve neither much trouble nor expense, but on the female 
side, as it is some distance from the main boiler, it might be found 
necessary to provide a small boiler at the back of the range in the 
ward, but this could be easily done at no very great cost. 

The male airing court would be greatly improved by removing the 
wall, and erecting a light fence in its stead, at a greater distance from 
the building, so as to afford more space. 

Of the men, four are epileptic, two of unclean habits, and one is 
confined to bed. Of the women, two are epileptic, but none are of 
unclean habits, which speaks well for the attention paid to them. 

Most of the men find some little work to do, and six of the women 
are employed. , . 

Altogether, I can speak well of the care bestowed on the insane in 
this workhouse.

When this workhouse was last visited, the lunatic wards contained 
nineteen men and thirty-one women. There are now twenty men 
and twenty-five women classified as of unsound mind. Of these, 
nine men and two women are epileptic, and one man and two women 
are of unclean habits. Three of the women are at present in the hospital 
suffering from erysipelas. With these exceptions, none of the insane 
inmates are confined to bed, and all are in wonderfully good health. 
They were clean, decently dressed, and appeared to be well looked after. 

Both men and women are taken out to walk round the grounds 
on every fine day. Such efforts to provide exercise, and variation 
in the monotony of the lives of these inmates deserve the highest 
praise. 

The bedding is excellent. Hair mattresses are provided on all the 
beds, and the sheets are changed once a week. 

On each side baths are provided, with a hot and cold water supply. 

Both sexes are on medical dietary. 

One or two on each side are able to do a little work. 

The lunatic wards are in charge of paid officials.

MOHILL WORKHOUSE. 

Fortunately, the number of persons classified as of unsound mind 
in this workhouse is limited to two males and two females, as the ar- 
rangements for their care and treatment are altogether unsuitable. 

I found the two men in the epileptic ward associated with an inmate 
who is blind, but very intelligent. The dayroom is a tiled shed, with 
the roof unrendered. One of the men was very untidy and slovenly 
in his dress, his clothes being torn, boots broken, and he was wearing 
no stockings. His body was also marked with vermin bites. The 
other male wears petticoats in consequence of physical deformity, 
and his clothing was shabby in the extreme. The sleeping rooni for 
the males opens off the dayshed, and is provided with a stove, which 
was much rusted, and which, I was told, cannot be fit without smoking. 
The trestle beds had straw ticks, the straw of which required renewal. 
I was told by the master that an inmate is told off to look after the 
insane patients, but, as he is employed at other work, it is manifest 
that he can devote little time to these patients, who indeed would 
require the constant attendance of trained nurses. 

Of the two females, one is an imbecile child who, if a training school 
for such cases existed in this country, could probably be trained in 
habits of tidiness and industry. I found the other female, also a 
congenital imbecile, but older, sitting by the fire in the infirm ward, 
without shoes or stockings. She is wet and dirty in her habits, and 
her straw bed reeked with urine. The woman in charge stated that 
this inmate gets a dry bed daily, and that it was in consequence of 
the very wet day, which prevented its being dried, that it was m the 
condition mentioned. There were no proper sheets on the bed, which 
was covered with coarse ticking. 
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I do not think that the officials can be held responsible for the sad Mohill 
condition in which I found these inmates. Their wants cannot be Wjukhqus h. 
attended to without skilled nursing, and, in some cases, special ar- Transfer to 
rangements ; and, as these are not supplied in this workhouse, I think asylum 
the Guardians should have the insane inmates transferred to the asylum rccommendcd - 
of the district, and so relieve themselves of a responsibility which they 
are unable to satisfactorily discharge.

There are at present in the two idiot wards of this workhouse five of inspected on 
each sex classified as of unsound mind.

The men were found in a very untidy state — their clothing being bedding, 
soiled and ragged. Their bedding also was not properly looked after. 

There were no sheets on the beds ; they were stated to be in process of 
changing, and were found in a bundle in the corner of the dormitory. 

The women were better looked after ; their clothes were tidier, 
their bedding was in good order, clean, and the beds were properly made 
up. The walls of the rooms should be cleaned and whitewashed. 

No alteration has been made in the accommodation. The cells Accommo- 
still remain on each side, taking up space, hindering fight and ven- datl0D - 
tilation, and giving a gloomy and prison-like appearance to the wards. 

At present paid attendants are employed on each side. On the male Attendants, 
side the attendant has too few patients to look after, and too little to 
do. He appears to pay little attention to his duties. 

The dietary was satisfactory — all but two of the insane inmates Dietary, 
being on the doctor’s books. 

I would recommend the Guardians, especially now that the number Abolition of 
of those inmates has decreased, to abolish as soon as possible, these idiot wards 
idiot wards in toto, and to draft the inmates into the other divisions — recommended, 
the infirm into the infirmary, where they would be in charge of the 
ifurses, and the others into the infirm ward, where they could be placed 
under the special charge of some responsible officials.

of the men and three of the women are in the infirmary. Numbers. 
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These insane inmates were fairly clean and tidy, with the exception 
of^oneYnan who had been|formerly in the asylum. He is now almost 
blind, very untidy in his habits, quarrelsome, and difficult to manage. 
If possible, he should be sent back to the asylum, but in the meantime 
he should be placed under the charge of the attendant, who should 
be made responsible for his proper care. 

One imbecile girl was without shoes or stockings. Perhaps ill cloth 
boots were made for her, she could be persuaded to keep them on. 

The bedding was clean, and appeared to be properly looked after. 
Iron bedsteads, with wire-woven mattresses, should, however, be 
substituted for the antiquated wooden beds. 

On the male side there is a large bath, built of concrete, provided 
with a hot and cold water supply. On the female side there is no 
fixed bath ; nothing but a zinc pail. I would ask the Guardians to 
consider the necessity of supplying adequate means of washing, if these 
helpless human beings are to be kept clean. 

In charge of the female imbecile ward there is an attendant paid 
6s. per week with rations. The female imbecile ward is in charge of 
an old pauper inmate, who is said to carefully attend to those under 
her charge, but she can hardly be considered fitted for so responsible 
a post.

NEWRY WORKHOUSE. 

I visited Newry Workhouse on the 21st ultimo, and saw all the 
inmates classified as lunatics or imbeciles — numbering in all about 
twenty men and thirty women. 

No change in the arrangements for their care and treatment has 
been made since last inspection, and I regret I am obliged to state that 
the accommodation and the conditions under which these afflicted 
people live are not satisfactory, although I feel assured the Guardians 
are desirous of meeting their requirements so far as is in their power. 

Many of the patients suffer from the dementia which sometimes 
attends old age, and, in reality, there is scarcely any class of the insane 
who require more constant and skilled nursing than these. Often 
such patients are noisy at night, dirty in their habits, and dangerous 
to others, so far as their physical strength permits them to be so. 
I need hardly point out to the Guardians how much easier it is to treat 
an insane person who perhaps suffers from a single delusion that his 
gullet has closed, or that his flesh has turned into lead, and who, out- 
side this particular delusion, may be rational and a good worker. 
Yet this patient will be sent to the District Asylum, while the noisy 
and destructive dement who requires watching and nursing all through 
the day and night, is allowed to remain in a workhouse, under conditions 
which tend to aggravate his or her mental decrepitude. 

The paid attendant on the female side, who would seem to me in- 
telligent and anxious to discharge her duty, told me that the reason 
that many of the infirm women were confined to bed was that when 
up they are apt to be knocked about by the younger patients, when 
her eye is off them. 
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I trust the Guardians will make a serious effort to relieve themselves Newrz 
of the responsibility for a class of patients which the Poor Law never Wokkhodse. 
intended to be treated in a workhouse, and which indeed, under present 
conditions, it is impossible to treat satisfactorily in the majority of 
these institutions. 

On the male side the corridor which has to serve as a dayroom, is Accommo- 
altogether insufficient for the number of patients using it. It is dismal llatio " for 
beyond description, and, in very cold weather, the small stove must mata ' 
afford altogether inadequate heat.

In the lunatic wards of this workhouse are to .be found fourteen Inspected on 
men and twenty-two women — an increase in the numbers since last October,

This is unfortunate, having regard to the amount of asylum accom- Numbers, 
modation lying idle in the district. 

Of these inmates, one man and one woman are epileptic, one man 
and two women are of unclean habits, and one man and four women are 
confined to bed. 

The patients inattentive to the calls of nature impose to^ heavy a Unsuitable 
responsibility on a small staff, and should be removed to an institution cases ' 
having a large staff of attendants. 

I can again report favourably on the condition of the insane in this Satisfactory 
workhouse. They were clean, decently dressed, properly attended to, g^oumUng^ 
and supplied with iron bedsteads with spring mattresses, and excellent 
bedding. Baths are also provided on both sides, and the water supply 
has been improved. There are curtains on the windows, and other 
suitable surroundings. Paid attendants, who appear to discharge their 
duties efficiently, are in charge of the wards. The only serious draw- 
back is the lack of accommodation, as eight women have to sleep in 
the body of the house, which is an objectionable arrangement, especially 
during the winter months.

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The male attendant, who is paid £15 per annum, evidently pays 
little or no attention to the patients under his care, and is unfit for so 
responsible a post. 

On the female side the patients were much better cared for. They 
were clean and tidy in their persons, and in their dress, and their bedding 
was properly looked after. The accommodation, however, provided 
for the women is of a very limited description. They are located in 
the hospital, in one room which has to serve both as sleeping and day- 
room, and in it they have to take their meals. There is neither bath- 
room, hot water supply, nor indoor water closet, and the only means 
of washing is a portable bath. Under such circumstances, every 
credit is due to the female attendant, who has also to act as ma- 
ternity nurse, for the condition of her patients. 

As there is little chance of the insane being removed from this work- 
house for some time, perhaps, the Guardians will consider how some 
more adequate provision can be made for the accommodation of the 
female lunatics.

fr On the 7th instant I saw those inmates of the Sligo Workhouse 
who are classified as being of unsound mind — three men and ten 
women — but many of them suffer only from that form of dementia 
which attends old age. 

While I am sure there is every desire on the part of the Guardians 
to treat this afflicted class humanely, their condition cannot be re- 
garded as altogether satisfactory. 

In the treatment of all classes of the mentally afflicted there are 
three essentials, viz. : — 

(1) Inasmuch as so many of them are physically as well as men- 
tally helpless, they need the supervision of intelligent, patient, 
V : and specially trained attendants ; 

(2.) Owing to so many of them being degraded or faulty in their 
habits, they require good lavatory and bath arrangements, 
to admit of their being kept clean and free from vermin ; 

(3.) As so many of them are irritable in temper, they need plenty 
of elbow room, and separate day and night accommodation. 

These conditions are not, and cannot be under present conditions, 
fulfilled in Sligo Workhouse, and I trust, therefore, that the Guardians, 
who apparently realise the nature of the trust confided in them, will 
endeavour to induce the County Council to make such provision for the 
treatment of this helpless class as will relieve them of all responsibility. 

This can be done either — 

(1.) By the establishment of an Auxiliary Asylum under the 
provisions of the 76th section of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898 ; or 

(2.) By making additions to the present asylum.

greatly overcrowded, the beds in the dormitories are closely packed Numbers, 
together, and the dayrooms, at all times too small, are now partly o verC rowding.

On the male side the rooms in which the patients have to sit on wet 
days, and in which they take their meals are so small as barely to allow 
standing room. The sleeping rooms are without cross ventilation, and. 
with so great a deficiency of cubic space, must be almost unbearable 
at night. By day these rooms — overcrowded at night — have to serve 
as infirmaries, and are occupied by a number of bedridden cases, 
some of whom have been years in bed, so that the vitiated atmosphere 
of the night has to be breathed again during the day, and can never be 
properly purified. 

The bedsteads are of the old harrow type, covered with straw ticks. Betls » 

The sheets and bedding are clean and sufficient. 

Baths are provided on both sides, but there is no hot water supply. Baths. 

Chamber utensils are said to be provided, but on the female side Sanitary 
there were only two in use. accommo- 

T , dation. 

In order to promote habits of cleanliness and decency, a full supply 
should always be kept in the wards. 

The water closets are excellent, and of the most modern type, but 
on the male side should be kept cleaner. 

Amongst the male patients are four of unclean and untidy habits, Condition 
who were found in a very neglected condition. Every effort should be of males - 
made to have some, if not all of these removed to the asylum, where 
there is a stronger staff. But in the meantime there is no reason 
why more attention should not be paid to these helpless human beings. 

A little care and trouble would keep them tidy, and improve their habits. 

The condition of the female patients was better. They appeared Condition 
to be properly looked after, and were clean and tidy. of l emales ’ 

It is to be hoped that within a reasonable time some provision will 
be made for the care and maintenance of these helpless inmates, either 
at the asylum, or in some separate establishment. 

In the meantime, I would ask the Guardians to consider (1) the Improvements 
improvement of the ventilation ; (2) the provision of suitable iron su ££ ested - 
bedsteads and hair mattresses ; (3) the supply of hot water to the 
baths ; (4) the selection of some light and washable material for the 
clothing of the male patients ; and, above all (5) the appointment of 
some one to attend on the male lunatics, who has had some previous 
knowledge of the care of the insane, and would takejsome interest 
in their nursing. ~ »

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WATERFORD WORKHOUSE. 

Since the last report on the lunatic wards of this workhouse was 
written, the Guardians, acting on a suggestion made therein, have, 
appointed a trained nurse to take charge and be responsible for the 
management of both the male and female wards. In my opinion 
this appointment has done much to improve the condition of the in- 
sane inmates. On both sides the bedridden cases appeared to be 
carefully looked after. All the insane inmates were very clean, and 
the men were tidier in their persons. 

As the Guardians have shown so much interest in the condition 
of these inmates, I would ask them to consider the other recommen- 
dations then made, viz. : — (1) to provide additional dayroom accom- 
modation for the women. I have only to ask the Guardians to look 
at the overcrowded condition of the room where these female patients 
have to take their food, and pass their days, to satisfy themselves of 
the necessity for the enlargement of the accommodation. The ad- 
ditional building required can be provided at a comparatively small 
cost by extending the existing dayroom. 

(2). Additional bathroom and lavatory accommodation is also 
wanted in this ward. At present there are two baths — one on the 
ground floor off the dayroom, and one upstairs. Both bathrooms are 
too small, and the one downstairs has no hot water supply. The most 
convenient plan would be to provide a large room upstairs, and put 
the two baths into it. Some basins should also be provided for the 
women to wash themselves in the morning. 

There are certain other requirements to which I would draw the 
attention of the Guardians, viz. : — 

(a.) The staircase at the present time is narrow and inconvenient. 
In the event of fire, escape from the upper wards would be extremely 
difficult. Either an additional staircase should be provided, or the 
existing one should be improved. 

(b.) A few chairs and tables are badly wanted for the use of the 
female patients. 

(c.) Having regard to the numbers to be looked after, an additional 
nurse would be required to help the nurse in immediate charge of 
this ward, and to take her place when absent on leave, as she is at 
present. 

There are at present eightv-six inmates— twenty-nine men and fifty- 
seven women — in the lunatic wards, which shows an increase of three 
men and two women during the past thirteen months. 

Of the twenty-nine men, ten are bedridden, six are epileptic, and 
six are of unclean habits. 

Of the fifty-seven women, eight are confined to bed, six are epileptic, 
and four are of unclean habits. 

One of the men, and eight of the women are able to do some little 
work, and five men and seven women are able to attend to their religious 
duties.

CIRCULAR TO RESIDENT MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENTS OF 
DISTRICT LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 


Precautions Against Fire. 

Sir, — In view of the recent lamentable occurrence at the Colne y 
Hatch Asylum, I am directed by the Inspectors to call attention to 
the necessity for seeing that all fire appliances are kept in perfect 
working order ; that a full supply of water is maintained ; and ,that 
the staff are periodically instructed in their duties in the event of an 
outbreak. 

In asylums where wooden blocks have been erected, particular 
attention should be directed to the means of exit ; and, if not considered 
sufficiently ample, steps should at once be taken to remedy the defect, 
either by providing emergency doors, opening outwards, in the dor- 
mitories, or adapting windows for the purpose. It is suggested that 
such doors or windows should open by a key kept in a glass fronted 
fixed box, which could be broken on the occasion of a fire. 

If a recording apparatus for testing the vigilance of the night staff 
is not in use, it would be most desirable to have such an apparatus 
installed without delay.

Sir,— I am directed to state, for your information and guidance 
in the preparation of the Judicial and Criminal Statistics, and the 
claims in respect of the maintenance of Criminal Lunatics, that the 
Lord Lieutenant is advised that the definition of a “ criminal lunatic ” 
according to the provisions of the Lunacy (Ireland) Act, 1901, is not 
capable of any wider interpretation than the definition in the cor- 
responding English Act (47 and 48 Vic., cap. 64), and that, therefore, 
cases committed under the Army Act, 1881, section 91, and the Naval 
Enlistment Act, 1884, section 3, do not come within the scope of the 
term “ criminal lunatic.” 

No claims in respect of the maintenance of these cases -should, there- 
fore, be made under the terms of the “ Expenses of Criminal Lunatics 
Calculations Order, 1902,” and in the Statistics above referred to 
they should as hitherto, be treated as “ dangerous lunatics.” 

All previous instructions which are not in accordance with this 
circular are hereby cancelled.
